FINDING OF MANY CLEWS. 



The Bandits Fled From the 
Scene of the Hold-Up 
in a Cart. 

THEY MAY GO TO SACRAMENTO. 



Farmer Tells of Two Men Who 
Stole Horses and Who May Be 
the Men Wanted. 



IMS-inch tires and 4 feet 9J£ inches between 
the wheels, had been tied for some time, 
and traced the vehicle to Cherokee lane, 
going toward .Stockton, where it was fol- 
lowed by Cunningham and other.'. 

Another posse going north found a nest 
of four tramps, who said that early this 
morning three men in a backboard coining 
from Lodi had asked the road to Sacra- 
mento. Gard, Hume, and other officers 
at once followed the trail north, while the 
the other officers, dividing into two posses, 
remaining the tules to search for the rob- 
bers toward Stockton. 

There are about twenty regular and 
amateur officers hunting for the men, as it 
is reported that $1000 reward has been 
offered for the arrest and conviction of the 
highwaymen. 

George Gard has the measurement of 
the footstens found near where the buggy 
was tied, and also two 32-caliber cartridges 
found there, evidently dropped by the rob- 
bers while reloading their weapons after 
the hold-up. 
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Sacramento, March n. — Superintendent 
J. B. Wright of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road has received word from tlie officers 
who have been engaged all day in the pur- 
suit of the men who attempted to rob the 
overland train last night, that the robbers 
are heading for Sacramento, with indica- 
tions that they will arrive in the city before 
morning. 

At daylight this morning those of the 
officers who had gathered at Castle Switch, 
the Incalitv where the robbers first made 
their appearance to the trainhands last 
night, began a systematic search along 
both sides of the railroad in the direction 
of Lodi. 

Within a mile of the latter place they 
discovered where a horse and cart had 
been left standing for evidently several 
hours. Following the trail of the cart, 
which was plainly disetrnable in the heavy 
dust, they found that it crossed the rail- 
road track at an old disused crossing at 
Armstrong's and ran along an abandoned 
road leading in the direction of this city. 

The trail was followed for several miles, 
but eventually was lost by the tracks lead- 
ing into a more frequently traveled 
thoroughfare. It was very evident to the 
pursuers that the robbers were totally un- 
acquainted with the country they were 
traveling through, as the road for miles 
follows the section boundaries, and in turn- 
ing the short corners they must have be- 
come confused as to direction! 

Another thing that proved their ignor- 
ance of the locality was the fact that they 
followed several roads leading through the 
neighboringdields into the various ranch- 
houses and were compelled to double on 
their tracks. 

The officers have reached the conclusion, 
after a thorough search of the country and 
inquiries among the residents along the 
road, that the men hare been hiding in 
>-.>!.. <>i theinrtrmerable brush-covered 
sloughs that line the road in the local- 
ity where the trail was lost, and that 
during the night if deemed necessary they 
will abandon the horse and cart and strike 
across the country for Sacramento. In the 
meantime all the approaches to the city 
are patrolled by armed men, and it is ex- 
pected that the men will be secured before 
morning. 

It is the supposition of the officials that 
the cart was driven to the depot, where the 
trail was first discovered, by the third 
man, who, after tying the animal to a 
neighboring fence, walked down the 
track, met the train and signaled the rob- 
bers on board as to the locality of the ve- 
hicle, which was evidently intended to 
convey any treasure that might be ob- 
tained to their headquarters in this place. 

That the identity of the men concerned 
in the attempt is more than suspected by 
the officials is evident, but they are ex- 
tremely non-committal on this point. It 
is also believed that the men are the same 
parties who attempted to rob the train last 
Saturday night and one of them is an ex- 
railroad employe. 

L. R. Hess, who resides about four miles 
from Elk Grove, drove to Sacramento to- 
day and informed Sheriff Johnson that 
Friday noon two men in travel-stained 
garments, leading a gray mare and a bay 
pony, stopped at his ranch and requested 
dinner and feed for their animals. 

The men stated that they originally 
came from Texas and were cowboys in 
search of employment. The gray mare 
gave evidences of hard riding, being so ab- 
solutely fatigued that it cou d scarcely 
move. The pony seemed to be compara- 
tively fresh. The men hail but one saddle 
in their possession, and Mr. Hess noticed 
that when they led their animals into 
his barn, one of them paid particular 
attention to a saddle that w«> hanging 
upon the wall and examined the ap- 
proaches to the building. After eat- 
ing dinner they took their horses 
and disappeared in the direction of 
the thick brush that lines the 
neighboring street. This morning on 
entering the barn he found that the saddle 
had disappeared, and a few minutes later 
a neighbor named Budd Cantwell drove 
up to his residence and stated that the 
i barbed wire surrounding his corral had 
been cut during the night, and a valuable 
dappled gray mare had been stolen. 

Search was instituted among the neigh- 
boring farmers, and it was discovered that 
the exhausted horse that had been in the 
possession of the two men had been aban- 
doned on the ranch of Frank Kennedy, 
who. resides two miles nearer the town 
of Elk (irove. Mr. Hess states that one of 
the men who came to his place wore a 
white hat, nearly new. while the other had 
a worn black hat that had long outlived 
its usefulness. 

A posse was gathered and the country 
was scoured for miles, but no trace of the 
men could be obtained. During their 
search it was discovered that no less than 
five horses had been stolen during the last 

live days. 

THE MAX-HCXT AT JjOTil- 

bheriff' mm* Detectives Eind Many Clews 
to the Robbers. 

Lodi, March 9.— There have been many 
detectives in town to-day, but up to the 
present time little that is new relative to 
the train robbery has developed. At day- 
break Sheriff Cunningham and Deputies 
Wall, Black and others were early on trail, 
and on the first train from Sacramento 
Detectives Gard, Hume, Ahem and Snyder 
came lu re, and taking rigs scoured the 
surrounding country. 

Cunningham and Wall found a place two 
miles from Lodi where a buckboard, with

Stockton, March it.— There are no new 
developments In the train robbery up to 
midnight. The chief detectives of the 
railroad and express companies, Gard and 
Hume, are here working with Sheriff fun 
ningham. They are moving around town 
trying to pick up some clew, evidently be- 
lieving that the robbers came this way. 

The officers are anxious to find the tramp 
who was on the train and who is the only 
person that saw the face of one of the men. 
The tramp was put off the train at Lodi. 
but swung on again and rode north on the 
overland. 

The tramp said in Lodi that the robber 
who got on the engine crawled over the 
tops of the express and baggage cars and 
met him face to face on the blind baggage 
platform, but no good description of the 
fellow was given. 

Officers blame the conductors for not 
holding the tramp as a witness.

Portland, Or., March 9. — When the 
habeas corpus case of John W. Bradbury 
was called in the Circuit Court to-day 
Bradbury was not present. Chief of Police 
Minto swore that Bradbury had been in 
custody, but that he was released yester- 
day, and had of his own free will left the 
jail with Mr. Bolev. the agent of the Kan- 
sas City Election Fraud Commission, who 
eame here to secure Bradbury, who is 
wanted in Kansas City as a witness in 
election fraud cases. 

Judge Hurley allowed the matter to rest 
until Monday, aud at that time the Chief 
of Police must answer the petition of 
Bradbury's wife or produce Bradbury. 

Bradbury is a politician of some influ- 
ence in Kansas City, and it is said lie 
controlled several hundred colored voters 
at the last election. It is said he was sent 
here by certain politicians who are anxious 
to deprive the State of his evidence in the 
prosecution of persons charged with elec- 
tion frauds. Bradbury was at one time 
Deputy Treasurer and Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Streets in Kansas City. 



BENICIA'S DRYDOCK AFLOAT 



The Launching of the Big Struc- 
ture Successfully 
Accomplished.

Is Large Enough to Contain 
a Vessel of 2700 
Tons. 



Benicia, March 9.— The California Dry- 
dock Company's new dock was launched 
from Matthew Turner's shipyard at Benicia 
yesterday morning, and the big box went 
off without a hitch. 

A large crowd gathered from miles 
around to witness the sight and the occa- 
sion was quite an event to Solano County. 
The tug Rescue left the city for Benicia 
yesterday morning with a large party on 
board. 

The tug also carried four tiO-ton pumps 
to assist the heavy structure on her way 
down the slide. At least 700 pounds of 
tallow were used to grease the run, and 
once the dock took a start there was no 
stopping her, for the pitch of the run was 
V/i inches to the foot. 

At 11 :20 o'clock the Rescue got a hawser 
on the drydock, and the signal to "go" 
was given. The last block was knocked 
away, the pumps were set in motion, and 
the tug began to pull on the hawser. For 
just an instant there was a strain, then 
the box moved a trifle. 

A great cheer went up from the crowd, 
and the dock began to slide. Down, down 
she went, gaining momentum as she sped 
along, and with a loud splash she struck 
the water, gaining on the tug to such an 
extent that the hawser lay slack and limp. 
The structure did not take on a drop of 
water on board, and the affair was a per- 
fect success. 

The new dock is intended to take the 
place of the Merchants' drydock at the foot 
of Spear street, and the slip is now being 
prepared for its reception. The dock will 
be towed to the city in about two weeks, 
when her machinery will be but in. When 
in place it w ill have a capacity of receiving 
a 2700-ton ship. 

Shooting Affray at Errsno. 

Fresno, March it.— In a quarrel over a 
debt of $1 Charles Brown to-night shot 
Harry Thurston twice in the back, perhaps 
fatally wounding him. The men had dis- 
puted at intervals for sis, months over 
this debt, and last night when 
they met in Brown's bootblack 
stand, Thurston struck him in the face. 
Brown tired five times, and when officers 
arrived Brown resisted arrest, and thrust 
his pistol in the officer's face, but the 
weapon was empty. Brown was taken to 
jail.

THE LOS ANGELES MYSTERY. 



Pendleton, Or., March 0.— Two com- 
panies of the Second Cavalry from Fort 
Walla Walla arrived here at 8 o'clock on a 
special train, and will be taken without de- 
lay to Mission station on the Vmatilla 
Indian reservation, from which point they 
will proceed to the agency near the station. 

Indian Agent Harper had been notified 
from Washington that troops were held in 
readiness at Walla Walla, but kept his 
counsel, saying nothing until about the 
time for the arrival of the train, when he 
gave out the information that he had re- 
quested the aid of troops. He stated the 
troops may be necessary to protect the 
agency and whites who five in the 
reservation. 

Affairs have been disturbed on the reser- 
vation for some weeks on account of the 
disagreements between the otlicials and 
the Indians. The Indian court, in the 
case of Indian offenses, has exercised 
powers which the Indians claim were too 
arbitrary. The matter was brought to an 
issue in a civil case in the Juslice Court 
here, when Wet Soot brought suit against 
Brisbrough and others to recover damages 
for an alleged assault committed by the 
Indian policemen. The case was decided 
in favor of the plaintiff, but was appealed 
by United States District Attorney Murphy 
to the State Circuit Court. 

Later Chiefs No Shirt, Young Chief and 
twenty other head men were arrested for 
dancing contrary to the agent's orders. 
This caused a riot in the council chamber, 
and a general row was narrowly averted. 
The chiefs were released, but were again 
arrested on the same charge and also for 
resisting I'nitcd States officers. They were 
sent to jail, but employed counsel to sue 
out writs of habeas corpus in the Circuit 
Court for their release. 

This afternoon Judge Fee of the State 
Circuit Court rendered a decision in the 
habeas corpus case. He holds that the In- 
dians are citizens, entitled to all the rights, 
privileges and immunitiesof other citizens,

Sacramento, March 9.— For the first time 
in the history of California the legislators 
were called upon to array themselves 
against a rival railroad line and in opposi- 
tion to the wishes of the people, but only 
a few showed any inclination to do so. 

During the last twenty-four hours the 
San Joaquin Valley road has been the topic 
of legislative conversation. A week ago 
such a condition as now confronts the 
legislators was not even' dreamed of. In 
consequence, the various Assemblymen 
whose necks have grown calloused under 
the Southern Pacific collar were not sensi- 
tive enough to feel which way their ruling 
influence was urging them. This afternoon 
they were in better form and knew more 
what they wanted. Major Gillis, "Ix>u" 
Martin and "Jack" Massey had been busily 
buttonholing their "dear friends,'' and 
as a result the old plan of trying to causa 
delay by amendments was begun. 

The question voted upon to-day in the 
Assembly was one affecting the amending 
of the bill to allow foreign corporations to 
be given the right to lease terminal facili- 
ties. 

Only two men voted for the proposition. 
These were Judson C. Brusie of Sacra- 
mento and Wmiaiu M. Cutter of Yuba. 
On the negative side were the names of a 
number of men who, while they pretended 
to be friends of the bill, yet proposed 
amendments which, while they did not 
change its intent in the h ast, occasioned a 
delay of at least forty-eight hours in its 
consideration.

Tacoma, March 9.— The Government 
ofticers here are of the opinion that Jack 
Forbes, the alleged notorious smuggler, 
and his friends tricked the United States 
Circuit Court Wednesday, when the 
jury which had found Forbes guilty 
of smuggling opium was discharged 
by Judge Hanford because Forbes was not 
in court to hear the verdict. Half an hour 
later Forbes was found walking in an op- 
posite direction from the court. He claimed 
he had "overslept" and had not intended 
to disobey the court by his absence. 

These allegations have been set up as 
basis of a motion to set aside the $2000 
judgment which Judge Hanford ordered 
entered against Miles Gibbons and Bert 
Hill, Forbes' bondsmen. Gibbons is a 
saloon-keeper and prominent Democratic 
politician. He formerly belonged to the 
Tammany organization in New York. 
Hill was formerly assistant city treasurer. 

The Government to-day filed cross affi- 
davits against setting aside the judgment. 
It is alleged that Forbes had twice pre- 
viously been absent when wanted, caus- 
ing the court to admonish him and his 
lawyer that he must remain in court. 

The filing of these affidavits brings out 
the fact that Government officers have 
been making a quiet investigation in re- 
gard to Forbes' actions and whereabouts 
during the trial. It was learned that he 
was not drunk. 

From information secured and actions of 
the jury it is believed by part of the Gov- 
ernment officers that an attempt was made 
to "interview" one juror. The Government 
believed it had a sure case, and the jury is 
said to have stood eleven to one after a few 
ballots had been taken. 

The obstinate juror, it is known, hung 
out all day and all night, being finally in- 
duced to sign the verdict of guilty after 
sixty ballots were taken on promise of the 
others to recommend mercy. 

Some officers concluded either Forbes 
had apparent reason for believing the 
jury would disagree or that on Wednesday 
morning he had means of knowing what 
the verdict was and purposely staid away 
knowing the jury would be discharged, 
and thereby securing another trial if not 
dismissal of the case, as this was the sec 
ond trial. It is claimed he has rich back 
ers who will pay the bondsmen if they 
lose, though a strong effort will be made 
so have the judgment set aside. 

Wednesday Forbes was put under $2000 
bonds again to appear for trial next June, 
but as a result of his escapade he could not 
secure bondsmen and languishes in jail. 
Yesterday he nearly created a riot in the 
countv jail because the Marshal would not 
send him a bottle of whisky.

"Yes, I seconded the motion," said the 
Sacramentan, and the chair put the ques- 
tion to the House. 

"I hope this motion will not prevail," 
said Powers. "This is a matter of too 
much importance to the State to admit of 
causeless delay. 

Dwyer of San Francisco heartily con- 
curred. 

•This bill is no good for anybody." Ri id 
here interjected. "It gives the Harbor 
Commissioners a right to give away the 
whole water front to the Southern Pacific's 
dependencies oranyliody else, and I amop- 
posed to it until it is properly chanced." 

A call for the question shut off further 

debate. The Speaker asked for tliuse in favor 
of the motion to pass the bill on the file 
without considering it to-day. Not even 
Reid voted "aye." A thundering chorus 
oi "no" showed where the sympathies of 
the House lay. 

The House ordered the bill read the sec- 
ond time. 

Then Powers showed how the amend- 
ment itself answered the objections raised 
against it. "It is said the Harbor Com- 
missioners can rent out the whole water 
front." said he. "That is true ; but if you 
will notice, gentlemen, it is only to give 
terminal facilities to different railroad- 
companies." I 

"l'ocs not this bill exclude Eastern lines 
from getting terminal facilities?" inquired 
Cutter. 

"It does." answered Powers, "and it is 
right that it should be so. No line incor- 
porated in this State is excluded, though. 
If the Eastern lines want terminal facili- 
ties here they can reincorporate under the 
California laws." 

The subject of rent. Powers said, had 
been included in the amendment because 
the State was forbidden to give aid to rail- 
road enterprises. 

Dwyer made a spirited appeal. The new 
railroad he thought was modest in its re- 
quests when the immensity of the benefits 
it would confer on the State was con- 
sidered. 

"They come and ask for fifty acres. Then 
they agree to pay us a rental of $1000 a 
year. Why, you ought to be glad to let 
them have a hundred acres if they should 
ask for it, and beg them to take it, too, 
instead of quibbling over a few dollars. 
These men are not a lot of impecunious 
speculators and schemers, eager to gobble 
up everything in sight. This is the 
people's road. It don't belong to any 
close corporation." 

North of Alameda claimed the floor in 
order to introduce two amendments. North 
claims to lie a friend of the San Joaquin 
Valley Railroad, yet his amendments, onie 
of which was adopted, will only serve to 
delay consideration of the bill. His first 
amendment was to provide that no corpo- 
ration could assign a lea«e given under 
the provisions of the bill. The second was 
to strikeout the clause placing the rental 
at $1000 per year. 

Powers moved that the amendments be 
considered separately. A discussion en- 
sued, when North said he saw his error in 
regard to the limited rental proposition, 
and would withdraw it. "I think my first 
amendment is necessary." he continued. 

Dixon of San Francisco said he did not 
want to be considered a railroad hireling, 
and was a friend of the new road, but he 
was opposed to the $1000 rental proposi- 
tion and thought that the lease should be 
let to the highest bidder. 

Bulla offered as an amendment to the 
amendment a clause that the lease should 
not be assignd "without the written consent 
of the State Board of Harbor Commission- 
ers." This was voted down. 

North's amendment was adopted. 

Then Reid tried to get in an amend- 
ment. Then he said: "I move that the 
whole bill be referred to the Committee on 
Commerce and Navigation." This met 
with no second, however. 

Judge Spencer of Lassen scored the op- 
ponents of the bill severely. 

"Inasmuch as we all of us said we were 
willing to help this road," he said, "I 
thought to see every member hold out to 
it the right hand of fellowship. If we are 
to judge by the action of some of the 
gentlemen on the floor and the spirit 
evinced by the amendments they have in- 
troduced, their protestations were not sin- 
cere." 

Reid again made objection on the ground 
that the bill did not specify what improve- 
ments were to be made, and announced 
that the bill was, therefore, faulty, and he 
would vote against it even if he should 
have to kill a competing railroad by so 
doing. 

Then further talk was shut off by a mo- 
tion for the previous question. This was 
as to Cutter's amendment. 

A rollcall was had and fifty-four men 
recorded themselves against the amend- 
ment, while only Brusie of Sacramento 
stood with Cutter in its favor. 

Reid waited to get in some further 
amendments. The House was not in a 
temper for trifling though and the bill was 
sent to the printer. It will come up for 
final passage Monday afternoon. 

In the Senate Aram opposed the bill 
openly. Bert is understood to Ik- working 
against it quietly. The bill will undoubt- 
edly pass the Senate by a large ma jority , 
however.

The Extravagance in County 
Government Across the Bay 
May Continue. 



ASSEMBLYMEN WILL FIGHT IT. 



Fassett of Livermore Draws Some 
Comparisons to Show the Injus- 
tice of the Matter. 



Sacramento, March 9. — The salary raid- 
ers of Alameda and the Oakland lobby 
triumphed in the Senate to-day when the 
county government bill was amended so as 
to practically restore the old high figures. 
Under this law the Assessor, it is claimed, 
will net about $17,000 a year. $1000 more 
than ex-Assessor Leekie swore the ollice 
netted him. The Assessor is allowed $1100 
more fur deputies than was allowed two 
years ago. The salary of the Treasurer is 
put back at the old figure of $0000 and that 
of District Attorney is restored to $6500. 

Assemblyman Fassett, who has fought 
for retrenchment in county government, is 
very much displeased with the action of 
theSenate. "I understand," said he, "that 
with the exception of the Sheriff the old 
salaries have been restored. Our people 
desired that with the exception of Assessor 
the offices should net the office-holders 
about $MO00 a year, and that the office oi 
Assessor should net about $;Ki0O. I do not 
think the Assembly will submit to these 
changes. 

"I shall most earnestly oppose the 
amendments. What reason is there for 
placing the salaries of the officers of Ala- 
meda County at so much higher figures 
than those of Los Angeles? The counties 
are about euual in wealth and population. 
In fact, Los Angeles in the very bill under 
discussion ranks as class 2 to Alameda's 
class 3, yet the salaries of Alameda are 
much higher." 

Assemblyman Fassett represents rural 
Alameda. His home is in Livermore. He 
is greatly annoyed at the persistent and, 
as it now seems, successful attempts of the 
Oakland lobby to maintain an extravagant 
county government. 

Senator Beard declared that the salaries 
raised from the agreed figures in the county 
government bill by amendment to-day 
were those of the Assessor, the Treasurer 
and the District Attorney. 



of the amendment was to prevent Super- 
visors from making a license rate so high 
that it would be prohibitory. "This 
amendment was introduced at the instance 
of the California Protective Association. 
It is a move of the liquor men," declared 
Senator Smith. 

The amendment was defeated. 

Senator Denison offered Ins-amendment, 
previously described, relating to local op- 
tion and police and sanitary regulations. 

Senator Witbington declared that this 
was a most vicious amendment. 

The amendment for which Q. W. Baker, 
the attorney for the California Protective 
Association, has been lobbying is as fol- 
lows: 

Provided, that the provisions of this section 
sIihII not be su construed as to empower said 
Hoards of Supervisors to prohibit the con- 
duel of any business for which a liceuwe has 
been heretofore authorized under the laws of 
this State since the adoption of the new con- 
stitution of 1879 without first submitting the 
question to a vote of the people of such county 
and obtaining a majority of the voters voting 
upon said question in favor of such prohib- 
itory measure. 

To which Senator Denison added the 
provision relating to cities and incorpo- 
rated towns. The amendment by Senator 
Denison was voted down. 

A multitude of minor amendments were 
offered as soon as the last section of the 
bill had been read. 

The county government bill will be 
again considered on Monday. 

A resolution was adopted to-day to ad- 
journ sine die next Thursday.

Amending the County Govern- 
ment Bill. 



Sacramento, March 0.— The exposure by 
the Call of the joker in the county 
government bill |Twas the talk of the San 
Kraueisco 'delegation to-day. There was 
a hurried'informal meeting of a number of 
the Senators and it was decided to take 
steps to exempt the city and county of 
San Francisco from the features engrafted 
upon the bill by which the Assessor was 
entitled t* retain 6 per cent of the personal 
property tax, $5 on every 100 names 
of persons returned by him as subject to 
military duty, and by which the License 
Collector was entitled to retain 10 per cent 
on all licenses collected by him except 
where otherwise provided. Senator Biggy 
submitted to the San Francisco members a 
proposition to amend section 215 by in- 
serting after the word "act" in line 12, the 
following: 

Provided, however, that in counties and 
cities of the first class the Assessor shall receive 
no commission for the collection of taxes on 
personal property, nor shall such Assessor re- 
ceive any compensation for making out the 
military roll of persons received by him as sub- 
ject to military duty, as provided by section 
1901 of the Political Code. 

At the nizht session Witbington intro- 
duced this amendment in modified form to 
include the License Collector. The amend- 
ment was adopted. 

There were a good many wrangles during 
theday overtheconsideration of the county 
government bill, which was amended so as 
to practically grant local option to counties 
on a vote of the people. 

Benisoti offered an amendment that this 
section should not be so construed as to 
prevent Supervisors granting licenses 
where the county had voted for license 
with a record proviso, that the section 
should not prohibit cities and incorporated 
towns from making sanitary and police 
regulations. This amendment was with- 
drawn to be offered at a later stage of the 
proceedings. 

Senator Earl introduced an amendment 
which was bitterly attadked by Senator 
Pedlar, who declared that it meant the du- 
plication of deputies for all new counties 
of the State, just to provide Alameda 
County officials with deputies. 

Senator Pedlar declared that he had 
heard there were "jokers" in the bill. The 
proposition was for an increase of depu- 
ties where additional Superior courts had 
been given. 

There was a lot of talk over whether the 
sections and salaries would fall with the 
classification if the classification fell, as 
Senator Karl seemed to fear. 

Senator Burke declared that there were 
fourteen lawyers on the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. If the present act, as Senator Earl 
seemed to fear, would fall and crumble 
into ruins, then the lawyers of the Senate 
were guilty of criminal negligence in seek- 
ing to pass what might be a complete 
failure. 

It was agreed at the close of the night 
session to refer the bill back to the Judi- 
ciary Committee to pass on its constitu- 
tionality. 

Then Senator Seawell discovered how 
the joker in the bill, interpolated for a job 
in San Francisco, affected his own district. 
The License Collector was also the Sheriff 
in Mendocino. His salary would, with the 
10 per cent fee, be increased $1700. In So- 
noma County the License Collector's per- 
quisites would be $0000 a year. He asked 
that the sub-section granting License Col- 
lectors 10 per cent be stricken out. The 
Senate refused to accept the amendment. 

Senator Seymour offered to amend sec- 
tion 233 so as to read as follows : "This 
act so far as it changes the compensation 
of any county officer herein named shall 
not affect the incumbent." 

Senator Witbington declared that this 
wa« a double-headed "bug" to undo all 
that had been done. 

Senator Pedlar suggested that Senator 
Seymour make the amendment apply to 
his own County and let the other counties 
alone. 

Senator Smith declared that the purpose 



Assemblymen Vote Against the 
San Francisco Measure. 

Sacramento, March 9.— Rather a heated 
opposition was aroused in the Assembly 
by the bills granting the Harbor Commis- 
sioners power to re-arrange the property at 
the junction of Market, Clay and East 
st reets. 

Dixon fathered the bills in the Assembly 
and explained that the first bill was in- 
tended to enable the construction of n 
bridge for foot-passengers to the ferry 
depot. He told of the advantage of having 
the property laid out and improved. 

The other members, however, insisted 
upon talking of all three bills at the same 
time. The fact was developed that they 
were opposed to trading one piece of prop- 
erty for another. 

Wade of Napa thought that they should 
condemn anri buy any property it wanted 
and pay cash for it. 

He was opposed to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners selling or trading any of the State's 
property along the front, though. When 
the question was put on the final passage 
of the bill only fifty-four votes were cast. 
Only twenty-seven were cast for the bill. 

As it takes forty-one votes to carry a 
Senate bill Dixon changed his vote from 
"aye" to "no" and gave notice of intention 
to reconsider. The other bills were then 
passed on the file till there should be 
friends of the measure present.

Sackame.nto. March 9.— The report of the 
Committee on Attaches, embodied in the 
form of a resolution, was introduced at the 
night session of the Senate. It recom- 
mended the dismissal to-night of all ser- 
geants-at-arms, porters and messengers to 
the various standing committees, except 
those of the Committees on Judiciary, 
Finance and County and County Boun- 
daries. It recommended the dismissal of 
all committee clerks, except those of the 
Judiciary anil Finance committees, to take 
effect Wednesday night. March 13. The 
resolution was amended to exclude the 
clerk of the Committee on Enrolled and 
Engrossed Bills, and was adopted by the 
Senate. 

At the morning session Senator Biggy 
moved to reconsider the vote by which 
Senator McAllister's substitute bill, fixing 
the number of legislative attaches in the 
future, was defeated. There was one 
hour's discussion, which resulted in a re- 
consideration and iiassage of the bill. By 
its provisions the number of Senate officers 
and attaches is fixed at sixty-six. with a 
per diem of $_'Sli 50, and those of the As- 
sembly at seventy-eight, with a per diem 
of $380 50. This makes the expenditure 
for attaches in the future about one-third 
of what it has been during the present 
Bession.

But she had always a passion for the sea 
and for assuming male attire, and could 
not settle down to the prosaic bliss of mar- 
ried life. Thus it was that last August she 
deserted her husband for the free life of the 
sea, and donning the clothes of an appren- 
tice went on board the Monterey, only 
three officers and three or foiirseamen.it 
is alleged, knowing her secret. The girl 
was located at Leavenworth a few days ago 
and she talked freely. She claims to have 
been on the Mohican and the Independ- 
ence, but as to ttiis her story is not given 
much credence because it cannot be veri- 
fied. She says she endeavored to ship on 
the Monterey last August, but was not 
successful. A few days later she went to 
Port Angeles, whither the Monterey had 
sailed, and again applied to the ship with 
better success. 

Concerning her experience at Port An- 
geles, she said : 

"I presented myself to the officer of the 
deck, who was a different fellow than I 
hail seen before. When I told him that I 
wanted to ship he asked me what kind of a 
boy I would make. I told him I was a 
daisy. That settled it anil taking me be- 
low he told the man on watch to call Calla- 
han. In a few moments Callahan reported. 
'Callahan, you have an extra uniform; 
bring it up,' demanded the officer. Calla- 
han soon .returned with the suit. The 
officer told' me to try if on and showed me 
a little room where I could change. You 
ought to have seen him when I came out. 
He said. 'Why. you make a fine boy. Go 
to the surgeon and be examined.' I re- 
ceived an examination and was given my 
rating. I was assigned to duty as the 
plumber's apprentice. We went to Port- 
land and from there to San Francisco." 

William Fiske. a sailor on the Mohican, 
says that "Hilly" Root, the plumber on 
the Monterey, told him at Port Angeles a 
few weeks ago that the girl had been on 
the ship. Fiske says: "Root told me he 
was finally afraid the girl would be found 
out and he put her on shore. Root said 
that during the seven weeks she was on 
board she answered at rollcall to the name 
of Daniel McArdle. That's the name Root 
told me she went under. Root told me to 
hunt the girl up when I came to Seattle 
and I did so. 1 found her here. Schotield, 
an apprentice, also met her, fell in love 
with her, broke his liberty and is now in 
the 'ship's jail.' You can't believe half 
the girl says, though." 

Although it is claimed that the girl is 
only 10 years old, she looks to be about 18 
and claims to be 24. She is of slight build, 
weighing about 125 pounds, and is as well 
muscled as any athletic young fellow. Her 
face is a study. She has a very boyish ap- 
pearance and her features are sharply out- 
lined and would attract attention any- 
where. While not handsome, she is not 
bad looking, although her coal-black hair, 
which is cut short, and her piercing black 
eyes and high cheekbones suggest a strain 
of Cherokee blood. Her short upper lip, 
which she is m the habit of puckering up 
when she smiles, displays a fine set of 
teeth. Her hands are large and calloused, 
indicating familiarity with tarred rope and 
sails. She wears a No. 5 man's shoe and 
is somewhat proud of the distinction.

SCALPERS WON THEIR SUIT. 

An Old Case Settled bij the Courts in 
Chleago. 

Chicaoo, March 9.— Judge Adams to-day- 
decided the case of Mulford and Macken- 
zie, the ticket-brokers, against the Chicago 
and Alton Railroad, finding the issue for 
the plaintiffs and fixing their damages at 
$10,854. 

Mulford and Mackenzie were the firm of 
brokers who, in 1880, had an office in this 
city and also in St. Louis. In that year 
they bought of the Alton road $50,000 
worth of tickets at 50 cents on the dollar, 
the tickets being good over the Alton road 
between Kansas City and Blooinington, 
thence east over the Lake Eric and West- 
ern. Shortly after the purchase of the tick- 
ets a passenger-rate war set in, and for two 
years the tickets were unsalable. In June, 
1882, after the brokers had disposed of about 
half the tickets, the Lake Erie and Western, 
which had gone into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, reimrted that the agreement be- 
tween itself and the Alton by which the 
tickets had been made good over that line 
east of Bloomington was dissolved, and 
the tickets became worthless. Judge 
Adams held, in effect, that the tickets 
were contracts made by the Alton. 

SILVER /.V THE SOUTH. 

Congressman Hryan Instructs the People 
of Nashville on Illmetallisni. 

Nashvii.i.e, March 0.— Ex-Conuressman 
W. J. Bryan of Nebraska spoke to a large 
and enthusiastic audience to-night on bi- 
metallism and was constantly applauded. 
The position taken was that bimetallism is 
a necessity und that the United States is 
powerful enough and large enough to re- 
sume the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver regardless of the action of other na- 
tions and that in any event no change 
could make affairs worse than they are 
now. The policy of the administration 
and Mr. Carlisle in reference to bond is- 
sues was severely criticized.

The New camp of Alhambra, 
Colorado, May have Blood- 
shed Over Claims. 



Prospectors Are Armed to Re- 
tain Possession of Town- 
site Lands. 



Cripple Creek, Colo.. March 9.— Serious 
trouble is threatened in the new mining 
camp of Alhambra over disputed claims. 
On January 30 the Alhambra Town and 
Land Company went into a new mining 
center and located in the neighborhood of 
forty claims, doing but little work on them 
and not placing them on record. 

The recent excitement in the camp has 
brought a deluge of miners and prospectors 
to the district, and they have been working 
the locations claimed by the Alhambra 
Company. The company has made a 
strong protest against the operation of 
what they claimed as their property, but 
the miners will not cease work. A num- 
ber of cowboys and prospectors have or- 
ganized and secured guns and ammuni- 
tion, witli the intention of defending their 
claims. 

SWINDLER or WOKEN CAUGHT. 

On a I'lea of Wanting a Housekeeper He 
Secured Trunks. 

Baltimore, March 9.— Detective Gault 
returned to-day from York, Pa., where he 
arrested James Clark, alias James Lewis, 
alias J. Tenipleton, charged with swindling 
Mrs. Sadie Fields of this city out of two 
trunks and contents, valued in all at $300. 

Clarke came to this city some weeks ago, 
and advertised in the papers for a house- 
keeper to take charge of his home in Los 
Angeles at $50 per month. He received 
about 250 replies, and among them was 
Mrs. Field, who was engaged by Clark. 

She sold her household goods and with 
$300 secured, bought clothing, which she 
packed in two trunks. On Wednesday last, 
the day before she was to start for the West, 
Clark secured the trunks, under the pre- 
tense that he was to ship them West. He 
disappeared and detectives were put on hi 
track. 

One trunk was recovered in this city ami 
the others in Clark's possession to-day. 
He indignantly denied the charge, until 
proof was produced. He is an elderly 
man with a rather clerical appearance. 
Letters in his pockets show that he has 
advertised in the papers of other cities. 

ROSEBERY VEHY SICK. 

Rumors That He Intends to Resign Offi- 
cially Oenied. 

Nkw York, March 9. — A special to the 
World from London says: The London 
newspapers now refer for the first time to 
Lord Rosebery's condition as serious, and 
say that he desires to resign. 

The Morning Post says: Lord Roso- 
bcry has been much more seriously ill than 
the public imagines. Influenza is bad 
enough, but when insomnia is added it is 
difficult for the patient to regain his 
strength. The protracted illness of the 
Premier has given rise to rumors that his 
lordship intends to resign, which, of 
course, would mean a break-up of the Gov- 
ernment and Parliament.

An official contradiction was 
soon forthcoming.

The latter spoke of 
his waning strength and Dr. Schweninger's 
positive prohibition not to excite himself 
and receive large crowds. In addition 
Prince Bismarck expressed grave doubts as 
to whether he would be equal to the task 
of celebrating his eightieth birthday, as the 
people wish him to do, publicly and with all 
kinds of demonstration. The Emperor has 
informed Professor von Sybil, the histor- 
ian, he will personally participate in the 
celebration. 

A newspaper of Leipsio recently asked a 
number of literary and political men for an 
expression of opinion upon the idea of 
making Prinqe Bismarck an honorary 
citizen of the German empire by an act of 
Parliament, and almost all approved of the 
t.lan. Dr. Schaedler, a member of the 
Center party, was rather pointed in his an- 
swer. He said: 'T beg to say that in mem- 
ory of the Kulturkampf and the oppression 
of the German Catholics at that time, your 
questions arc of no interest in any way." 

The Conservative. National Liberal and 
anti-Semite members of the Reichstag will 
celebrate Bismarck's birthday by a com- 
mers, and will go to Friedrichsmhe to- 
gether on April 7 to deliver an address to 
the ex-Chancellor. 

GVEI.PH PARTY'S HOPES. 

They Look for a Restoration of Their 
Former Prestige. 

Berlin. March H.— The long and friendly 
conversation which the Emperor had with 
the Puke of Cumberland while his Majesty 
was in Vienna upon the occasion of the 
funeral of Grand Puke Albrecht has re- 
vived the ho[>es of the Ouelph party in 
Germany. In the court circles the opinion 
prevails that Prince George, the eldest son 
of the Puke of Cumberland, will be the 
reigning Puke of Brunswick upon attain- 
ing his majority in October. 1898. The 
Prince Regent Albrecht, being very 
wealthy, is not enamored of his office. He 
harbors no intention of founding a dynasty 
for Bruuswick. He is, besides, an ultra- 
legitimist and never approved of the des- 
potism of the Gueiphs. The Prince Re- 
gent regards the regency as a provisional 
arrangement and absents himself from 
Brunswick as frequently as be decently 
can. 



Koknn and lien Kow Taken. 

Yokohama, March 9.— The Japanese 
have occupied Kokan and Yieu Kow, port 
of New Chwang, without opposition. 

The coast forts about New Chwang are 
still holding out. The lirst and second 
Japanese armies effected a junction at 



Yien Kow. The Chinese army, com- , 
manded by General Sung, has retired to I 
Thien Chuang Lai. 

It is officially announced that the safety 
of the foreigners at Yien Kow has been 
guaranteed by the Japanese, who are in- 
quiring into the personal injuries sus- 
tained. 

The foreign settlement is guarded by 
Japanese troops, the British and American 
warships Firebrand and Petrel, respect- 
ively, leaving their protection in charge of 
the Japanese. 

SACHEIl-MASOCH DEAD. 

The Austrian-Poland Sort-list Who Was 
I>ecoratt-d by Franee. 

Frank rt'RT. March 9.— Leopold von Rit- 
ter Sacher-Masoch, the novelist, is dead. 
He was born at I.emberg, Austrian Poland, 
January 27, 1836. 

He published in 1859 his historical ac- 
count of the insurrection in Ghent, nnder 
Charles V. His scries of novels, entitled 
•'Cain's Inheritance," was translated into 
most of the European languages. After 
that he wrote a number of interesting 
works. Sacher-Masocli was a special 
favorite with the French. The French 
Republic in 18S3 conferred upon him the 
cross of the Legion of Honor. 

San Domingo and Franee Settle. 
Paris, March 9.— The terms of the set- 
tlement of the difficulty between San Po- 
mingo and France provide for the payment 
of 1,000,000 francs for the illegal detention 
of Captain Boimere and 35,000 Jrancs for 
the murder of Caville. a French naval offi- 
cer. Naval honors will be paid to the mur- 
dered man by the French and Italian Min- 
isters. The remaining question in dispute, 
which is of minor importance, will be set- 
tled through the S|>anish Minister, who is 
acting as arbitrator. 

Reported Resignations Confirmed. 

Paris. March 9.— The members of the 
Venezuelan Legation confirm the report 
that the French and Belgian Ministers at 
Caracas have handed in their passports. 
It is claimed the matter is the result of a 
personal misunderstanding with the Min- 
isters affected, and the action of President 
Crespo in giving the passports is not di- 
rected against the Governments repre- 
sented by the Ministers. 

Shoe Oprratires on Strike. 

London, March 9.— In consequence of the 
National Federation of Bootmakers notify- 
ing the operatives to stop work on March 
IB, owing to a complicated dispute con- 
cerning the use of machinery, the Shoe 
Operatives' Union has called out all the 
operatives not obliged to give a week's 
notice. Ten thousand quit to-day.

CUMMINS' RECORD. 

The Young Train-Robber Tells Something 
of Bis Career. 

St. Loris, March 9. — Superintendent 
(■rover B. Simpson of the Wells 
Fargo Express Company arrived 
here to-day from Southwest City, 
Mo., where he has been superintend- 
ing the hunt for the robber companion of 
Jim Cummins, the desperado, who held 
up the San Francisco train near Aurora, 
Mo., February 22. Agents of the railroad 
and express company are trailing the man 
and Mr. Simpson expresses the conviction 
that he will be captured. 

Cummins pave a brief history of him- 
self. He said his real name was Joshua 
Craft, was born at Briar, Tex., and would 
be 21 years old next June. He led the life 
of a cowboy in Texas. 

Last July, when he made the acquaint- 
ance of a man named Wilson at Paris, 
Texas, they went to Claremore, I. T., 
where they worked for a time and then 
went into the train-robbing business. 

Their first attempt was on the San Fran- 
cisco, November 12, 1884, in which they 
secured J250 and thirty watches. Their 
next holdup was a Rock Island train in 
the Indian Territory on November 23, 
1894, receiving very little booty. 

On the 31st of December last they field 
up a train on the Queen and Crescent Rail- 
road near Livingston, Ala., securing only 
$18. They held up a train on the Cotton 
Belt road near McNeil, Ark.. January 24. 

From McNeil they made their way across 
the State of Missouri, and on Februarv 22 
held up train No. 1 on the San Francisco 
road, near Aurora, Mo., and secured $58 
and a watch. The robbers were on their 
way to Texas when they were run onto by 
the officers and the young one captured.

London, March 9. — The Marquis of 
Queensberry was to-day at the Marl- 
borough-street Police Court formally com- 
mitted for trial by Mr. Newton, the sitting 
magistrate, on the charge of having libeled 
Oscar Wilde in leaving at the Marlborough 
Club on February 28 a card upon which 
was written a disgraceful epithet. The 
Marquis declared in court that he wrote 
the card simply to bring matters to a head 
and to save his son, and that he abided by 
w hat he wrote. 

Edward H. Carson, Q. C, M. P., formerly 
Solicitor-General for Ireland, defended the 
Marquis of Queensberry. The court was 
crowded with well-known people. 

Oscar Wilde, who wore a long dark blue 
overcoat, drove to the Police Court in great 
style in a carriaee with a footman and a 
coachman. Accompanying Mr. Wilde was 
Lord Alfred Douglass, son of the Marquis 
of Queensberry, but he was not allowed to 
remain in court during the examination of 
Mr. Wilde. 

Mr. Wilde was finally placed on the 
stand and began his evidence with an air 
of languid loftiness. When he was asked 
if he was Oscar Wilde, the author and 
dramatist, the witness replied, "I think I 
am well known." This remark made Mr. 
Newton interpose sharply, saying, "An- 
swer the question, please." Thereupon 
the plaintiff replied, "Yes." The renroof 
of the magistrate caused Mr. Wilde to 
assume a less important air. 

Replying to questions put to him by his 
own counsel, plaintiff said that he first be- 
came acquainted with the Marquis of 
Queensberry in 1893. He remembered 
lunching with Lord Alfred Pouglass (who 
is the Marquis' second son, and who was 
born in 1870), in the Cafe Royal during the 
month of October, 1892, when the de- 
fendant entered the room, and by invita- 
tion of his son sat down at the same table. 
Continuing, Mr. Wilde said he did not sec 
the Marquis of Queensberry again until 
1893, when he and Lord Alfred Pouglass 
were lunching in the same cafe. The de- 
fendant upon that occasion shook hands 
with both his son and Mr. Wilde, and the 
witness invited the Marquis to join them. 
At this stage of the proceedings counsel 
for Mr. Wilde handed him a letter, and the 
witness was asked if such a document had 
been placed in his hands by Lord Alfred 
Douglass shortly afterward. 

The magistrate here remarked that he 
thought this document should be placed 
in evidence. 

Mr. Carson, counsel for the Marquis, in- 
terposed, saying that he did not object to 
the letter being put in evidence. On the 
contrary, he preferred that it should be 
brought before the court, as he wished to 
show the Marquis was acting in the in- 
terest of his son. Mr. Newton said that he 
could not then enter into the question. 

Mr. Carson objected to this, and asked 
that the document be put in evidence in 
order that the matter might be investi- 
gated in the fullest manner possible. 

Counsel for Mr. Wilde said that it was 
not intended that the letter should be read 
in court, as the names of exalted persons 
were mentioned, and he did not think it 
right that their names should transpire. 
Counsel also explained that the mysteri- 
ous letter was introduced with the view of 
charging the Marquis of Queensbeiry with 
additional libel, but as Mr. Newton in- 
sisted that in that case the letter should 
be read in court, counsel for the plaintiff 
withdrew the letter. 

Mr. Wilde then continued his evidence, 
testifying as to how he was handed the 
card of the Marquis of Queensberry, upon 
which was written the abusive words, by a 
porter at the Albemarle Club. 

Mr. Carson then cross-examined the wit- 
ness in regard to his acquaintance with 
Ixird Alfred Pouglass, saying that he 
wished to show that the object of the Mar- 
quis was to end the acquaintanceship of 
his son with the plaintiff. 

The magistrate said he considered this 
defense to he a plea of justification and did 
not allow Mr. Carson to proceed. 

The Marquis of Queensberry was then 
asked if he had anything to say, where- 
upon he arose and declared that he wrote 
the card "simply to bring matters to a 
head and save my son." He added. "I 
abide by what I wrote." 

The Marquis was then formally com- 
mitted for trial, bail being allowed in 
£1900.

HIS POSITION PREVENTED HIM. 



Telegram of Congratulation For- 
warded to Baron de Rio Branco 
at Washington. 



Rio de Janeiro, Feb. 16.— The following 
is an account of the mass-meeting held 
here on Wednesday, February 12, to cele- 
brate the decision of President Cleveland in 
favor of Brazil and against the Argentine 
Republic in the question of the claim to 
jurisdiction over the territory of Missiones: 

The committee, consisting of Colonel 
Zersallo Correa, Pr. Agostinho Pos Reis, 
Pr. Antonio Azeredo, Pr. Elhidio de Mes- 
quita and Senor de Vasconcellos, sent 
written invitations to the United States 
Minister, Thomas L. Thompson, and the 
Argentine Minister to be present. 

Mr. Thompson, during the afternoon of 
February 11, called at tbe Foreign Office 
anil explained that as he represented the 
President of the United States in the affair 
of arbitration he could not be present. 

At 1 p. m. the square of St. Frances de 
Paulo, just at the head of Onvidor, was 
solidly full of people, and Senor Marinho 
was selected as presiding officer of the 
meeting. Colonel Correa, an ex-Minister, 
under Marshal Floriano Peixoto, was the 
principal spokesman. 

The following telegram sent to Baron de 
Rio Branco, Washington, was read by Pr. 
Pos Reis: 

Rio Branco, Washington: The people of Bra- 
zil, in a vast meeting of acclaim, amidst psalms 
and your name send you enthusiastic greet- 
ings on account of the honorable decision of 
the question ot the Missiones. The Brazilian 
republic and the Argentine confederation 
commemorating the victory of peace and of 
right by means of arbitration, establish the 
patriotic example of the real aggrandizement 
of American nations. The undersigned, in the 
name of the people who met and expressed the 
unanimous sentiment of the whole nation, 
salute you with the utmost enthusiasm, for the 
coin mis; ion of which you are the worthy chief 
merits the heartfelt praise of the fatherland 
and of Republican America. 

The message was signed by the commit- 
tee having the meeting in charge. Minis- 
ter Rio Branco sent a reply. 

After several minutes given to vivas the 
procession formed and moved on to the 
presidential palace. Colonel Correa made 
his address. 

In reply to the speech the Argentine 
Minister, Br. Garcia Meron. made a few 
complimentary remarks in Spanish. 

In his turn the President of the republic, 
Pr. Prudente Moraes, said in Portuguese: 

Minister of the Argentine Republic and fel- 
low-citizens: The enthusiasm that bursts spon- 
taneously from your bosoms Is just, noble and 
patriotic. People are accustomed to crown 
and glorify their heroes and generals on re- 
turning conquerors from the field of battle, 
where they decide questions between nations. 
The hero whom you glorify to-day is more 
worthy than any great general, because repre- 
senting the Brazilian nation in a dispute of 
ages he has caused to triumph your rignt with- 
out leaving the field of battle strewn with 
dead. 

Nations maneuver with such skill and with 
great wisdom, and by our hero, in this well- 
fought battle, we huve constituted the invincible 
and eternal principles of right. The general 
who conducted the bloodless battle has. there- 
fore, a right to the homage of Brazilians and of 
Argentines, who are enabled to leave ofl' strug- 
gling and embrace one another. Your enthu- 
siasm, I repeat, Is just. 

Let us nrofit by that lesson and show our- 
selves worthy of the majesty of the nature of 
the fatherland. Let there be no obstacle to the 
realization of our conquest; let us forget our 
individualities and look only to the holy image 
of our land. 

It only remains, fellow-citizens, after this 
brilliant and honorable termination to the 
question which agitated the souls of two 
brother nations for no long a time, to draw still 
tighter the bunds of friendship, sincere and 
fruitful, and bind them together as their rep- 
resentatives of this solemn moment. 

Saying this the President threw his arms 
around the Minister of the Argentine Re- 
public in a warm embrace. 

President Moraes sent a telegram to the 
President of the Argentine Republic con- 
gratulating him on the peaceful settlement 
of the trouble. 



0BANGE-W 00D T OOTHPICKS, 

They Are Made by I'easnntg in Spain and 
Portugal. 

"I wonder how many of the men who 
come in here and use the orange-wood 
toothpicks," said a man in an uptown 
hotel, "know where they come from and 
how they are made? They arc made by 
the cleverest whittlers in the world, anil 
every one of them is of hand manufacture. 
The peasants in Spain and Portugal make 
them, and they first found their way into 
this country through the medium of steam- 
ship officers. It is a fact that hotels in 
all parts of this country are using these 
orange-wood slivers now in preference to 
either quills or the old-fashioned tooth- 
picks, and the demand for them here has 
been a perfect godsend to the peasants 
who make them on the other side. 

"A year or so ago I was in Spain, and 
saw the peasants making them. They 
could turn one out with three slashes of 
the knife, and it was their custom to do 
them up in packages of twenty and sell 
them to tourists and steamship officers for 
the equivalent of 1 cent of our money. At 
that time the peasants made them iii their 
leisure moments, but now I am told many 
peasants make their living manufacturing 
toothpicks. You see the demand for them 
has increased to such an extent that the 
peasants can sell all they make. The 
steamship officers sell them here at a profit 
of about a cent on each package, which 
amounts to considerable when a large 
number are sold. 

"A peculiar phase of the matter is that 
not a cent of duty is asked for or paid on 
them. They were formerly received in 
such small quantities that no attention 
was paid to them, and the steamship offi- 
cers are still able to get them in free, be- 
cause toothpicks are the last things cus- 
toms officers are looking for. And as 
toothpicks they are really excellent. They 
are strong and flexible, and, instead of 
breaking, tear, so that there is no danger 
of the end suddenly breaking off and re- 
maining in the tooth, a characteristic of 
the old brittle toothpicks. It is a wonder 
to me that some one doesn't make a busi- 
ness of importing them. I believe that 
steamship officers have a monopoly of the 
business up to date, and I am sure that, 
there would be money in it for somebody 
if he snatched the business out of their 
hands."— New York Sun. 



NEW TO-D AT— CLOTHING. 
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SEARCH rOB_OHAELIE BOSS. 

A Rascally New York Police Officer Pre- 
vented Success Being; Attained. 

So many years have passed since the 
chilil Charlie Ross was stolen from his 
home in Germantown that the crime is lost 
to the memory of many, hut that has not 
deterred some people from still making the 
attempt to palm off a bogus youth upon 
the afflicted family as the lost son, says the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. The latest effort of 
this kind was made by a woman who 
represented herself as the widow of one of 
the two burglars who were killed at Bay 
Ridge, L. I., while trying to rob the bouse 
of a judge of the courts. 
• The woman brought with her a young 
man, who, a relative of the boy says. Was 
tlat-headed and beetle-browed, and could in 
no way have borne resemblance to what 
little Chariie would have been at 
manhood. She had the story of the 
disappearance pat enough — how the 
two children, Charlie and Walter, 
were decoyed from the lawn of the 
house, at Washington lane and Chew 
street, bv the two men in a wagon. Mosher 
and Pouglass; how they were driven into 
the country, where Walter, the elder, was 
dropped, and how $20,000 ransom had been 
offered for the recovery of the younger 
son. Other facts she seemed familiar with, 
but her scheme had nothing else in it. 

Many believe the boy to be dead. There 
have bten a hundred or more alleged Char- 
lies, but in no instance has the father, who 
lias traveled all over the country, had any 
hope after once seeing the alleged child or 
youth produced. 

The secret of his fate probably died with 
the Bay Ridge burglars, one of whom ex- 
pired immediately after being shot, while 
the other lived long enough to say that his 
companion had known where the child 
was, that the lad was still alive, but that 
he himself knew nothing of his location. 

In n.ir.ating some of the facts the rela- 
tives of the Ross family also shed more 
light upon the efforts to find the boy, and 
made the important statement that once 
whm success seemed assured thev were 
frustrated by one of the police captains of 
New York, a man who was charged before 
the Lcxow committee w-'h having ac- 
quired w eallh by the mi st corrupt m tans. 

It was there, he says, the *;uiiaper.- had 
arranged to deliver their prisoner upon the 
payment of J20.000. They had exacted the 
condition that Mr. Ross and those helping 
him should leave New York upon board of 
a special train, a locomotive and one car, 
bound for Albany. 

At one point along the road a colored 
lantern light was to be waved, and the 
money, at this signal, was to be dropped 
by the side of the track. Further up the 
line there was to be another light shown, 
and there the boy was to be delivered to 
them. 

According to the relative's story, the 
rescuing party took along with them an 
expert rifleman, with the object of niaim- 
inir the kidnaper, whoever he might be, 
and then effecting his capture. They 
made the trip as directed, but nothing 
came of it. No lights were shown and no 
other clew was obtained. 

The police captain in question, the rela- 
tive says, gave the tip to the thieves that 



the sharpshooter would be on board the 
car. Walter Ross, the son who was 
dropped by the countryside, was married 
about two months ago. 

FACTS ABOUT THE PYBAMIDS. 

If the Monarch's Relg-n Waa Long Hll 
Monument Was Large. 

The pyramids of Egypt, for long and to 
this day included among the world's won- 
ders, are to be regarded as marvelous 
triumphs of mechanical skill. Of these 
there are many scattered over the Nile 
Valley, some of brick, some of stone and 
of varied height. The two largest are in 
the neighborhood of Cairo. They are, and 
have been for thousands of years, the most 
colossal monuments in the world. 

The largest, that of Cheops, in its origi- 
nal state is said to have been 800 feet high, 
anil the length of its base on each side the 
same. It is built of huge stones, ranging 
from two to four feet in height. It is now 
rugged and has the character as well as the* 
appearance of a four-sided great stairway. 

The hollows between the steps are be- 
lieved to have been tilled in with white 
marble, which would shine like snow 
under the bright Egyptian sun. The py- 
ramid is now much reduced in height, not 
being more than 500 feet. It is generally 
admitted that the pyramids were built for 
tombs, and on certain astronomical prin- 
ciples. 

There is an inner chamber where the sar- 
cophagus was placed. When a monarch 
began to reicn be commenced to build his 
tomb. When he died his body was placed 
in the sacred chamber prepared for it and 
the opening which led to it was closed. 
The pyramid was then completed. If the 
monarch's reign was long the pyramid was 
large. If short, the pyramid was small. — 
Chicago Record. 

The Last English Duel. 

The last duel— the last fatal one, at least — 
was fought in a field in Maiden Lane in a 
solitary part of Holloway, in 1843. The 
district acquired considerable notoriety 
from the event. It was the duel fought 
between Colonel Kawcett and Lieutenant 
Monro. The former was killed. The duel- 
ists were not only brother officers— they 
were also brothers-in-law, having married 
two sisters. 

The Coroner's jury, on the inquest, re- 
turned a verdict of willful murder, notonly 
against Lieutenant Munro, but against the 
seconds also. The latter, however, were 
acquitted. Munro evaded the hands of 
justice by seeking refuge abroad. Four 
years later he surrendered to take his trial 
at the Old Bailey. He was found guilty 
and sentenced " to death. He was, bow- 
ever, strongly recommended to mercy, and 
the sentence was eventually commuted to 
twelve months' imprisonment. 

The neighborhood in which this duel 
was fought is no longer solitary. A wic\j 
thoroughfare, known as the "Brecknock 
road, runs through it, and a rifle ground 
besides tbe Brecknock Arms appropriately 
indicates the place where the final shot 
was fired. — Chambers' Journal.

The officers of the packet company were 
rewarded for their sealousness by finding 
the body of the veteran clerk of the Long- 
fellow, Captain J. L. Carter, in the wreck 
that had been caught and tied to the shore 
near Riverside. The aged clerk was pinned 
to the boiler by a portion of the cabin deck 
which had fallen on him. His body was 
not mutilated. 

When the river fails, as it will do doubt- 
less by Monday, a more extended search 
can he made in that part of the wreck, 
where it is supposed the bodies of Mr. 
Aldridge and of the bartender, Chauvet, 
may be found. 

The wreckage of the Longfellow is scat- 
tered for a distance of twenty-five miles, 
ami everywhere the skiffs of wreckers are 
busy towing cases to the shore where they 
are immediately rilled. Pirate skiffs are 
hovering around the hull waiting for 
pieces of freight to be detached. The com- 
pany's men are doing everything possible 
to save the cargo. 

There have been no developments to-day 
to indicate that the death list will be en- 
larged. 

Although the death list of the disaster 
was stated at twelve there is only a cer- 
tainty of six, namely: Clerk, .1. L. Carter; 
passengers, David Aldridge. Rome, X. Y., 
and Mr. and Mrs. Aull, Dayton, Ohio; bar- 
tender, August Chauvet; porter. James 
Miller. Two given in the list of twelve — 
Mrs. Dr. Mary Anderson and her patient, 
Miss Harrington of Jamestown, X". Y.— 
expect to resume their journey to Xew Or- 
leans on the Buckeye State to-night.

Siocx Citv, Iowa. March 9.— The Jour- 
nal's Pierre (S. Dak.) special says: The 
legislative committee investigating the 
Taylor defalcation made its report just 
before adjournment. Proceedings were in 
secret, and the report is now made public 
for the first time. 

The committee declared from the evi- 
dence before it that it is shown a conspir- 
acy existed between the sureties of Taylor 
and the defaulter to "hold up" the State 
and compel a settlement. It says: 

Wo do not find that there was any collusion 
among the sureties or any other persons with 
hint to defraud the State prior to the time 
when it became apparent to John T. llcChes- 
ney of New York, one. of the bondsmen, that 
Taylor would not be able to make his settlement 
with the State. 

Hut we do tind evidence strongly tending to 
show that Ml the latter part of December. 1S94, 
and after McChcsney discovered that Taylor 
could not raise money enough to make his set- 
tlement, BCcChesney, together with Taylor, l). 
K. Tenny and C. H. Wells and C. T. McCoy, 
acting as agent at Pierre, entered into 
a scheme to gather up all the hinds 
held by Taylor, amounting to over 
$200 t 000 f and the real and personal property 
owned by Taylor, wherever located, and place 
it beyond the reach of the State, lor the purpose 
of compelling the State to agree not to prose- 
cute Taylor criminally, or, in other words, 
to compound a felony on condition that 
property and money to the amount ol $100, • 
000 should be delivered up and paid over to 
the State, thus relieving the sureties by paying 
their liabilities with the funds stolen from the 
State. The evidence showed they had at- 
tempted to carry out the scheme with fraudu- 
lent intent to defraud the State. 

Tenny and Wells are the Chicatro law- 
yers of Taylor and McChcsney. The com- 
mittee finds that the total amount stolen 
by Taylor was $344,070 10. As to where 
the money went the evidence shows among 
other things "that he loaned ex-Governor 
Mellette moneys amounting to $29,000 and 
that he loaned Judge Kellam $4000 and 
purchased a negotiable note for $o0UU 
given by United States Senator Pettigrew, 
wl ich was repaid to C. T. McCoy, Taylor's 
agent, on or about the 7th of January, 1S95. 

"It is further found that during the 
month of December last he transferred 
from fifteen banks where he deposited 
public funds about $200,000 to himself and 
for his benefit to Xew York and Chicago; 
that he appropriated to his own use prior 
to December last $14. r >,S00." 

The evidence shows no collusion on the 
part of any State officer with the default- 
ing Treasurer. There is, however, testi- 
mony showing gross negligence, to say the 
least, on the part of Thomas H. Ruth, ex- 
Commissioner of School and Public Lands. 

The report states that action to recover 
has been begun in thirty different counties 
and that services have been had on all the 
different defendants in the case: that suits 
have also been instituted against McChes- 
ney in Xew York and William Taylor, 
father of the defaulter, in Indiana.

The mode of procedure 
prior to March, 1894, was for local agents 
to make their own terms with the com- 
panies they represented as to commis- 
sions. Rates were the same, but the com- 
missions varied according to the intluence 
and business capacity of individual agents. 
About that time the Western Union 
passed a rule that thereafter commissions 
should not be paid in excess of 15 per 
cent. 

St. Louis agents have failed to live up to 
it. Several local agents represent both 
union and non-union companies, and the 
Western Union, it is said, is now trying 
to force local ageuts either to conform to 
the rules of practice in regard to the 15-per 
cent commission or to give up their non- 
union companies, the real object of the 
resolution being to force the outside com- 
panies into the union.

Passengers from Xassau Heport Excite- 
ment Running High. 

Xew Yoke, March 9. — Passengers by the 
Ward liner Santiago, which arrived to-day 
from Xassau, report that much excitement 
prevailed at Santiago de Cuba when the 
steamer was there.

Xumerous arrests bad 
been made and strangers were not allowed 
on the streets after dark. The city was 
under martial law.

Cleveland, Ohio, March 9. — A bridge 
which is being built, to span the Cuyahoga 
River at Columbus street, in this city, will 
be unlike anything of the kind ever con- 
structed in this country. It is to be 
operated by electricity and compressed 
air. It will have a double swing, the 
halves meeting at a common center and 
locking. The span will be 115 feet long. 
The material wili be steel throughout and 
the electric current which will operate the 
dynamos will be obtained from street- 
railway wires. The new bridge will swing 
in twenty-five seconds. The safety gate, 
signals, drops and auxiliary machinery 
will be operated by compressed air from 
the bridge house, while the bridge proper 
will be propelled by electricity. 

TO MAKE CHEAP OAS. 

For Seren Cents as Much Light as Wanted 
May He Had. 
New York, March 9.— Announcement is 
made of a remarkable discovery of a means 
of producing illuminating gas at a cost of 
7 cents for the same amount of light as is 
furnished by ordinary gas at $1 25. Fac- 
tories are already completed and the gas 
will be offered for general use in a short, 
time. It is now used in a house in this city 
and has been found in every way practi- 
cable. 

The new illuminant is acetylene, the low- 
est gas in the series of hydro-carbons, 
which are the foundation of organic chem- 
istry and enter into the composition of 
many of the most important products of 
coal tar and petroleum. It is known to 
chemists as OgHi and is practically pure 
carbon paper.

THE JAPANESE SAY NOTHING. 



The Legation Secretary Does Not 
Believe His Countrymen Are 
Interested. 



WisHWOTOSr, March 9.— The Hawaiian 
Minister to the United States, Minister 
Thurston, said to-day he was cognizant in 
a general way only of efforts on the part 
of private individuals to establish a cable 
between the United States and Hawaii. 
"The Hawaiian Government would look 
with favor upon this or any other proposi- 
tion for cable communication with the 
world," said Mr. Thurston. "What we 
want first is a cable, preferably in connec- 
tion with the United States, because our 
business interests lie that way; but at any 
rate a cable. Any proposition looking to 
this end will receive the aid of the Ha- 
waiian Government to the extent of its 
ability, meaning by that its financial abil- 
ity and recognition of treaty obligations." 

It is understood that there is still another 
possibility of a cable to Hawaii. It is stated 
in diplomatic circles that the French Gov- 
ernment has intimated to the Hawaiian 
Government a desire that the Hawaiians 
should not be too quick to close negotia- 
tions for an English cable. It was hinted 
in this connection, it is said, that there is a 
possibility of France extending her Xew 
Caledonia cable to Honolulu. The French 
Government now aids, by subsidy, a cable 
between Australia and the island of Xew 
Caledonia. From this point it is but a 
distance of .1000 miles to Honolulu. Which- 
ever Government gets the cable to Hono- 
lulu first will have a practical mono]>oly 
for several years, because there will not be 
enough business for two lines, and, more- 
over, it will have a start toward the exten- 
sion of a cable from Hawaii to the west or 
south. 

K. Matsui, first secretary of the Japa- 
nese legation, smiled skeptically when his 
attention was called to the advanced state 
of the negotiations looking toward the Pa- 
cific cable. 

"Such an idea has been considered for 
the past five or six years," he said, "but 
nothing definite has been formulated. I 
do not believe the statements that wealthy 
Japanese capitalists are interested at pres- 
ent in the incorporation of such a com- 
pany. Xeitherdo I believe that Minister 
Kurino has had any communication with 
the Secretary of State on the subject." 

"Have there been any conferences with 
officials of this legation upon the matter?" 

Mr. Matsui smiled again. "Xone, I as- 
sure you," he replied amiably. "All state- 
ments published regarding apjrroaching 
completion of preliminaries in this regard 
are something new to me, and I cannot 
believe there is much in them."

AO MORE LA .VP PATESTS. 

Secretary Smith Has Decided to With- 
hold Railroad Titles. 
Washington, March 9.— Secretary Smith 
has determined that no more patents for 
laud granted the subsidized railroads shall 
be issued until there has been a settlement 
of the debt due the Government from these 
roads. An attempt was made to get a res- 
olution to this effect through Congress, but 
it failed. 

As soon as the resolution was presented 
Commissioner Lamoreux of the General 
Laud Office immediately suspended work 
upon the preparation of lists of lands 
within the grants and none were sent to 
the Secretary for approval while the reso- 
lution was pending. Afterward, when 
Congress adjourned, the Commissioner felt 
compelled to go ahead with the patenting 
of lands to the Union and Central Pacific 
roads, but with the announcement of the 
Secretary that he will not approve any 
further patents to these roads work was 
again suspended. 

Secretary Smith will in a short time make 
an order to that effect and give reasons 
for such action. He says that he thinks it 
just that no more patents should be 
granted when the roads owe the Govern- 
ment such large sums. 

It has been stated that a suit for man- 
damus to compel the Secretary to con- 
tinue issuing patents will be brought by 
the railroads. When this was suggested 
to Secretary Smith to-day he said that it 
would be time enough to begin work on the 
patents when the courts granted such 
mandamus. The lands affected are within 
the grants to the Union and Central Pacific 
between Omaha and Sacramento. It is 
also thought the lands within the grant to 
the Oregon and California road will be af- 
fected as it is operated as a part of the 
Central Pacific Railroad system. 

FIGHT WITH Tit AMPS. 

Dclateare Officers Hare Running Fight 
Refore Making Arrests. 

Wilmington, Del., March 9.— Last night 
fifty tramps captured the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington and Baltimore freight train 
from Baltimore, due in this city at 
11:30. Conductor Reilly and crew were 
powerless. A few of the gang had re- 
volvers and all were armed with knives 
ami clubs. One brakemen was beaten. 
The tramps attempted to force him from 
the car. 

They took refuge on the engine. At 
Chase station the trainmen were all driven 
from the tops of the cars, and it was ex- 
pected that an attack would be made on 
the engine, but afterward the tramps 
began quarreling among themselves. One 
was thrown from the train and it is sup- 
posed was fatally injured. 

Conductor Reilly telegraphed to this city 
for assistance. As soon as the train stopped 
the tramps jumped from the cars and ran 
across the fields, after a running fight in 
which several shots were fired. 

The officers succeeded in capturing 
eleven. The tramps only surrendered at 
the point of revolvers. This morning the 
prisoners were given jail sentences.

Secretary Carlisle Issue. an Order 
Affecting Paciffc Roads. 

Washington, March 9. — Secretary Car- 
lisle to-day issued an order directing [that 
hereafter all compensation for mail and 
other services rendered the Government 
by certain non-aided or leased lines of the 
Union Pacific shall be paid to the receivers 
of the respective companies, instead of 
being applied, as heretofore, to the sinking 
fund and the bond and interest account of 
the Union Pacific. 

This action is based upon the decisions 
of the courts, and the showing made that 
these roads are not now under the au- 
thority or control of the Union Pacific, 
and that the relation of the compensation 
earned is illegal. 

The Secretary's order is substantially as 
follows: 

That all compensation for services rendered 
by the Union Pacific Kailroad Company to the 
United States at Omaha and Ogden shall be re- 
tained and applied as heretofore, by crediting 
one-half thereof to the sinking fund and one- 
half to the bond and interest account. 

All compensation for services on the Kansas 
division, between Kansas City and a yioint 
393 15-10 miles westerly therefrom, half of the 
said compensation shall be retained ami applied 
to the bond and Interest account, and the other 
half thereof shall be paid to the Union Pacific 
Railway Company. 

AH compensation for services rendered by 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company to the 
United States on the Kansas City division 
between the said points, distance 393 15-16 
miles west of Kansas City and l>cnver, shall 
he paid to the Union Pacific Railway Company. 

Compensation for services rendered by the 
following-named roads to be paid as indi- 
cated: Union Pacific, between Denver and 
Cheyenne, to be paid to the Uuion Pacific; 
Leavenworth branch of the Union Pacific, 
between Leavenworth and Lawrence, Kans., to 
be paid to the Union Pacific; Union Pacific, 
upon and over the Omaha bridge between 
Council Muffs and Omaha, to be paid to the 
Union Pacific. Company. 

Compensation for services rendered by the 
following-named roads to be paid to the re- 
spective receivers orautliorlnyl agents: Omaha 
anil Republican Valley, Union Pacific, Lincoln 
and Colorado, Kansas Central, Denver, 
Leadville and Ounnison; Junction City and 
Fort Kearney, Solomon Railroad Company, 
Denver and Boulder Valley and the Echo and 
Park City Company. 

None of the payment* authorized are to be 
made except on the tiling with the Treasury 
Department ol a properly certified order of the 
court appointing the person or persons named 
in the said order receiver or receivers of the 
said respective companies. 

This order is to apply to all payments for 
compensation for services rendered since the 
appointment of said receivers and which have 
been heretofore withheld awaiting the action 
of the Treasury Department, and to all future 
payments to the respective companies until 
further ordered. 

GOODS FOR THE FREE ZOXE. 

Hereafter They Will Re Appraised Re- 
fore Going to Mexico. 

Washington, March 9.— The Secretary of 
the Treasury has advised the Collectors of 
Customs at ports at which goods hereto- 
fore have been entered for transit to Mex- 
ico that the recent joint resolution passed 
by Congress prohibits such transit incases 
where the goods arc designed to points 
within the so-called "free zone." 

The Secretary also directs Collectors to 
hereafter refuse entries for such transpor- 
tation. Goods already entered may be 
forwarded as heretofore, but goods which 
hereafter may arrive at any port of entry 
will be required to be examined and ap- 
praised and entered for transportation in 
bond to an American port on the Mexican 
border and re-entered there for exporta- 




Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones of Chicago, as- 
sociate professor at Chicago University 
and Secretary of the World's Congress of 
Religions, arrived in San Francisco yes- 
terday evening on a tour through the State. 

"I left Chicago in the proverbial bliz- 
zard, and of course found sunshine and 
balmy breezes on reaching California. I 
was prepared for that." The professor, 
however, added that he had not come to 
enjoy the climate so much as to study the 
mental and moral condition of the people 
of California. "Everything here is several 
degrees newer than it is even in Chicago, 
and I want to find out whether the people 
are more advanced than in the middle 
West. It is an interesting sociological 
study, and one that I mean to make the 
most of. 

"It seems a strange thing to say, but so 
far what has impressed me most is the 
desert. It was good to see something 
where man was not, and that he did not 
covet— in fact the desert is the only thing 
I have seen for a long time that man did 
not want. There is a great sermon in the 
gospel of the desert." 

Mr. Jones, who is the guest of Leslie W\ 
Sprague, will preach twice at the Second 
Unitarian Church, once this evening and 
once next Sunday, during his stay in this 
city, though the desert will not be one of 
his themes. He will also deliver lectures 
on literary subjects at both the universities 
and in Golden Gate Hall, and at the Sec- 
ond Unitarian Church. 

"Speaking of literature," said Mr. 
Jones, 'I consider the dramatist and the 
novelist the greatest preachers of to-day. 
Mrs. Humphry Ward's 'Marcella' is a 
pure tract for the times, although the 
writer has had art enough to make it a 
great novel at the same time. Another 
writer over whom the Chicago profession 
is enthusiastic is Henrik Ibsen. To me," 
he said, "Ibsen is one of the bitter-sweet 
tonics of modern literature. There is a 
wholesome discontent to be found in his 
works, and though he has never arrived at 
any great conclusions himself he has 
forced meu to think. It is a mistake to 
call Ibsen a pessimist. He may lie a short- 
range pessimist, but he is a long-range 
optimist. That is, he thinks that things 
will be worse before they are better, but 
that ultimately men will learn by bitter 
experience, and will overthrow the evils 
that have crept in through the present cor- 
rupt condition of society." 

When asked whether Chicago was his 
native heath the Unitarian minister frankly 
stated that he was born in Wales. 'T was 
an enterprising infant of a year old though 
when I emigrated to America," he added 
"and I brought my father and mother 
with me. Since then I have lived princi- 
pally in Chicago." 

One of the lectures that Rev. Llovd Jones 
will deliver is entitled "Parliament of 
Religions, and What Xext?" In replv to 
a question as to what sequel he expects'the 
professor declared that the parliament had 
sounded the death knell of sectarianism. 
"It made even Christianity realize that it 
is one of a family— the best born and the 
noblest maybe, hut it has brothers and 
sisters. The parliament showed the uni- 
versality of religious instincts, and out of 
that comes a recognition of the unity of all 
men." 

When asked his opinion of the fact that 
a Buddhist missionary had recently begun 
^Propaganda of his faith in San Francisco 
Mr. Jones remarked with an air of surprise 
ami gentle sarcasm: "Well, 1 have heard 
that the Buddhists had hopes of capturing 
Boston, but I did not expect it here In 
Chicago we are too good "Christians to go 
to the lengths of San Francisco and Boston, 
though we realize some good in Buddhism.'' 
And then the Rev. lir. Jones looked 
thoughtful, as though he were beginning 
in t m ' d ™ ore J" tere « tin e sociological studies 
in the W est than he had anticipated."

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THE VALLEY ROAD LOOKING FORA FOOTHOLD ON THE WATER FRONT! 



Pan Francisco lias not much to offer the 
Valley Railroad when terminal facilities 
on the water front are brought into dis- 
cussion. The different basins south of 
Market street are about all that may be 
considered, so far as location and area are 
concerned. Even these are hemmed in by 
the property lines and the sidetracks of the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

The most interesting topic of conversa- 
tion on the streets yesterday was the move 
of the valley road to secure legislative per- 
mission to occupy lands on the water front 
for terminal purposes. 

The total area of the lots, 1 to 16, north 
of Market street, which the bill proposes 
to give the Harbor Commissioners power 
to lease for a term of twenty-live years, is a 
little over thirteen aires. They lie along 
the front from Dnunm street to Powell. 

The only pieces of property controlled by 
the Harbor Commi-sion, except the lots 
along the front which are of loo small area 
to be the object of the amendment to the 
Harbor Commission bill, are China, Cen- j 
tral, India, South and Prydoek basins. 
The area of China basin, on the lines laid

down by the Tide Land Commission, is 
forty-nine and a half acres. 

The line for the proposed seawall, as 
laid down in the Harbor Commission's 
maps, would reduce the area about ten 
acres. 

The* Southern Pacific Company has a 
wharlancl warehouses on China basin, and, 
with the property it owns along the west 
side, practically controls it. It has a side- 
track running over its property below 
Fourth street not far from the west line of 
the basin and along the whole length of 
the southwest side to its wharf on the 
water front. 

This fact would seem to have a tendency 
to cause the directors to turn their atten- 
tion toward the other basins farther to the 
south, although they may have outlined a 



plan by which advcjse surroundings may 
be overcome. 

Central basin is just beyond China basin 
and covers an area of about forty acres. 

India basin is much larger than China 
basin, covering about seventy-live acres, 
or twenty-live more than the proposed 
amendment would allow the Harbor Com- 
missioners to lease to the new road and 
lies two ami a half miles south of China 
basin. 

Drydock basin covers about thirty acres 
and South basin a little over eighty acres. 

Engineer Holmes said : "As the law now 
stands China, Central. India, South and 
Drydock basins and Channel street are re- 
served as part of the navigable waters of 
the bay, although the line of the proposed 
seawall is drawn across their fronts. It is 



provided, however, that there must be open- 
ings in the seawall whenever it is built to 
give access to these basins. The commis- 
sion in 1875 recommended that this reserva- 
tion be made, and it was done by the 
Legislature in the act of March 15, 1878. 
The act provides that the basins shall be 
dredged out and that openings shall be 
made in the seawall whenever it is built. 
This act woidd have to be repealed before 
the basins could be given over to the pur- 
pose proposed. If China basin should he 
filled in there would probably be objections 
from the Southern Pacific Company, which 
owns most of the land fronting on it. 
From India basin there would be a good 
entrance into the city, and I should think 
that would be most available." 
Harbor Commissioner Bassett said: "I 



think that there would be plenty of accom- 
modations for a terminus of a local road 
north of Market street, but, of course, 
with Eastern connections they would be 
cramped for room, and it would be neces- 
sary in that case to go south where the only 
available property is, in the basins. If 1 
were to remain a member of the board I 
should certainly be in favor of doing all 
that I could in the matter." 

Commissioner Cole said that he would 
certainly vote for the China basin if the 
valley road people want to come in there. 
"I will do anything that I can to help 
them in getting gooil facilities for coming 
into the city," he said. "It is a matter of 
no choice with the commission whether 
the new line lands north of Market street 
or at the China basin." 



President Spreckels and the other mem- 
bers of the committee which went to 
Sacramento returned last night.

They say that if it 
was proposed to run the line out through 
Alameda County the place where the larg- 
est amount of ground would be required 
would be on the opposite side of the bay, 
where the yards would necessarily be. The 
necessary accommodations for a ferry ser- 
vice, they point out.will be secured without 
the necessity of asking foraslargea body 
of land as the valley road people are evi- 
dently after. 



W. F. Whittier, first vice-president of the 
road, said yesterday that the impression 
which had been entertained in some quar- 
ters that the road desired a location north 
of Market street was erroneous. The di- 
rectors had never given that neighborhood 
any consideration, he said. 

The promoters' committee of the valley 
road has been busily engaged ever since 
the last meeting in pressing forward the 
systematic canvass for subscriptions, and 
as a result Mr. Whittier said yesterday 
that a very handsome sum would be ready 
for announcement at the next meeting. 
Just what proportions this sum has as- 
sumed the gentleman named refused to 
say, birt he remarked that it might reach 
$100,000. 

Preparations arc now heing made to put 
a surveying party in the field, and it proba- 
bly will be at work by the first of next 
month. 

The Humboldt Savings and Loan Society 
was one of the subscribers yesterday, the 
amount of stock taken not being stated. 
The French bank will also take some ac- 
tion in regard to a subscription at its meet- 
ing next Tuesday.

To-morrow Oa!:!and will vote for men to 
fill its city offices from Mayor down, in- 
cluding Co uncilaien and School Directors, 



and wili enter upon a new order of things 
from the fact that the old Board of Public. 
Works, dominated by what is termed "de 
gang," will be supplanted by a new board 
to be made up of the Mayor. City Attorney 
and City Kngincerto be'clected. The twb 
latter officers have heretofore been ap- 
pointive. 

The campaign has been short but de- 
cidedly hot. This is particularly the case 
with the heads of the respective tickets. 
.1. W. Nelson, a Republican, is also the 
candidate for Mayor of the Democrats and 
Non-PartUans, while John L. Davie leads 
the forces of the Populists and all other 
opposition to Nelson. The latter is put 
down as a w inner, although the Davie 
forces are very confident of success. 

The issue of the campaign has been 
made the recovery of the water front to the 
city, and the Non-Partisans, who have been 
chiefly instrumental in hrfngintr the 
water-front matter to its present statues, 
have renominated most of their present 
Councilmen and they have all signed the 
following pledge: 

I pledge myself to vote and labor for the con- 
tinued prosecution of the water-front suits. 
My hest efforts shall be given to maintain the 
pending contest uninterrupted and uneompro- 
miscd to a final judgment of the courts of last 
resort. 

For the various offices there are numer- 
ous candidates. For instance, in the Sixth 
Ward there are no Jess than eleven candi- 
dates for the Council. 

In all there are five tickets in the field, 
but in some instances Republicans have 
nominated Democrats, while Democrats 
have indorsed Republicans and Non-Parti- 
sans have chosen both. Only the People's 
party clung to straight party lines, with a 
lew minor exceptions. 

The independents are very numerous in 
the fight and have bobbed up all along the 
line for all offices. The tight on the treas- 
uryship is particularly interesting and 
promises to be close. Cleve Dam is 
making an extra effort for this place and 
his friends say his prospects are good. 

For City Attorney there are only two 
candidates, strange to say. Cary Howard 
has nominations from the Non-Partisans 
and Democrats, while James K. l'iersol is 
the nominee of the Populists and Republi- 
cans. The latter party first nominated 
James Johnson and Fred Button for this 
office, but these gentlemen refused to ac- 
cept as against Howard. 

AH in all politics arc very much chopped 
up in Oakland, and when the votes arc 
counted there are sure to be many sur- 
prises.

SIGNED IT WITHOUT READING 

How the Mayor Came to Accept 
an Order of the Su- 
pervisors. 



He Promised Not to Attach His 
Signature but Finally 
Did So.

Property-holders on Guerrero street, be- 
tween Eighteenth and Nineteenth, are 
wondering why Mayor Stitro signed the 
order of the Board of Supervisors accept- 
ing the block when he had expressly 
promised a delegation of them that he 
would not do so, and whether he is in the 
habit of signing the orders sent to him by 
the board without giving them a fair 
amount of attention. 

The order was passed some time ago and 
protests were immediately sent in by the 
property-owners on the ground that the 
contractors had not done the work accord- 
ing to specifications and that the railroad 
in lowering its tracks so as to conform to 
the official grade had left the street in 
such an uneven state that it should be rc- 
paved before oeing accepted. 

The Mayor was seen and promised to 
watch for the order and veto it when of- 
fered for his signature. 

The taxpayers were very much surprised 
to see in the official reports a few days later 
that the Mayor had failed to keep his 
promise and that the ordinance had been 
passed. 

Henry N. Clement, the attorney, who is 
one of the interested taxpayers, was ap- 
pointed a committee of one to" see the city's 
chief executive and ascertain whv he had 
changed his mind. He called on Mr. Sntro 
and was informed that the latter did not 
know he had signed the order and if his 
signature was attached to the document he 
must have done so without fully grasping 
the meaning of the paper he had signed! 
He immediately sent word to the board 
that he wished to reconsider his action and 
have the matter investigated. 

The board accepted this disposition of 
the case and the Street Committee, accom- 
panied by Superintendent of streets 
Ashworth and a laborer with pick and 
shovel, went out yesterday to investigate. 

Should they decide at their next meeting 
that the street is not in good condition re- 
paving will probably be ordered before the 
block is accepted. 



GROWING IN FAVOR. 



Better Prices Reward the Ac- 
tion of Wine-Makers 
and Dealers. 



NO ATTEMPT AT A CORNER. 



Greater Consumption and De- 
creased Production Strong 
Factors. 



In a recent editorial Editor Dana of the 
New York Sun took occasion to state that 
the prices of California wines and fruits 
were unduly aud largely advanced bv the 
"wine and fruit syndicates, ' as he termed 
them, and added: "The wine people be- 
lieve California claret has become so popu- 
lar in this part of the country that they 
can hold the market, though they put up 
the price of their product in the face of the 
French article. They had better be cau- 
tious. The popularity of the California 
claret is largely due to its exceeding cheap- 
ness. 

"In like manner, the fruit people, while 
raising the price of oranges, are so bold as 
to say that the Eastern markets cannot get 
along without California fruit. They think 
that, as the Florida crop has been injured 
this year, we are at their mercy. It is a 
mistake. New York is not dependent upon 
either Florida or California for its oranges." 

When Ferdinand Krohman, a represen- 
tative of the California Wine Association, 
composed of seven of the largest local 
di alers in wine, was spoken to regarding 
Editor Dana's ebullition, he smiled and in 
a confident tone remarked : "Editor Dana 
will probably soon be able to write some 
more editorials on the rise in the price of 
California wines. If he had taken the 
trouble to inform himself of the conditions 
of this industry in the past and present he 
would know that the advance recently 
made was based upon natural causes and 
was not the work of a 'combine' nor the 
result of a corner. 

"Up to last summer, owing to the bitter 
competition waged between the San Fran- I 
Cisco dealers for the control of the New 
Orleans market, everybody in the wine in- j 
dustry, from the grape-grower to the wine- 
dealer, had been losing money for at least j 
three years. This will be readilv seen when 1 
the fact is stated that the price for dry 
wines, that is, hock and claret, have 
steadily declined during the past ten years 
from 45 cents a gallon to 12% cents. 

"When a number of grapegrowers began 
tearing! up their vines, the winemakers 1 
ami winedealers began to realize that the 
industry in which they had their capital . 
invested was in danger of being annihilate 
ed by reason of the war being waged among 
themselves, and which, among other 
things, forced the price of grapes down to 
Where there was absolutely no chance for t 
the viticulturist to realize even the cost of ! 
production for his crop. 

"This led to the organization of the Wine- | 
makers' Corporation, composed of grape- 
growers and Winemakers throughout the 
State, and also to the creation ot the Call- 1 
fornia Wine Association, comprising seven 
of the leading San Francisco winedealers. 
The object of each organization was the 
same— to hold out encouragement to the 
grape grower by enhancing the value of 
his crop. After the Winemaker's Corpora- i 
tion was well under way overtures were 1 
made to it by the dealers, who agreed to I 
work in harmony with them if they sue- ! 
cecded in securing the control of 10,000,000 
gallons of wine annnallv. On this basis a i 
combination was effected and the result j 
has been that the dealers are now paying 
from live to ten cents more a gallon for 
wine than they did last year, and the | 
grapegrowers are receiving a "proportionate 
increase for their crops. It is these cir- 
cumstances that have led to the increase in 
price of California wines, for we are now 
paying to the winemakers the price for 
which we formerly sold. 

"Another potent factor is the curtailed 
product during the past season. So you 
seethe advance that Mr. Dana takes ex- 
ception to is both natural and fullv justi- 
fied. There is not a wine-house in this 
city that has not lost monev and heavily 
during the past three years. 

At the establishment of J. Gundlachife 
Co., which firm is not a member of the 
association, but does business independ- 
ently, the views of Editor Dana were 
also characterized as being based on lack 
of information. Mr. Gundlach said that 
there is no attempt at a corner in wine, 
and that the rise in price was brought out 
naturally and legitimately. There was an 
increase in consumption and a diminution 
in product during 1S!M. 

A circular just issued by them has this: 

After an abundant vintage in 1S93, last 
year's yield fell considerably below a fair aver- 
age. The vines evidently needed a rest and 
they took it. The progress of the ravages of 
phylloxera in northern counties, unprece- 
dented frosts during the month of Mav In So- 
noma and Napa counties, neglected vineyards, 



abandoned for lack of profitable returns, are 
paramount reasons for the shortage of the vint- 
age of H>)4. 

The product, however, presents ftself under 
very favorable conditions, as the grapes devel- 
oped nicely and were fully matured. The wines 
are full iu body, low in ncid aud show already 
after the first * racking a tendency to mellow- 
ness and a delicate character, which generally 
develops good, and, in some sections, high- 
grade, wines. 

The dry wine product of 1804 mav be put 
down at 1'2,0(H),000 gallons against lt.000,000 
gallons iu 1893; the estimates of the sweet 
wine product, based on internal revenue re- 
turns to date, show about 2,500,000 gallons 
against 4,800,000 in 1S:I3. The brandy product 
of f8f)4-0. r > mav probahlv be equal to that of 
1898, namely, about 2,000,000 gallons. Ow ing 
to the desire on the part oi the producers to 
reduce the output of wines as much as possi- 
ble, all inferior varieties and other surplus 
material were turned Into brandy. Our home 
consumption of wines in 18:14 being estimated 
at about s.ooo.iMMi, ami the tmal shipments by 
sea and rail being over 14.000,000 gallons, 
clearly indicates a considerable increase of 
trade iu both directions. The s:ock of old 
w ines iu first hand is limited. The surplus 
having been effectively diminished, a better 
feeling prevails and indicates that prices mav 
be advanced by natural causes oi supply and 
demand. 

The position may be stfll further strength- , 
ened by combinations recently effected by a 
majority of w ine merchants of this city on one | 
side and by a large number of the most impor- 1 
tant wine-growers and producers of this Stale 
on the other. The tendency toward suicidal : 
competition should thus be restrained to a 
great extent, and the growers, once more ob- 
taining adequate returns for their investments 
In vineyard estates, will naturally be eneour- I 
and to aspire to quality instead of quautitv. [ 
if, in consequence thereof, prices will rule 
reasonably higher, the improved conditions i 
will insure increased popularity and a higher 
estimation of our California product. 

Inquirv among commission men and 
fruit-dealers showed that, as far as a com- 
bination among the orange-growers is con- 
cerned, the idea is simply a fantasy evolved 
in the troubled brain of the Sun's irascible 
editor. Two consecutive frosts reduced 
the Florida outwit of the golden fruit and 
California simply reaps the benelitofthe 
condition brought about by her sister 
State's misfortune.

ocean. These paddles are about 30 feet 
long and from 12 to 90 feet wide, according 
to the power required. They dip from 12 
to 15 feet, and the wheel segment is ar- 
ranged so as to raise or lower it with the 
tide. The never-ceasing, oscillating mo- 
tion of the ocean operates on the parts 
dipping and canses them to sway to 
and fro. This motion is transmitted 
with one straight and one crossed cable to 
pulleys which are loose on the power- 
producing shaft, but so arranged with 
ratchets that the shaft always rotates in 
one and the same direction, any lapse of 
motion being overcome by a heavy balance- 
wheel. 

"This power-producing shaft will be 
used to operate pumps which will force 
water from the ocean to a reservoir built 
on a bluff near by, and from this storage a 
uniform power can be obtained by the use 
of Pelton wheels. These Pelton w : hecls, by 
the aid of a dynamo, will generate elec-

When asked something about Miss | 
O'Halloran's history Professor Davidson t 
said he did not know much except that she 
had come from Ireland some years ago to 
seek her fortune in California, us she was!

for all the large family of children. 

"She gives lessons," added the professor, 
"and we sometimes think she denies her- 
self comforts that her health requires in 
order to spend the money 011 astronomical 
instruments. Her faPe has grown very 
thin and pale lately, as if her health was 
not what it ought to be. But what can we 
do? She is as proud as Julius Csesar, and 
her instruments are dearer to her than her 
life." 

It was with some trepidation that I set 
out to interview the woman who imbibes 
astronomical knowledge by magic, and is 
as proud as Julius Ctesiir. It was difficult 
to find her, for so modest and retiring is 
Miss O'Halloran that very few people even 
know her address. At last, at 2023 Pine 
street, the comforting assurance was given 
that the lady not only lived there, but that 
she was at home. 

The dusk was just falling as I entered 
Miss O'Halloran's little observatory, and 
in the fading light a quiet, pale young 
woman, who was standing near the open 
south window arranging a large telescope, 
came forward and, hearing my mission, 
said, with a touch of soft Irish accent: 

"My work? Yes; if you want to know 
something about it I will explain how the 
observations arc made." And with the air 
of one discussing something near and dear 
to her heart, Miss O'Halloran began to ex- 
plain how she studies sun spots and vari- 
able stars. 

At first it was hard to plunge into astron- 



tirst observed the growing specks, and they 
were not seen nt Greenwich till the 4th of 
Fehruary the following year. 

For three or four years Miss O'Halloran 
has been intently studying variable stars, 
a class of distant suns that do not keep a 
steady light. Day by day she makes 
charts of different parts of the heavens, 
marking those stars that seem to dwindle 
or to gain in brilliancy. There are two or 
three that she suspects of being telescopic 
variables; but it takes long observation, 
even after the speck of lijjht has been 
placed under suspicion of variation, to find 
out what are its periods for blazing out or 
for diminishing. Itefore many months are 
over, however, the girl astronomer will 
probably have added another variable star 
to those already known. 

Anil in the meantime she teaches by 
day and studies by night, throwing into 
her lessons such strong interestand enthu- 
siasm that astronomy becomes no longer 
the dry bones of science, but something 
aglow with romance and interest. She 
has obtained recognition from astrono- 
mers on two continents, has been made an 
honorary member of societies into which 
no woman was admitted before, and yet 
her studies have brought her nothing more 
tangible than the delight. 

"Does not your ambition point to a 
position like the one Miss Dorothea 
klumpke holds?" I asked. 

Miss O'Halloran's face lighted up at the 
suggestion of being able to live entirely for 
her beloved observations. Then she shook 
her head and remarked with a touch of 
sadness: 

"It requires great influence to get such 
an appointment, and I am not an expert 
in such mutters. No, I expect to go on 
teaching." 

But looking at her frail form I could not 
help wondering how long she would be 
able to stand the strain of dav and night 
work, all done so ardently. "When this 
genius is gone beyoud our ken perhaps we 
shall wake up to what she was, and give 
her honor when it is too late to be of any 
use to her. We can wonder now at the 
wav the seventeenth century treated 
daliieo, but future generations will per- 
haps wonder why Rose O'Halloran was not 
more appreciated. Marie Evelyn. 



There was no election of a Warden at 
San Quentin Prison when the Board of 
State Prison Directors met yesterday. As 
Warden Haie's term will expire on April 
1, it was generally expected that the board 
would elect a successor, or probably re- 
elect him for the next four years. 

The Prison Commissioners would not 
discuss the subject and left earlier than 
usual after hastily transacting business of 
the month. Director Ivory said he did not 
know exactly how it stood. 

"The election was never mentioned," he 
said, "and I don't know what the board 
intends doing. This was the regular 
monthly meeting, and Mr. Hale's term of 
oflice will end on April 1. But he can 
hold office until re-elected or a successor is 
appointed." 

Mr. Ivory was asked about rumors to the 
effect that Governor Budd may make 
changes in the board "for cause." 

"Well, I've heard it said," he replied, 
"that 1 was not legally appointed, because 
my appointment was made when there was 
mi vacancy on the board. The same thing 
obtains in" Mr. Neff's case. Then 1 under- 
stand it is charged that some of the board 
supplied material to the prisons, which is 
a violation of the rules, and also that they 
traveled on railroad passes. Kither charge 
would be sufficient grounds for the Gov- 
ernor to take action, if he so wished. But 
1 don't know that there is any truth in 
them." 

From a legal point of view the constitu- 
tion is considered so delightfully uncertain 
regarding appointments of prison directors 
or wardens that precedent may cut no 
ligure in the Governor's action. Governor 
Stonemau changed four members of the 
board, making it Democratic, after he took 
office. The only director he did not move 
was John Boggs. Then Governor Bartlctt 
made no changes, but when Waterman 
succeeded him the luaru was turned upside 
down. Warden Shirley, who had been re- 
elected for a second term, was removed 
after holding office seven weeks on the 
seco "i term. His place was filled by Gen- 
eral McComb, who was moved by"Mark- 
ham three years and three months later. 

In the summer of 18h3, when Stoneman 
changed the board to suit himself, the four 
deposed directors fought for six months to 
bring their cases into court and to regain 
office, having been appointed for ten years 
ami still having some years to serve. They 
failed, however, as the Governor is sole 
judge of the cause of removal. 

Prison officials have not the slightest 
doubt that Governor Budd can pursue the 
course taken by Stoneman, should he w ish 
to make changes or appointments in 
Folsom and San t^uentiu prisons. For 
although the law is apparently explicit on 
the point of Prison Commissioners'' ap- 
pointment, there is a clause which vir- 
tually places them at the Governor's 
mercy. 

A full board met at San Quentin yester- 
day, with Director Dcpue in the chair. 

Benjamin F. Merritt's petition for em- 
ployment as guard was referred to the 
Warden w ith power to act. 

The California Jutcmill Company asked 
for a loan of 200 bales of jute Until the ship 
Miranda arrives from Calcutta. Onlv 1300 
bales are in the prison, and the mill uses 
from 7")0 to 800 bales a month. The request 
was referred to Mr. Depue and the War- 
den. 

A letter from Duiismuir<t Sons was read 
asking that a new test of their coal be 
made, as in their opinion the last test was 
not properly made. The board was satis- 
fied with results of recentexperiments and 
declined this proposition. 

The Warden reported that Convicts 
James Lamb and Lee Brown, boys, wished 
to be transferred to the Preston School of 
Industry. I.amb had served a term in the 
Whittier Reform School, so his , a se was 
dropped, but action on Brown's request 
was postponed for a month. 

The advisability of giving discharged 
convicts money to pay their fare to "the 
counties from which they were taken was 
discussed. It was made discretionary with 
the Warden to furnish convicts tickets or 
the equivalent in money. 

The Warden was instructed not to buv 
any more supplies for the barber-shop, 
ami henceforth the officers must supply 
themselves with barber's materials. 

Bills aggregating $12,059 were ordered 
paid for February. 

Four months' credits were restored to 
John Haley, a convict from San Francisco, 
w ho lost a year's credits for fighting in the 
prison. 

A convict named Lang, from Alameda, 
serving a term of imprisonment for burg- 
lary, attempted to escape Friday evening. 
He is unbalanced mentally and at lock-up 
time stole away into the large deserted 
furniture factory, where he was found 
half an hour later lying on a heap of rub- 
bish. 

The warden reported he had found that 
Mrs. Martin, in prison for swindling a 
woman in Oakland out of $14, In si by hyp- 
notism, was responsible for all the trouble 
made by Mrs. Werner, another prisoner. 
Mi's. Werner killed her husband in San 
Francisco. Some time ago she began to 
act as if she w'ere insane, and set tire to her 
bed about two weeks since. After that 
she pretended to be idiotic, eating mush 
will) her lingers and throwing itTntoher 
niouth and upon her fare, soiling the bed 
and her dress. Her purpose \va-|to get a 
pardon on the grounds of insanity and 
then be sent to the Home for the Feeble- 
minded. Under close scrutiny of Dr. 
Mansfield, Captain Kdgar. the matron and 
warden, she broke down and confessed she 
had been led by Mrs. Martin, who pos- 
sessed perfect mastery over her. Mrs. 
Martin was placed in solitary confinement 
for two days and is now locked up in her 
room where she cannot come in contact 
with other prisoners. 

The board adjourned to meet at Folsom 
a week from to-morrow.

She has made 
a specialty of anatomy, and was at once 
appointed assistant to the professor of 
pathology. 

Last summer she obtained permission to 
study in the city's bacteriological labora- 
tory the evil microbe that causes diptheria. 

Her work was so thorough that she was 
asked to give her time to 1 lie city, continue 
her work and take a good place on the 
payrolls. She is a sweet-faced, serious- 
minded young woman, who is more at 
ease with microbes than with newspaper 
folk, and who seems to be wholly absorbed 
in her work. 

She combs her dark hair straight back, 
dresses simply, has large, intelligent, gray 
eyes and moves about With a quick, springy 
step that betokens enthusiasm. 

Her surroundings are conducive to the 
scientific spirit. Microscopes of high 
power are stationed here ami there. Test 
tubes containing mysterious - looking 
liquids, their mouths closed with cotton 
batting, stand in racks on the desks; 
bottles range in rows on every 'shelf, re- 
torts, flasks of all shapes and sizes, beakers, 
copper boilers are every where.— Boston 
Globe.

THEY DID NOT SHOOT CRAPS 



Frank Ives, the Billiard Cham- 
pion, and Four Others 
on Trial. 



As the Shaking Was for Drinks 
the Cases Were Dis- 
missed. 



The arrest of Krank Ives, the champion 
billiard -player, George Boston, the horse- 
man, Samuel Howard, George Britton and 
Edward Isaacs, in the Baldwin cafe on 
Friday night on a charge of playing craps 
caused quite a sensation among the fre- 
quenters of the cafe. When the cases were 
called iu Judge Conlan's court yesterday 
morning many friends of the defendants 
were present and watched the proceedings 
with interest. 

Policeman McGrayan, who made the ar- 
rest, testified that he was specially de- 
tailed to stop gambling. He was passing 
along Powell street, and happening to look 
through one of the windows of the cafe, he 
saw Britton and Howard shooting craps at 
a table. The ot her three were sitting at 
the table. He walked in and stood about 
ten minutes watching the play. 11c saw 
m onev changing hands and then he went 
outside and gdt Officer MacLtanto go back 
wi th him. He placed the five men under 
arrest. 

McGrayan was asked by the Judge if he 
was familiar with the crap game. The 
officer gave the Judge practical illustration 
of the fact that he knew the game well. 

"Was that the only gambling game vou 
could tind in the city? asked the Judge. 

"It was the only one I could tind that 
night." replied McGrayan. 

"You couldn't find a gambling game 
with a lantern," said Attorney Kowalsky, 
who appeared for the defendants. 

"The place where the defendants were 
seated," said Kowalsky, "could not only 
be seen from the street but by every one 
who entered the cafe, and it is preposter- 
ous to assume that they could play a crap 
game there. Why didn't you arrest every 
one who entered the cafe?'" 

McGrayan did not reply. 

The defendants all swore that they were 
not shooting craps, but were shaking dice 
for a bottle of wine. 

"The prosecution has failed to establish 
a case," said the Judge, "and 1 believe the 
defendants when they sav they were shak- 
ing dice for the drinks. Kven if they were 
not, if that is all the gambling the officers 
can find in the city we are getting along 
very well. I shall dismiss the cases." 

Champion Ives was very indignant over 
his arrest, and said it was the first time he 
had ever been in the hands of the police. 



A RAILROAD INVESTIGATION. 

The United States Grand Jury 
Is Looking Into the Issu- 
ance of Passes. 

Judge Morrow and Attorney 
Foote Had Quite a TrtT 
on the Subject. 



S&muel M. Shortridge closed his argu- 
ment in the injunction proceedings of the 
Continental Insurance Company against 
the Board of Kire Underwriters of the Pa- 
cific Coast yesterday. It was an able 
effort, and United States Circuit Judge 
MeKenna showed his appreciation of the 
points raised by counsel by stopping him 
on several occasions to ask for further in- 
formation on the subject. 

"I will ask the court," said Mr. Short- 
ridge in conclusion, "to note the nun- 
intercourse laws laid down by the de- 
fendants; to pay especial attention to the j 
penalty that such rules impose on the in- 
surer; to note the injury it inflicts upon 
the agents of the Continental Insurance 
Company, and lastly the continual dam- 
age it is doing to the" business of the com- 
pany itself." Mr. Shortridge then read a 
portion of the complaint, which sets forth I 
that the Board 01 Underwriters is com- 
bined to charge the property-owners 15 per 
cent in excess of the rates at which the 
Continental and other non- intercourse 1 
companies are prepared to do business. 
He then asked for an injunction in order 
that the Continental might try to break up 
the monopoly and give the public com- 
petitive rates. 

Judge MeKenna — What can be done 
in regard to the agents you speak of. and 
how* can the court act so as to give the 
insurer and the insured equal justice? 

Shortridge— We aim at the suspension 
of these non-intercourse rules bv means of 
an injunction. This arbitrary law setup 
by the Board of Underwriters is unjust to 
the Continental and equally so to the 
public. 

Judge MeKenna— Then one of the things 
you would have the court do would be to 
enjoin the writing of these letters to the 
agents of the Continental Company? 

Shortridge— I would ask that they be 
prohibited. 

Judge MeKenna — You state that the de- 
fendants decline to receive or place re-in- 
surance from the plaintiff and that these 
board companies refuse to do business 
with property-owners who insure in the 
Continental ? 

Shortridge — I do. and I think a court of 
equity will, by proper decree, prevent 
this l)oycott. They assign to the prop<- 
erty-owhers as a reason for not doing 
so that the plaintiff company is not a 
member of the board, ami that they can- 
not therefore do business with it" This 
compact is a menace to the people ; it j 
seeks to arbitrarily control the insurance? 
business on the Pacific Coast— to create an 
oppressive monopoly; its object, its pur- 
pose is, therefore, unlawful, opposed to 
public policy. This court is asked to pre- ' 
vent the carrying into effect of this unlaw- 
ful compact's unlawful purposes. 

The attorney then quoted the case of a 
Cincinnati typographical union which at- 
tempted to boycott a printing oflice. Cir- 
culars were sent to all the patrons of the 1 
latter and his business suffered a great 
deal. He applied for an injunction and it 
was granted. Mr. Shortridge then drew 
the analogy between the Cincinnati case 
and the one at bar. In conclusion, he said : 

"This organization is an unlawful com- t 
bination against public policy. It destroys 
competition among its members and fiy i 
the enforcement of its non-intercourse sec- 
tion the complainant is suffering irrepara- 
ble damage and the public is greatly 
injured. If it were the people who J 
were bringing suit in this instance, 
there would not be a moment's doubt j 
to the outcome, and as the inter- I 
ests of the people and the Continental 
Insurance Company are so closely allied 
We trust that the result will be the same. : 
What form of injunction we will ask your 
Honor to issue we will suggest after care- 
fully considering the matter." 

Charles Page of Page & Eells opened the 
case for the Board of Underwriters. He ! 
went over the case as presented bv Mr. 
Shortridge, and carefully analyzed the 
argument in favor of an injunction. He 
referred to the vast sums involved in the 
case and the reputable business men who 
were membersof the Board of Underwriters. '• 
He insisted that no one had been coerced 
into joining the ranks of the Board of Un- I 
derwriters. It was late in the afternoon 
when be concluded his address, and the 
court then adjourned until to-morrow at 
11 A. M., at which hour D. M. Dclmas will 
close for the Continental Insurance Com- 
pany-

DEADLY DISEASE GEEMS. 

Dr. Annie. William* Ik Making a Life. 
Study of their Habits und Production. 

Bringing up by hand the deadliest of 
little disease germs, studying their habits, 
training them carefully in the way they 
should go, and killing them off with neat- 
ness and dispatch— that is a new occupa- 
tion for women— and not so queer as it 
may seem at first thought, for the grcutest 
discoveries in the science of medicine have 
been made in this way of late vears. 

Bacteriology has conquered smallpox, 
laid diphtheria low, has won a righting 
chance with consumption, and will surelv 
take more of death's ground out from un- 
der his f> i In-fore long. 

This iuti , -sting field for woman has 
been op< int i by the appointment of Dr. 
Annie W. Williams to be an assistant 
bacteriologist in the New York City Health 
Department For that matter, the field 
has been • pen all the time, but the place 
this thoughtful girl has made for herself 
in it shows that it is suited to any other 
woman who lias the taste and the training. 

Miss Williams is a shy little woman who 
now spends most of each day at a desk in 
the Health Department's laboratory across 
the beautiful inclosed court in the Crim- 
inal Court building from the chambers in 
which ihe famous Recorder Goff metes out 



"Your Honor can, of course, give the 
Grand Jury whatever instructions you 
think proper; but as I have sworn to give 
the same body my best advice, and am in 
fact its legal adviser, I shall naturally do 
my best to expound to them what I believe 
to be the law in whatever case may come 
before it." 

The remarks just quoted were the wind- 
up of quite a little tilt between District 
Attorney Foote and Judge Morrow in the 
United States District Court yesterday. 
The whole mutter arose over the question 
of the power of the Grand Jury to call 
witnesses. 

They sent a message to Judge Morrow, 
and his Honor met them in open court. 
The foreman asked whether the body had 
the power to subpena a witness independ- 
ent of the District Attorney. 

The court told them that they had the 
power to call any one who lived within the 
Ninth Judicial District. It was then inti- 
mated that District Attorney Foote would 
not call a certain gentleman that the 
Grand Jury wanted to hear from, and it 
was generally understood that the witness 
in question was C. 1'. Huntington. 

From this point the foreman branched 
to the interstate commerce law, and the 
[ssnsnce of a pass to Frank Stone by C. P. 
Huntington cropped up. Foote, it appears, 
had advised the jurors that the evidence 
only showed a crime of intent ana that an in- 
dictment would not lie. The jurors thought 
differently and wanted C. P. Huntington 
subpenaed. It was on this point that the 
tilt occurred. Judge Morrow for a time 
ruled against the District Attorney, but 
when it was shown that there was no breach 
of the interstate commerce law in Stone's 
case he agreed that the crime was only one 
of intent. He then pointed out to the jury 
that the word "pass" is not used in the 
act, but that any person "discriminating" 
between States was guilty. 

When the matter had all been smoothed 
over District Attorney Foote said he was 
perfectly willing to call any and all wit- 
nesses the Grand Jury might want to hear 
from, but he was not willing to put the 
United States to the expense of trying a 
man who could never be convicted.

"No more absurd and preposterous 
proposition was probably ever made than 
that of converting the Folsom prison into 
a printing establishment," was the way ex- 
Foreman W. H. Taylor of the State 
Printing Oflice spoke of the legislative 
plan having the object named in view. 

"The reason for my emphatic declara- 
tion are many and are incontrovcrtibly 
substantiated by well-known facts. One 
of the grounds upon which this project is 
urged is the value of the water power at 
Folsom. This can be only a pretext, as 
the power needed to run the entire ma- 
chinery used in the State Printing Office at 
Sacramento is merely nominal. 

"It is suggested in the report of lhe 
committee that an interchange of pris- 
oners between Folsom and San Quentin be 
made with the object in view of placing 
the older and more hardened criminals at 
the latter place in order to increase the 
number of prisoners at Kolsom. 

"Now I want to call attention to the fact 
that it requires a five years' apprenticeship 
at the trade to turn out a passable printer. 
Yet it is proposed to utilize at Folsom the 
class of prisoners who have the shortest 
terms. I hardly think it necessary to 
point out the absurdity of endeauoring to 
run an establishment which requires the 
work of first-class journeymen with a force 
that, at the best, can attain only a small 
degree of competency, for the terms of the 
prisoners whotn it is intended to put on 
this work are usually short; not exceed- 
ing, say, three years. 

"Much the larger proportion of the work 
now being done at the Stute Printing 
Oflice comprises the reports of the various 
State boards, commissions and public in- 
stitutions, and these all require to be done 
in what we call a 'rush.' How a force of 
inferior and unskillful men will be able to 
handle the work is a problem that appears 
impossible of solution tome. 

"During the session of the Legislature 
bills are frequently sent to the printing 
office to be printed and returned within an 
hour. In the matter of reports, the law 
requires that all copy must De in by Sep- 
tember 13, but few officials pay any atten- 
tion to this provision, and it is the excep- 
tion for copy to come in earlier than four , 
or six weeks after this date, and I have j 
seen the copy for a voluminous report 
come in as late as the middle of December. 
These reports must all be ready by the 
first of January, as they are drawn upon 
for a large part of the Governor's message 
to the Legislature. 

"In order to meet emergencies like these, 
the number of men employed at the State 
Printing Office fluctuates very greatly. At 
about this period the total" number em- 
ployed will reach nearly 300. and this 
dwindles away to fewer than 100 during 
the less busy seasons. How matters will 
be regulated at Folsom to meet this phase 
of the sitnation I cannot conceive. Thev 
will certainly not be able to supplement 
the convict printers with union men, for I 
am sure that no self-respecting man will 
care to work in such company. 

"Another thing is that the convicts will 
have no incentive for rapid and good work, 
and this will always prove a serious draw-, 
back, as time is so frequently an imnortant' 
element. 

"But the most ridiculous reason put 
forward for the proposition is that this 
removal would obviate the exnense of pur- 
chasing a new site for a Governor's man- 
sion, the retain stating that the building 
was formerly erected for that purpose and 
that there is no doubt by reasonable ex- 
penditure it could be put iii suitable condi- 
tion to serve again as a Governor's resi- 
dence. It is a fact that while I was there 
we were compelled to put in three iron 
braces front wall to wall to keep them from 
falling apart and allowing the roof to cave 
in on us. What is really needed is a new- 
structure for the printing oflice. And so 
far as a site for the proposed Governor's 
residence is concerned there is ample and 
suitable space on the Capitol grounds. 

"One reason for the change tne commit- 
tee evidently overlooked. It is that a State 
prison printing oflice would offer excep- 
tional facilities for convicts of a literary 
turn of mind, like Convict Bachman. to 
have their productions placed before the 
world tinder peculiarly appropriate circum- 
stances." 

In the committee's report it is stated : 

This is a serious question of interest to many, 
but when taken luto consideration that only 
Slate priming is to be issued from this office* 
such as the state iieries ol schooibooks, blanks, 
etc., now printed at Sacramento, it would not 
Interfere with any like industry, and the num- 
ber of men given permanent employment are 
not sufficient to cause any serious objection by 
the typographical unions. 

When the attention of W. B. Benoist, 
secretary of the San Francisco Typograph- 
ical Union, was called to the matter he em- 
phatically and without hesitation re- 
marked: "So they think there will be no 
objections by the typographical unions. 
Well, let them try it and they'll find out in 
short order. I can say with absolute con- 
fidence in the correctness of my statement 
that every union will protest against it to a 
man. There are in the neighborhood of 
300 men employed in the Sacramento print- 
ing office. The proposed change would, of 
course, throw these people out of employ- 
ment, and the outlook for the printer un- 
der existing circumstances is not of the 
best. In this city we have about 800 union 
printers ami of this number more than 
one-half have no regular situations, in fact, 
J think I am right in saying that but one- 
third of this number have regular employ- 
ment. What, then, are the 300 persons 
who now find employment at Sacramento 
to look forward to should they be displaced 
by convict labor? 

"It must further be remembered that 
type-setting machines are being introduced 
in large printing offices as fast as thev can 
be turned out at the factory, "these 
machines will displace at least two-thirds 
of the men now employed in composing- 
rooms. 

"To consummate this Folsom prison 
proposition would, in view of these facts, 
not only be an injustice to printers now in 
the trade, but would be a grosser injustice 
to the convicts who would be put to work 
in the prison printing oflice. The latter 
would be taught a trade that would be of 
little benefit to them after they completed 
their term of prison service. It would be 
much more advisable to teach them a trade 
in which there would be some prospect of 
remunerative work when thev became 
free." "

A tournament of basket-ball, to continue 
for four consecutive Saturday evenings, 
was opened in the gymnasium of the 
Young Men's Christian Association last 
night.

The Supreme Court Decides a 
Big Suit on Riparian 
Rights. 



The Supreme Court has decided thai tl „ 
city of Los Angeles has no right to divert 
alfthe water of the Los Angeles River and 
sell all that it does not need for muni, .i 
purposes to non-riparian owners of 0 
land. This claim of right on the part ,,f 
the city of Los Angeles attacks the ri | i - 
rights of the owners of land upon the river 
below the city, and one of these own. rs, 
the Vernon Irrigation Company, an 
enjoin the city and H. M. Ames, who 
owned land on the river between the city 
limits and the plaintiff's land, from Liking 
any more water from the river than « ,j 
necessary for their own use. The city, 
however, was the principal defendant, 
main contention was that while the , ty 
had the right to draw from tberiv 
ficicnt water for its inhabitants, still il h I ! 
no right to take more than that an 
and sell it to owners of non-ripariai, 
outside the city limits, to be used for 
poses of irrigation. 

The judgment of the lower court was in 
favor of the city's right, and also in favi r 
o/ the rights of" Am-s. The city had con- 
tended that the old pueblo, from which 
Los Angeles has sprung, had absolute 
power to do as it pleased with the water of 
the river, and the city claimed that all tne 
powers of the old pueblo had descended to 
itself. 

In commenting on the decision rendered, 
and which is reversed, the Supreme Court, 
says: 

This decree shows a very loose idea of tl;a 
doctrine ol riparian rights. If that doctrine 
tie the true one, as that court has repeated;? 
held, the riparian owner is entitled to the et e 
tinuous flow of the stream as part and parcel 
of bis estate, and not as an easement or Kno ~- 
poreal rieht issuin? out of land. He noes not 
own the corpus of the water, but incident to 
his riparian rights is the right to appropriate 
a certain portion of it. It is only by some 
species of appropriation that one can ever be 
said to have title to the corpus of the wat- r. 
The rurht of the riparian owner is to a continu- 
ous flow with a nsulruclarv right to the water, 
provided he returns it to the stream above his 
lower boundary, and the right to make a com- 
plete appropriation of some of it. But an a|>- 
propriator cannot acquire a right to any of the 
waters of a stream to the prejudice of a ripa- 
rian owner by any use, except under the 
statutes of limitation. 

It was set forth by the city that it has 
enjoyed the right of taking'the water to 
sell to outsiders for over thirty years, but 
the court holds that such action was ex- 
ceeding the powers of the cornorate body, 
and was the mere individual 1 act of tlie 
city officers. It could not. therefore, be 
cited to base upon such a custom a color 
of right. The mere fact that an unlawful 
act had been going on for many years did 
not, in the opinion of the court, establish 
it as a legal custom. It was also claimed 
that the river was developed water as 
far as any water which Slewed below the 
city was concerned, but this the Supreme 
Court lays aside with the simple remark 
that the evidence does not show such to be 
the fact. 

For the reasons given the judgment of 
the lower court was revoked and a new 
trial was granted.

Frank B. OllMwn Will Cause tli. Arr.-si

The Law and Order League will assail 
the guild of professional beggars of San 
Francisco by causing the arrest of one of 
their number to-morrow. Secretary Frank 
B. (iihson was accosted by Adam Wood on 
O'I'arrcll street last evening and wasasked 
I for 10 cents "to get a bed." .Mr. Gibapn 
J will swear to a complaint against him. 

This is Adam Wood'a account of him- 
, self: lie is 65 years old and has lived in 
| California forty years. He lives at Hid 
: Howard. He served in the Ninth Iufan- 
i try, U. S. A., under Colonel— afterward 
brieadier-general— George \V. Hide, who 
founded, with his regiment, the city of 
Walla Walla. He sometimes sells brooms 
on the streets, but begs at niuht. The 
Almshouse has been his abiding-place on ; 
ieveral occasions, hut when he applied for , 
: admission tne last time, about two months 
ago, he was refused admission on the j 
; ground that the institution was full. 

Wood is known by the officers on Mar- 
ket street as a persistent, systematic 
begitar. As evidence is secured ihe prose- 
cution of the other beggars will be taken 
up by the Ijiw and Order League.

I use. fn fact the Mayor has found such a 
state of affairs existing in connection with 
all the water supplies of the Spring Valley 
i Company that he says he will use all the 
| time he has to spare after twisting the 
tentacles of the octopus in securing a 
• water supply for the city free prom poily- 
wogs and putridity. 

Mayor Sutro was greatly worked up over 
I the discoveries made un his trip. He 
I seems to have no faith in the promises of 
the Spring Valley Water Company to fur- 
nish this city with pure water, anil he now 
favors the proposition for San Francisco to 
secure an abundant supply of water from 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains by a new 
i system. He believes the city should issue 
I bonds to build a system of its own, so as 
not to he at the mercy of a corporation 
; which cannot or will' not furnish pure 
water in abundance. 

Shortly after his re torn from Lacuna de 
la Merced, Mayor Sutro said: "This mat- 
ter was lirst brought to my notice by 
Thomas Price, the assayet and analytical 
chemist, who showed me samples of im- 
pure water taken from the reservoir of the 
Spring Valley Water Company. The mat- 
ter came up officially when the company's 
agl ate made statements concerning the 
value and resources of the Company before 
the Ijoard of Supervisors. At the last 
i meeting of the board 1 told them about 
] the impurities of the waters of Lake 
Merced. The members agreed t lint an 
analysis of the water should be made by 
tin- board itself, and it was agreed to pay 
$".0 to have Dr. Spencer make the otlicial 
analysis, and for him to report to the 
hoard. There was some kicking, as a few 
of the members believed all the waters 
should, be examined. 1 told them I agreed 
with them, but that we should attend to 
the waters of one place first ami the rest 
afterward. 

"When the Hoard of Supervisors met 
lust Monday the question came up. 
Sclmssler. the engineer of the Spring Val- 
ley Water Company, was on the stand and 
1 asked him a number of questions. I told 
him of the results of Price's examination, 
lie expressed himself as of the be lief that 
Price was a reliable and honest man, lint 

! he said the company was not using the 
water from Lake Merced, that the water 
lieing supplieif the city came from Lake 
Pilarcitos and Lagtina Honda. I asked 
him how long it had been since the reser- 
voir at Laguna Honda had been cleaned, 
lie replied that he did not remember, but 
that it was about seven or eight vears. 
I asked him if it was not fully ten years, 
lie said it might have been. 
"Now, a reservoir ought to be cleaned 

, out every three months, and the reservoirs 
should be so arranged that thev could be 

| cleaned one-half at a time. I believe the 
reservoir at Lagtina Honda is so con- 
structed, hut it is weak and leaks. I 
asked Sclmssler the reason why the reser- 
voir had not been cleaned. He replied 
that the company was afraid a big lire 
might break out in San Francisco at the 
time the cleaning was taking plaCe and 
l he city would burn down on account of 
:m Insufficient supply of water. I then 
asked him why tiie company had allowed 
the reservoir to get into such a decrepid 
condition that it might collapse if cleaned. 
He would not admit it was in such 
a condit ton, but he did say the concrete 
was weak on one side. He admitted there 
were cracks in the west side of the reser- 
voir. I inquired of Schussler whether it 
was true that a sower from the Almshouse 
and its vicinity ran along the whole line of 
the lake just by the cracked wall of the 
reservoir. He admitted this was true. I 
next inquired if it was not possible for the 
sewer to break for some cause, especially 
in an earthquake country, and for the se\v- 
agc to Mow into the reservoir through the 
cracked walls. 

"I have been told there is a great ac- 
cumulation of filth in Laguna Honda. The 
winds blow freely there, and all sorts of 
manure from the roads, ranches and 
dairies, as well as sand and leaves, are car- 
ried into the reservoir. 1 asked Schussler 
if he could deny that such a condi- 
tion of affairs was had for the purity of 
ihe water in the reservoir, which had not 
ijeen cleaned for eight or ten years. His 



onl\ reply was that one of the reservoirs 
of the company had once been emptied 
after many years of neglect and it was 
found to be ciean. 

"Now I believe it is my duty as Mayor 
to investigate all the matters pertaining to 
the welfare of the people and to expose 
such things. I don t care how much the 
Spring Valley people kick, I am going to 
do what I think right. The people elected 
me to look out for their interests and I am 
going to do so. My investigation to-day at 
Lake Merced showed a terrible state of 
affairs. The Spring Valley Water Com- 
pany makes a statement that its 
income is •> per cent on some 
$3 1,0m 1,000 or $i),000,000 worth of prop- 
erty. The company owns something like 
3100 acres of land in the southwestern 
pari of this coitnty about Lake Merced. 
They claim the greater part of this is a 
watershed about the lake and can be put to 
House. There is a great watershed there. 
More land than the company owns forms 
this watershed. I do not know just what 
land this company owns, but this cuts no 
figure in regard to the conditions which 
make the water in Lake Merced so vile. I 
went out to the lake with a man whom the 
Spring Valley people call a crank because 
he writes poetry about the tilthiness of the 
water. I found that not only were his 
reports true, hut that matters were really 
worse than he represented. 

"Surrounding Lake Merced are milk 
ranches, vegetable gardens, dwelling- 
houses and hog wallows. Manure and 
refuse of all kinds are carried from these 
places into the waters of the lake. The re- 
sult is awful. To the east of the lake there 
is a big milk ranch, where 200 cows are 
kept. There' are also houses about this 
hillsidi; where cows, chickens, ducks and 
hogs are kept. In the wintertime the tilth 
from these places is swept down the hill to 
the lake. Lakeview is on the northeast of 
the lake. Here there are a number of 
houses, none of which are connected with 
sewers. All the refuse from these houses 
runs down into the lake. 

"To the south of the lake is a large hog 
ranch. Over LOO hogs are kept here. They 
have a regular hog wallow in the bottom 
of the creek, which empties into Lake 
Merced, only a few steps away. This hog- 
wallow is in an awful state now, and it will 
he in a worse condition as soon as the 
warm weather comes on. The water, or 
mile, in this hog-wallow is nasty — it is 
horrible. .1 list think of the bluish" green- 
ish and yellow mire, whieh nearly sickened 
me with its stench and appearance, being 
slowly washed down into Lake >ferced, 
the putrid waters of which the Spring Val- 
I ley Water Company will soon attempt to 
furnish to the people of this city for drink- 
ing purposes. 

"These Spring Valley people are poison- 
ing us by giving us such water to drink. 
It ought to make them subject to 
criminal prosecution. It is a curiosity to 
me that in a civilized conimuuitv such inen 
as belong to the Spring Valley WatcrCom- 
pany would attempt such a thing or that 
the citizens would permit it. The Spring 
Valley people say they are not pumping 
up the Lake Merced water now. This may 
he true, but in the summer time when the 
water will he even more offensive, they 
will attempt to pump it up, hut I will not 
let them. I will enjoin them from supply- 
ing such disease-breeding water. Next 
Monday I will ask the Board of Supervisors 
to go out to Lake Merced, so as to see for 
themselves what an important matter this 
is with which they have to deal. 

"It is a shame that a company which 
acts as the Spring Valley does should get 
$1,750,000 yearly out of the people of San 
Francisco." I cannot understand how the 
people allow the company to act as it docs. 
It is the duty of San Francisco to procure 
its own water works, and to get pure water 
from the melted snow of the Sierra Ne- 
vada. The credit of this city is good and 
it could easily issue bonds "bv which it 
could build its own waterworks system. 
If fifty-year bonds to the amount of $3),- 
OOO.OOO and bearing i per cent interest 
were issued, they would be sold without 
delay at a good premium. It would be no 
burden for the city to raise $800,000 a year 
for interest and $100,000 a vear for a sink- 
ing fund, or a total of $i, 200,000. Whv, 
the city would own its waterworks and 
nay for the bonds before they became due. 
If the city would t*k» these steps 
— and I shall continue to advocate 
them — there would be no more fixing 
rates, the water could lie sold at cost, the 
city would save $S00,000 a year, and it 
would own its own water works. The 
people now pay (1.730,000 to the Spring 
Valley Company. If bonds were issued 
$1,200,000 would be all that would be 
necessary to raise vearly, and the people 
would be half a million richer every year. 
<>f course the Spring Valley people would 
light the proposition. They already fear 
that the people of this city" will take the 
step already taken by interior cities, and 
they desire to sell their works to this city. 
But the works of the Spring Valley Com- 
pany are rotten and the water impure. 
They arc criminals in serving poison to the 
people, and the people should take steps to 
secure for the city a system of its own.

Mrs. Carmichael-Carr was the pianoforte 
soloist, ami it was evident that her last per- 
formance for the season left a most agreea- 
ble impression upon her hearers. She 
played a nocturne and "Sie Tanzt" by 
Grieg, as well as a "Cracovienne Fantas- 
tique"bv Paderewski, and each numberwas 
received witii hearty applause. At the 
conclusion of the Cracovienne Mrs. Carr 
was presented with more bouquets than 
she could possibly carry away. 

Grieg's string quarted, op. 27, reminds 
oueofhowthe public taste has changed 
since the young lady refused to play Men-

render himself to the police as soon as he 
can procure bondsmen. Duffv. it will be 
remembered, married a Miss McCurren a 
few days ago, and went with her to Stock- 
ton and on the day following his departure 
a woman who declared that he married 
her three or four days priorto his marriage 
to Miss McCurren went to the City Hall to 
have him arrested. This woman was Mary 
Brown of 1012 Battery street. 

Duffy emphatically denies that he was 
ever married to Miss Brown, and broadlv 
hints that she lacks certain qualifications 
indispensable in a good wife. Duffy ad- 
mits that he was rather intimate with the 
Browns and lived at the house on Batterv 
street, which he says is the headquarters 
of a gang of opium-smokers and morphine 
fiends. v 

"When I was appointed an extraman in 
the department," he says, "this same Mrs. 
Brown expected me to support the family 
and herself, and when I was appointed 
driver her daughter went to parties and 
said: 'Duffy is getting good wages now 
and he will keep us all. I will have new 
dresses and the old woman will get the 
rest.' My friends advised me to leave that 
family, and I left it. Mrs. Thomas J. 
Duffy, whom I married in Oakland, is my 
lawful wedded wife, and nothing will part 
us but death." 



From present indications the complica- 
tions over the will— not to mention the 
estate until later— of the late James G. Fair 
promise to be of an interesting character. 
Already the contest which has been prom- 
ised on the part of Charles L. Fair has 
stirred up more of the circumstances of 
the life of the multi-millionaire than ever 
his children and their attorneys thought 
likely. 

When the Fair offspring held their con- 
sultations with attorneys and finally con- 
cluded to wrest, if possible, the control of 
the vast estate from the hands of the trus- 
tees selected by their father there was evi- 
dently much that was overlooked. They 
did not apparently reckon on records of 
the past and deeds of which they were not 
aware being dragged out of the dim vistas 
of the years gone by and materialized into 
substantial facts. 

Such has been done, however, and now 
the attorneys who represent the known 
heirs are somewhat handicapped by 
rumors and statements made, which, if 
true, would cause a revolution in their 
case. 

It is for this and other reasons that tbev 
have been fighting for time. There is so 
much to verify and so much to sift out in 
order to get at bottom facts that they want 
nil the time they can posssiblv get. It is 
not the events iii the later life of Fair that 
they are bothered about, though, but those 
immediately preceding his divorce. The 
main figure in this is I lie alleged illegiti- 
mate son. That such a personage exists is 
said to be well known. 

In speaking of this portion of the storv 
last evening, J.J. McDa.le, the attorney, 
said that he had information that Pair was 
the father of a child by an Irish girl, and 
that the mother and child were being well 
taken care of in Sacramento. When Mis. 
Fair learned of the matter, she investigated 
it, and found the child, but it was claimed 
to be the offspring of "Long" Jim Smith, a 
stage-driver; the latter, in fact, emphati- 
cally claimed it. although Fair provided 
for its mother's rapport. This was ull that 
was known by Mr. McDade from hearsay. 

Mrs. Fair visited the child and said she 
was sure that Mr. Fair was the father. 
Then followed the divorce suit, and in that 
was developed a point which may have an 
interesting bearing upon the present will 
case and affect the future of the youth of 
whom it was claimed Fair was the father. 

Henry Mungcr of this citv, who was well 
acquainted with the affairs of the dead 
Senator, said yesterday, in speaking of the 
matter, that this entanglement of Fair 
with the Irish girl was at the bottom of the 
trouble with his wife. 

"Mrs. Fair learned that the boy had been 
born," he said, "and she never had the 
same feeling for her husband afterward. 
They had no open rupture, but she frankly 
told bim that she would not live with him 
as a wife. An effort was made by Fair to 
deceive her as to the paternity of the child, 
but she would believe nothing but what 
was evident to her as facts. 

"But the point that will come out in the 
present proceedings is one that was re- 
vealed in the taking of testimony in the 
case. Fair was not anxious to fight his 
wife; he knew she was right in her con- 
tention, and, in order to avoid any exten- 
sion of the case, he, through his attorney, 
acknowledged that the baby born in Sacra- 
mento was his child. He "not only con- 
ceded this, but everything else, and even 
divided his fortune with his wife, as every 
one knows. 

"Now the attorneys in the case are busily 
engaged in going through the records 
of the divorce case in Nevada in 
order to see if this acknowledgment of his 
son is recorded, as it must be. in the pro- 
ceedings. If such is the case one can 
imagine what an important bearing it will 
have on the proceedings. 

"Fair knew that the bov existed, and, 
although he settled l-U.OOO upon the 
mother and a like amount upon the boy, 
he inserted that $o0 clause in his will to 
head off any claims that might be made 
by either of them. The woman is now, I 
understand, a respected wife, and I do not 
suppose she would begin any contest. It 
is different with the boy, who, I heard, was 
in the hands of lawyers who will push him 
to the front to contest his rights. 

So the Fair estate case stands at present 
outside of the court proceedings. 

"No, there is nothing new regarding the 
will beyond the fact that the case comes up 
again on Friday," said Attorney Hcggertv 
yesterday. The only thing I know about 
another will is what Mr. Goodfellow said 
yesterday, and that was he knew there was 
another will which no one in San Fran- 
cisco had seen, but which would be pro- 
duced before long. He did not say where 
the will was nor who had it." 

"Have you heard anything about the il- 
legitimate son appearing?" 

"Yes. A certain person stopped me in 
the street the other day and said he knew 
of such a child and where it is now, and 
that he was to be brought forward as a 
claimant to a portion of the estate." 

"Does not the will provide for all such 
claimants ?" 

"Now there is a question. Of course a 
great deal has been said about the safe- 
guards Mr. Fair placed around his will, 
and many people have pronounced it the 
strongest instrument ever drawn. That 
may be so, but there is a difference of 
opinion regarding it. The clause which 
arranges for settlement with all such 
claimants is inserted in the will with an 
explanation that his experience of other 
men's estates after death caused its in- 
sertion. Now, here is the proposition 
which has been advanced: The will is 
practically a photograph of Fair's mind at 
the time he drew the instrument. He 
must have thought of something in his 
past life and had some one in mind who 
would be likely to come forward after his 
death. The natural conclusion would be 
that having such a party in mind he knew 
they could establish a claim." 

"How do you think the court would 
construe that?" 

"Well that is not for me to say. These 
explanations have been advanced, but 
whether they would be so construed by the 
court I do not know. As toan illegitimate 
child putting in aclaimit could only he 
done in one of two ways. There would 
have to be an acknowledgment of parent- 
age by the father, or the mother of the 
offspring would have to prove a right to a 
claim on the estate." 

"If, when a settlement was made with 
the mother of the boy, Fair signed an 
acknowledgment of the reasons for pay- 
ment of the money would -in ii document 
be accepted as proof of parentage, and en- 
title such offspring to a share in the es- 
tate?" 

Mr. Heggerty thought for a time before 
answering, but finally said: "That is a 
hard question to answer. In the Sharon 
case a marriage contract had been signed, 
but the parties had not according to law 
lived as man and wife. The lower court 
considered, however, that the testimony 
relative to marital relations was sufficient 
to prove the woman's claim of marriage, 
but the Supreme Court reversed the de- 
cision on the ground that the testimony 
was not sufficient. In such a case as this, 
if it could be proved that Fair acknowl- 
edged the boy and took him into his fam- 
ily, with his wife's consent, there would be 
no doubt of the claim, but if there was 



only an agreement between Fair and the 
woman, drawn at the time of settlement 
of money on her, I could not say what 
could be done." 

Judge Slack has promised to fix a definite 
point in the Fair will case by next Satur- 
day. That is so much anvhow. 

Mr. Wheeler did all the' talking for the 
Charley Fair side of it yesterday, and he 
ought to be proud of having thus drawn a 
line on the horizon, if nothing more. 

McKnerney, as the active agent for the 
will, of course has a right to a share of this 
honor— and perhaps Judge Faterson, who 
made no speech but simply rose up in the 
crowd and called upon the court to do 
something by wav of straightening out the 
records, broken by the stolen or abstracted 
will. , 

They were all present yesterday — the 
army of lawyers and Charles L. Fair and 
Messrs. Goodfellow, Angus, Breese and 
Carothers, the trustees, Mr. Goodfellow 
being the last to arrive and having some 
little difficulty in finding a seat. For while 
the proceedings are wholly technical and 
barren of any sensational feature still the 
prominence of the people engaged in the 
struggle as principals ami the equal promi- 
nence of their attorneys attract a court- 
room full of people at their every gathering. 

Time had been asked to meet the last 
motion of Mr. McEncrnev, which was for 
the admission of a certified copy of the 
will to the files by way of supplying "a lost 
paper" under the general provisions of the 
code. 

No written demurrer or objection was 
tiled, but Mr. Wheeler made a long argu- 
ment against it. He took the ground that 
the will was nut on file in the acceptance 
of that term known to law; that it was 
merely in the custody of the court. Because 
some one had left a paper with the County j 
Clerk anil said it was the will of Mr. Fair, 
and that paper had been stolen, were they 
to be allowed to come in and offer what 
purported to be a certified copy of that pa- 
per and present it as a copy of Mr. Fair's 
will when the original paper had not 
been proven as such ? There had been no 
showing as to the manner of the loss of 
the will. Although the matter was notori- 
ous out of court that was not sufficient and 
the forms of law must be observed. 
No law had been presented that 
the clerk was authorized to certify 
to this paper as the last will of Mr. 
Fair. He declared that no motion or ac- 
tion had been brought which would bring 
this will under the jurisdiction of the court

anil the application hail been made for its 
probate several days after it had been lost. 
The fact that a paper was put in the cus- 
tody of the County Clerk did not bring it 
before the court, and until then it had not 
been tiled, within the meaning of the law. 
Again, he said, while the < ountv Clerk 
had made affidavit that lie had made every 
endeavor to recover the lost will, there was 
not one word as to the moving parties 
themselves or what tbev had done, and 
this was their motion and not Mr. Currj's.

Mr. McK ierney in a brief reply declared 
that Mr. Wheeler's doctrine was revo- 
lutionary in the extreme.

He would like to know, he 
said, how the gentleman would obtain a 
certified copy of a builder's contract or any 
other document tiled in court.

The pipe was 
five inches in circumference and three- 
eighths of an inch thick. The young ap- 
prentice stood between this metal and the 
pipe from which the gas arose. 

Assemblyman Llewellyn, a brother of 
the injured apprentice, said yesterday that 
some one would have to pay for the acci- 
dent. Under the impression that the 
steamer was going away for good, Mr. 
Llewellyn was going to libel the 
Bawnmore yesterday, but when he 
learned that she was under charter 
to Grace & Co. he announced his intention 
of suing the charterers. The 'Llewellyns 
are from Los Angeles, where David re- 
ceived a college education. Having devel- 
oped a taste for mechanics at an early age, 
when he completed his education several 
months ago he came to San Francisco and 
entered the Union Iron Works to learn the 
business from the foot of the ladder. His 
family is very highly esteemed in Los An- 
geles and Pave is a great favorite at the 
works. 

Captain Woodside of the Bawnmore said 
yesterday ttiat the accident was no fault of 
his, as be hail warned the foreman not to 
allow a light in the interior of the vessel. 

"I have notices all over the ship," said 
the captain, "warning people not to smoke 
on board, and I repeated this warning to 
Foreman Kingsman and told him also not 
to permit any of the men to take any lights 
inside the vessel." 

The Bawnmore will sail for Talara Bay 
to-morrow night.

SENATOR PERKINS AT HOME. 



he Speaks of the Work of the 
Session Just Ended in 
Washington. 



Faith in the Valley Road— The 
Reilly Bill May Not Be 
Dead. 



United States Senator George C. Perkins 
is back from Washington, having returned 
yesterday, and was seen at his Vernon 
Heights home in Oakland last night. Sen- 
ator Perkins said he was always glad to get 
home and that he was weary. Although 
the session of Congress just over had been 
a short one, there was a great rush of work 
at the last, and members departed for 
home glad to be relieved of the tedium of 
public matters. 

He talked freely on pvblic affairs, touch- 
ing particularly on matters pertaining to 
coast affairs. He spoke of the appropria- 
tion made for naval improvements on the 
Pacific Coast, on the defeat of the funding 
bill, but he said he anticipated the Reilly 
bill in the next Congress probably with 
another name in another guise. The visit 
to the coast of the special railroad commis- 
sion, of which Senator Brice is chairman, 
was mentioned. This commission will 
have for its object an inquiry into the 
feeling of the people of the coast toward 
the railroad company. 

The Senator also spoke of his own bill to 
investigate economic matters, particularly 
the differences existing between labor and 
capital. 

In the main Senator Perkins' talk was 
devoted to bimetallism and the forthcom- 
ing international monetary conference to 
be held in this country. He expects much 
good to come of it, and said he had noted 
among statesmen in Congress the growth 
of the sentiment on this all-important 
subject. He said that in bimetallism 
was the country's greatest hope. 
Both gold and silver must be 
given an equal chance. He, in common 
with others, saw the mistake of the extr- 
session of Congress and noticed the great 
strides being made toward both gold and 
silver among leading minds. The dele- 
gates to the conference as selected by the 
Senate and House were commended, and 
Senator Perkins thought that the three 
men to be chosen by the President would 
make a delegation that would finally settle 
the vexed financial problem on a bimetal- 
lic basis. 

"The contraction of the currency is, no 
doubt, responsible for much of the panic 
through which the country is passing." 
he said, "and I, in common with many 
others of my colleagues, see wherein the 
two metals can be made to help one an- 
other and bring relief to this country and 
other countries, for all must Join hands, as 
all feel alike the evils of a single standard. 

"The mistake of President Cleveland," 
he said, "lay in repealing the Sherman 
purchasing clause unconditionally. There 
should have been something given the 
people in its stead. The leading men of 
New England and the East who were with 
the President in that move now see where- 
in an error was made, and the times in- 
stead of growing better have continued to 
grow worse by the contraction." 

In speaking of the proposed valley road 
Senator Perkins spoke with some enthusi- 
asm. He said it would be a splendid thing 
for the State and would help business in 
many ways.

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Santa Barbara, Marrh 8.— Most every- 
body in the civilized world has heard of 
Summerland, the new Utopia that spirit- 
ualists undertook to found some live or six 
years since, whore they were to enjoy 
their occult belief in peace, undisturbed 
by the ridicule or unbelief of unsym- 
pathizing skeptics. An account of the 
outcome of this exjieriment has never 
been written; of the disappointment 
and In i me siikness of the gentle stran- 
gers who came to this coast with happy 
expectations, only to find that the tuwn 
lots fur which they had paid decent 
village prices of from $4u to $50 apiece, re- 
aolvcd themselves into the steep hillside of 
a barley field of doubtful value, which al- 
most any one would count dear at a hun- 
dred dollars an acre. Homes were built 
and tents were pitched on the steep slope. 
There was nothing el>e to do. for the most 
of the emigrants hail very m arly consumed 
their small competences ill their investment 
and the cost of the transcontinental jour- 
ney. They tried to console themselves with 
the undoubted beauty of the location of the 
colony, lying midway between Kontectto 
and Carpenteria, some eight miles from 
Santa Barbara, vested with an incompar-

men. At a depth of from sixty to seventy 
feet he found oil. In two of the wells the 
flow was inconsiderable. In two the oil 
welled in at a rate of about twenty-five 
barrels a dav. according to bis crude facili- 
ties for measurement. The fifth proved to 
be a liftv-barrel well, and cpiite recently 
oil was found In a sixth shaft, the flow in 
this case swelling the total to about 125 
barrels a dav. 

When the news of Mr. 'Williams' first I 
important discovery was noised about, the I 
oil-boring fever beVan to tire the veins of 
Summerutnd people, and even to^gitate 
the citizens of Santa Barbara, who are gen- 
erallv understood to have reached a state 
of nirvana, where nothing mundane can 
disturb their composure. But Santa Bar- 
bara has of late evolved a l'.oard of Trade, 
and this Hoard of Trade has been stirring 
up matters generally, and all the town is 
tingling with new purpose. It did not 
take long for L. K. Vislier. a prominent 
and wealthy citizen, to decide that Sum- 
merlaud offered a promising field for in- 
vestment. Mr. Fisher at once commenced 
boring a couple of well* upon his own land, 
half a mile east of the little settlement, 
near Ortega station. Mr. Roberts of 
Cioleta followed his example. A man 
named Loomis. from Los Angeles, 
leased some ground in Summerland 
and commenced sinking a shaft. Sanders 
and Dana, the latter the teacher employed 
at the tiny schoolhouse on top of the hill, 
on. hided that they could not invest their 
savings to auv better advantage. The de- 
feated prohibition candidate for Public 
Administrator of Santa Barter* County 
caught the infection and started a well. 
The Summerland poetess watched the sink- 
ing of a shaft in her front-door yard with 
a* great interest and as high expectations 
as if she had never written a sonnet to the 
roses which were uprooted to give way to 
it. All Summerland is now digging holes 
or preparing to sink -hafts in its posy beds 
and vegetable gardens. The very children 
can be seen vigorously removing the top 
soil with tircshovels and rigging toy der-

CITY CREDITORS ASTIE. 

Possibility of the Supervisors and Grand 
Jury Aiding Their Cause. 

A meeting of the Associated Creditors of 
the City and County of San Francisco, 
many of whom are prominent members of 
the Board of Trade, was held yesterday 
afternoon. J. P. Le Count, ex-president 
of the Board of Trade, presided, a goodly 
attendance of the creditors being present. 

Mr. Le Count briefly outlined the work 
that has been done in behalf of the credit- 
ors and pointed out the necessity for the 
enrollment of all claimants against and 
creditors of the city. He said that the 
Supervisors and members of the Grand 
Jury seemed inclined to do everything in 
their power for the relief of the confiding 
creditors of the city.

In answer to a question Mr. Le Count 
said: "A mistake has been made by some- 
body, perhaps one of our members, to say 
that we were organized in opposition to 
the charter election.

We have 
enough on our hands just now without 
mixing up in elections of any character. 
We are creditors with but one organized 
purpose, and that is to secure the satisfac- 
tion of our claims." 

With an understanding that the move- 
ment should be prosecuted vigorously the 
Associated Creditors adjourned.

able climate, and looking down upon the 
beautiful Pacific and the tranquil islands 
that bouuded the horizon's edge. A pub- 
' lie library was founded and well patron- 
ized, for the colony was for the most part 
composed of persons of some intellect and 
. e duca tion, ]>ossessed of quiet tastes and 
a thTfrf for knowledge. There was a lec- 
ture-halt, and it was understood by won- 
dering outsiders that one of the more pre- 
tentious buildings that rose from amid the 
tiny dwellings was a seance-hou*e. where 
weird and mysterious doings took place. 

It was only a short time, however, before 
the little settlement began to have grum- 
blings of intercine strife. This was a logi- 
cal result of the situation, (riven a com- 
munity of people with nothing to do. no 
industries and no way of makintr a living 
except by selling the necessaries of life to 
each other, cut off from intercourse with 
the outside world by their peculiar organi- 
zation, and discord will be the inevitable 
result The tone of social intercourse urew 
decidedly wintry in Summerland. There 
was quarreling over water, quarreling over 
land, allegations of misrepresentation and 
fraud. Tne tempest ended in an outburst 
of libel suits, in which about half of the 
population of the settlement was arrayed 
on one side and the remaining half on the 
other ; libel suits that resulted in a fine bill 
of costs for the county and a verdict of "no 
cause of action." Disgusted and discour- 
aged, one or two of the Summerland liti- 
gants moved away, and others were pre- 
paring to go, when a new and thrilling 
diseoverv w as made that literally threw oil 
on troubled waters and bids fair to make 
the little settlement one of the most thriv- 
ing in the State. 

In the early days of the colony the acci- 
dental discovery was made that the whole 
village was underlaid with a stratum of nat- 
ural gas, and the hopes excited by this 
knowledge, as well as the immediate utili- 
zation of the gas for purposes of fuel and 
lighting, did much to assuage the first 
murmuring.* of the discontented and to 
fortily the settlers to patience. As time 
went on and no flow was found of suffi- 
cient importance to justify the founding 
of manufactories or piping to surrounding 
towns, and the fact that iittle Summerland 
found her fuel underground became a mat- 
ter of as little moment as the fact that 
Santa Barbara finds her fuel by denuding 
her hills of their beauty. 

Suddenly a report was circulated that 
beneath the black adobe soil tliat covers 
the most of Summerland oil had been 
found. A man name 1 Smith Cole, digging 
for water, had struck a considerable How 
of oil, which, when accurately measured, 
proved to be about five barrels a day. 
Other Summerland people went to digging 
wells, hoping that they, too, would chance 
upon like happy discoveries, and a desul- 
tory experiment or so was made by some 
for the purpose of speculation. But, 
although a trace of oil was found here and 
there, no one else found the fluid in paying 
quantities, and the matter was alloweil to 
almost drop out of sight, as the discovery 
of natural gas bad done. This indifference 
was not unnatural, in view of the fact that 
in a canyon back of Carpenteria, some eight 
vears ago, a flow of oil was struck in pay- 
ing quantities, and a company was at once 
organized to develop the "oil field," into 
which several prominent Santa Barbara 
men put considerable capital, with the re- 
sult that after some years of expensive ex- 
ploration and experiment, the company 
suspended operations, after having ex- 
pended a sum many times over the profit 
derived from the original well, the flow 
from which was soon exhausted. This 
canyon lies but three or four miles hack of 
Summerland, and it seemed extremely 
probable that the flow in Mr. Cole's well 
was an accidental "strike" of the same 
character. .... . , 

Meanwhile H. L. Williams, one of the 
founders ol the Summerland colony, had 
been silently considering the situation and 
making observations of his own. All 
along the beach in the vicinity of Sum- 
merland films of oil are seen on the ebb 
tide, and in some spots the sand iscuriously 
puffed up bv a gas. which forces its way 
from far underground, which will burn if a 
match is applied to it. Instead of sinking 
a shaft upon the liisrli bluff upon which the 
town stands, Mr. Williams decided to sec 
what could be found along the ocean beach, 
where the indications were most favorable. 
Accordinglv he sank five wells along 
the sands, a little above the reach of the 
tide. Tins work was pursued in the most 
primitive wav. without any boring ma- 
chinery or any of the improved appliances 
generally used in such cases, shovels and 
spades iicing the tools and the motive 
power the sturdy muscles of Summerland 



ricks. Meantime, Mr. Fisher has struck a 
rich Mow in both of his wells and is pre- 
paring to prospect his land on an extensive 

scale. 

There never was a little town as sur- 
prised as Summerland. Be it said to the 
colony's credit that with all its internal 
bickerings it has been from the beginning 
a peaceful, law-abiding place, whose name 
scarcely once appears on the countv's 
criminal docket. A Summerland thief, a 
Summerland tough or swindlei or gambler 
or drunkard, is an unknown quantity. 
Awakening from ner idle day-dream of 
high philosophical contemplation the little 
settlement hnds itself preparing to be a 
bustling manufacturing town. The tiny 
houses and tents on the hillside are losing 
their aspect of bandbox nicety, and the 
dainty little gardens look neglected. The 
Summerland aristocrat wears a tarry 
jumper and is besmeared with oil from head 
to foot. 

Unprepared as the settlement was for 
these developments in an ethical way, 
practical facilities were no less lacking. 
Where were the tanks to store this great 
dailv output, the barrels in which to ship 
it, the side tracks to receive its freight cars? 
For the entire daily exports of the small 
town have hitherto been limited to a coop 
of chickens and a sack of vegetables. 
These obstacles are being overcome as fast 
as possible. Improved pumping machin- 
ery is being imported, tanks are being 
built, barrels bought by the thousand, and 
before long the daily" oil shipments from 
Summerland will cut quite a figure in 
the county's tratlic. A considerable 
amount of the oil. the most of which is 
of an excellent quality for fuel, is being 
daily consumed by the ice and macaroni 
factories and the Arlington Hotel in Santa 
Barbara and by the asphaltum works at 
Car|ienteria.. 

Taken all in all the development of this 
great body of cheap fuel has the most im- 
portant bearing upon the growth and pros- 
perity of Santa Barbara and all of the sur- 
rounding district.

trade where a lady would be quite in har- 
mony with her surroundings, and her 
presence and work meet with Unqualified 
approval. 

To be a good prescription clerk requires 
only a fair amount of education, combined 
with good judgment, accuracy of eyes and 
touch, discretion, and a decent stock of 
common-sense. Thus equipped a man 
whose tastes run in that direction finds a 
position in a pharmaceutical establishmen 1 
both agreeable and well paid, an d it has 
seemed to many that a woman equally 
well endowed might take up this line of 
work and be most successful therein.

no warm welcome for her in the new field. 
When, however, she is fortunate enough 
to have some relative or friend in the busi- 
ness or to find some pharmacist broad- 
minded and progressive enough to give her 
an equal chance with her brother students, 
it can be said to her credit that almost 
without exception she makes the most of 
it and proves conclusively her fitness for 
the work. 

Among the little band of women phar- 
macists—practical, self-reliant, self-edu- 
cated, skilled and enthusiastic— which we 
I have within the borders of our State, 
| one of the most prominent is Mrs. 
. Elizabeth McGaughey Bennett, formerly 
of Santa Rosa, now of Uroville. Indeed 
so successful has this lady been in her 
chosen profession that herexample cannot 
fail to be a help and encouragement to all 
women whose tastes and inclinations lead 
them to take up this branch of work and 
study. 

Mrs. Bennett, who is one of a decidedly 
medical family , three members of which, a 
sister and two brothers, are successful phy- 
sicians, began her business life on the 
foundation oi an excellent education, as a 
teacher in the city schools of Wi- 
| notia, Minnesota, afterward teaching four 
years iu Sonoma County, in this State, 
j An enthusiastic student of chemistry 
even in her schoolgirl days, she early de- 
termined to become a practical pharma- 
cist, and to that end entered the College of 
Pharmacy in this city, afterward working 
at the business for several years under the 
direct supervision of one of the best drug- 
gists on the coast. 

At the expiration of this self-imposed 
season of probation Mrs. Bennett, with a 
fine courage which augured success, pur- 
chased a drugstore in Santa Rosa, burden- 
ing herself with a debt of $6'X)0 borrowed 
money, and started in business for herself. 

"1 was obliged to succeed," she says 
simply, "for I had to pay back that money 
with interest, and," with a sigh of satis- 
faction, 'I did." 

Mrs. Bennett has been particularly for- 
tunate in her chosen calling, for the com- 
munity in which she established herself 
was exceptionally free from anything like 
trade jealousy and narrow-mindedness and 
gave her the heartiest support, both moral 
and financial. She found few, if any, pre- 
judices to combat, and the popularity of 
her store, and its owner, were unques- 
tioned from the first. 

A branch store in Sebastopol was soon 
started by this enterprising lady, and con- 
| ducted by her for two years, at "the expira- 
tion of which it was sold at a handsome 
I profit. Later on Mrs. Bennett sold her 
large drugstore in Santa Rosa, and removed 
to Oroville, where she has built up a 
nourishing business, and identified herself 
witii the best interests of the town. 



this especial business that some years since 
it was confidently predicted that they 
would soon drive from the field the men 
who have for so long, in peaceful and un- 
disputed possession of pestle, mortar, 
scales and graduated glasses, put up our 
prescriptions. Oddly enough, though, in 
spite of all that has been said in favor of a 
feminine invasion into the kingdom of 
drugs, pharmacy is the one profes- 
sion which has, so far. held close to Its 
old conservative way. Though the colleges 
of pharmacy throughout the civilized 
world number among their students many 
women and girls who have faith enough in 
their own abilities, and in the ultimate ap- 
preciation thereof by the general public, 
to take up the study"in earnest, the drug- 
stores that employ women as clerks are 
far from being numerous. 

Even here in California. where, under the 
act of 1891, some forty women are registered 
a« pharmacists and assistant pharmacists, 
the woman prescription clerk is rarely 
seen, ana, when seen, is looked upon as a 
curiosity. There are quite a number of 
drugstores in the State owned by women, 
hut in the great majority of cases a male 
manager and male clerks are employed 
therein, and the lady proprietor does none 
of the practical work. 

In the small country places the wife or 
daughter of the resident physician often 
has charge of a miniature pharmacy; but. 
with few exceptions, in deference to popu- 
lar prejudice the putting no of any but the 
simplest prescriptions is left to the medi- 
cal gentleman himself. 

Here in San Francisco we have three 
drugstores managed bv women, Mrs. J. B. 
McElroy, Mrs. A. E. Scott and Mrs. Mc- 
Derniott each being the proprietor and 
practical superintendent of an establish- 
ment which will not suffer by comparison 
with any under masculine ' control and 
supervision. 

At St. Joseph's Hospital also there is a 
woman in charge of the drug department, 
and never vet has pious Sister M. Hya- 
cintha made a mistake in the work in- 
trusted to her or given any cause for com- 
plaint. In Sacramento there are two such 
stores under feminine control, and Los 
Angeles and San Diego also have within 
their borders women druggists pursuing 
tln ir chosen calling. 

Little by little the barriers are being 
broken down, but it is slow work to com- 
bat prejudice and change public opinion, 
and prejudice and public opinion seem, so 
far, vcrv much against the innovation. 

Mrs. Ella Higginson, the well-known and 
brilliant writer of New Whatcom, Wash., 
is a practical pharmacist, and for some 
years conducted a drugstore in that pleas- 
ant town. At first she met with not 
a little opposition— silent and other- 
wise—for the place was comparatively 
new then, and among its citizens 
were many who had little faith 
in the reliability and business capacity of 
"Wimmen folks." Before long, however, 
she demonstrated her fitness for her posi- 
tion so decidedly that she won her way 
into public confidence and favor, and when 
she retired from the cares of business to de- 
vote herself exclusively to literary work, in 
which line she has achieved such signal 
success, her retirement was most sincerely 
regretted by the whole community. 

Like nearly all women who have had 
practical experience, Mrs. Higginson is a 
firm believer in pharmacy as a profession 
for her sex, but sbe is fully convinced 
that almost evcrv woman who attempts 
to enter it will find it uphill work 
at first. Adverse public opinion, she says, 
is a great and most serious obstacle, and 
close and thorough study of the subject has 
forced her to believe that in regard to this 
matter such opinion is far stronger and 
harder to overcome here in the West than 
it is in the East. 

Mrs. Higginson is also of the conviction 
that pharmacy is the one profession which 
men, as a rule, are jealously defending 
against the encroachment of "their sisters, 
and that only in rare and exceptional 
cases do established druggists look upon 
the addition of women to their ranks with 
favor. The fact that in many cases it is 
almost impossible for a girl or woman to 
obtain admission behind the counters of a 
pharmacy in order to gain the necessary 
four vears' experience which is a neces- 
sity for graduation from our college of 
pharmacy does indeed show that there is

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It is needless to say that this lady is a 
strong advocate of pharmacy as a pro- 
fession for women, provided that 
they are equal to its requirements. 
" The business demands long hours, 
close confinement, much drudgery and 
constant study," she says, "and carries 
with it heavy responsibilities. Sex cuts 
little figure in the matter, but individuality 
makes all the difference in the world, and 
she who wishes to be successful 
must love the profession and devote 
to it her whole time and energy. 
I never argue the matter, but I think 
I am proving by my work that a drugstore 
is just the place for me, as it is for any 
woman whose tastes and education fit her 
for such a position ; and I hope to see the 
time when every first-class pharmacy will 
employ at least one woman prescription 
clerk."

The One So Regarded in the Eyes of a 
Woman. 

The papers are poking unmerciful fun at 
one woman for having the courage of her 
convictions. An unprecedented oppor- 
tunity to pay back the grudge of ages was 
offered by a London journal which invited 
its "lady readers," as they seem always to 
call them on that side of the water, to air 
their views as to which of man's sins 
conies nearest to being unpardonable. 
Naturally enough, this called out an "ele- 
gant derangement of epitaphs" from the 
fastidious fair ones, who, judging from 
their answers, object less to moral dis- 
hevelment than to uncouth manners or 
uncut hair. One of them, however, held 
up as the final and fatal shortcoming a 
quality which she called "ineffecttialness," 
and the race of rising journalists has risen 
in a body to ask, "What does that mean?" 
and to make merrv over the eccentricity 
which "stands at the gates and swallows 
sawmills," as the little girl expressed it, 
and passing over all known vices, sticks at 
one whose very name is a mystery to the 
critics. 

The critics are all men, of course. If 
they weren't they would understand* in a 
trice what she meant, and would know 
hers to be the only genuine stumbling- 
block among them all. For every one has 
noticed that poverty, stupidity, had man- 
ners, personal uneomelinessoreven untidi- 
ness seem incapable of suggesting an Im- 
pediment to the marriage of true minds. 
Their possessors go gayly to the altar everv 
day, nor does the full-fledged villain 
apparently find dillicclty in persuading 
some member of the persuadable sex to 
share his shady fortunes. Who ever heard 
of a bachelor criminal? He always has a 
wife and family to plead for him. But 
"ineffecttialness!" where is the woman 
who can forgive it? Its definition is diffi- 
cult without resorting to slang. In that 
vernacular the ineffectual man is the 
"chump," another word whose meaning 
must be felt rather than explained. 

"What is a 'chump'?" disdainfully asked 
a severe relative of an irrepressible school- 
girl who bad used the objectionable word 
and who as quickly replied, "Why, a 
chump is a— well, a person who doesn't get 
there!" 

This is the ineffectual man in a nutshell. 
He cannot arise to the occasion, he doesn't 
get there, he is a chump — and woman de- 
spises him from the bottom of her discern- 
ing little heart. She asks but little here 
below; often, indeed, she only wants the 
merest masculine peg on which to hang 
her affections and ideals and feminine as- 
pirations.

whose prosperity makes him presuming — 
one ana all, she scorns thera as ineffectual 
and passes by on the other side. As the 
astute banker in "The Henrietta" ruefully 
remarks, "A woman never forgives a mail 
for not being there wnen she is about to 
fall." Success, or at least a simulation of 
success, is what woman worships; and 
while she may overlook failure in the man 
she already loves, she never falls in love 
with it in the first place. 

This is why woman, by no means "un- 
certain, coy and hard to please," looks 
critically on two men and one is taken 
and the other left. It is not mere boldness; 
oh.no! nor business prosperity nor com- 
mon-sense that com mends the former to 
her favor, but that subtle, undefinable 
characteristic partaking oi all these quali- 
ties yet distinctly different, which we call 
"sand."

It Failed Through the Kindly Consid- 
eration of a Freight Crew. 

"It was while Thomas A. Edison and I 
were co-tramp operators together years ago 
that the then very amusing genius of the 
great inventor was made manifest and util- 
ized by him to subserve his purposes in ob- 
taining sleep while on duty at a small 
town in New York State," said Colonel L. 
C. Weir, president of the Adams Express 
Company, to a Cincinnati Fnquirer re- 
porter. "We hart both secured positions as 
operators at the railway station, I being 
the day and Mr. Edison the night man. 
As Mr. Edison's whole mind was absorbed 
in his electrical studies he spent his entire 
time when off duty and supposed to be 
sleeping in his experiments, and when the 
time for him to relieve the day man came 
he was very much physically and mentally 
fatigued. 

"In fact, I have seen him come to the 
office to begin his day's work almost worn 
out. But fortunately there was little for 
him to do other than answer the calls sent 
over tlie wire every two hours by the dis- 
patcher to ascertain if all the operators 
were on duty.

THE LATEST STATIONERY. 

Scarlet Leather, White Enamel and Mono- 
grammed Paper the Sage. 

The very latest stationery is plain, rich, 
cream or white, gloss paper. In one cor- 
ner at the top are placed the street and 
number or name of your house and your 
crest. In linen paper the same tints of 
white and cream arc the most smart, and 
the crest in blue, black, bronze, red or dull 
green is used. On small note size the sim- 
ple address in fine gold or silver script is 
pretty. Most truly elegant women who do 
not allow "folly to" lead to art" or caprice 
of fashion to violate the laws of good taste 
use only white paper, and indulge the 
humor or fancy with the use of gay tinted 
wax, though gold, violet, black or" blue is 
only allowable with white paper. 

Many people use timed papers. To women 
who wish to distinguish themselves by the 
use of one color, such as gray, violet or 
even tinted papers, the dignified dull 
blues, stone grays and pale lavender are 
the most popular. The gray paper has a 
style of its own, and is quite" as elegant as 
white. 

An ideal writing-desk is a small one of 
white enamel with many small drawers, 
several large ones, and pigeon-holes of 
every size. All its furnishings are of scar- 
let leather. There is a pen-rack of leather, 
with a paper-weight, and inkwell and a 
jolly broail scratch-pad.

Aprons for nurses are made of two 
widths of the material used, and are cut 
from thirty-eight to forty inches long. 
When finished they usually reach to the 
bottom of the dress. They have long wide 
strings, and are trimmed at the bottom 
with lace, a wide hemstitched hem or em- 
broidery. Aprons for waitresses are not 
more than thirty-four to thirty-six iathes 
long, and require only a breadth and a half 
of the material. They are finished with a 
wide hem, or hem and tucks.- Baltimore 
American.

THE PBOPEB COTJESE. 

A Republican nominee for Councilman 
in Oakland, having withdrawn in favor of 
a non-partisan candidate in his ward, the 
Republican Central Committee has 
promptly solved the problem of the situa- 
tion by nominating a Republican who had 
received the indorsement of the Democratic 
party. This was proper. The Republicans 
of the city generally should support the 
action of the committee, ami those of that 
particular ward should confirm it by vot- 
ing solidly for the gentleman thus in- 
dorsed. 

Parties exist because there is reason for 
their existence. They are not haphazard 
aggregations of men, but vital organisms 
embodying profound political principles 
and charged with the duty of supporting 
and carrying out great political measures. 
Men ally themselves with a great party 
because they believe in the principles the 
party represents and are advocates of the 
measures which it supports. In this way 
party politics has the dignity of a philos- 
ophy of government and a system of state- 
craft. It is not a mere matter of spoils 
and otlice seeking, but an earnest endeavor 
on the part of a large proportion of the 
people to achieve by discipline and organi- 
zation a power which they can use for the 
advancement of the welfare and an in- 
crease of the grandeur of the republic. 

The non-partisan represents no principle 
and stands for no measure. He has no 
animating sentiment with which his 
fellow-man can sympathize. He is either 
a meie negative factor in the community, 
opposed to everything that any one else 
undertakes, or else he is one whose political 
instincts begin with a desire for otlice and 
whose political thoughts end in devising 
means to obtain it. In cither case he is 
only a marplot, without a conception of 
the true objects of politics and incapable 
of understanding the methods by which 
alone representative governments can be 
carried on. 

If the non-partisan is true to his narrow 
creed, he never combines with his neigh- 
bor, for such a combination would be the 
nucleus of a party. Few of them, how- 
ever, are sufficiently logical to compre- 
hend their creed or sufficiently faithful to 
be true, even if they comprehend it. Most 
of them arc willing and eager to make 
combinations of any kind and on any 
terms, and as a result they soon form for 
themselves a senseless aegregation known 
by the self-stultifying title of a non-parti- 
' san party. These combinations have 
everything that constitutes a party except 
political principles. They have candidates 
for otlice, ward strikers, hangers-on ami all 
the machinery of politics, but none of its 
statesmanship. They represent, therefore, 
the degradation of politics; the desire for 
spoils and the eagerness for office without 
an ambition for anything higher. The 
Republican committee in Oakland has 
done well in cutting loose from any such 
gang, and among an intelligent people we 
may sanguinely expect an indorsement of 
their course at the polls.

WHAT OUB DEUMMEES CAN DO. 

The commercial travelers are now mak- 
ing preparations for their spring cam- 
paign. These indispensable auxiliaries of 
mercantile business have an association 
extending throughout the Pacific Coast 
from San Ilietto to Puiret Sound. All 
through that territory they push the in- 
terests of their respective houses and 
bring the wholesalers and jobbers of the 
cities into close relations with retailers 
throughout the country. The hold of San 
Francisco upon the trade of the interior is 
largely due to the energy and enterprise of 
her drummers. 

For a number of years these active ad- 
vertisers of San Fraucisco business have 
worked under difficulties. They have 
found their field invaded by competitors 
from Chicago and other Eastern cities, by 
virtue of a transportation system which 
discriminates against the distributing 
trade of this city. Even since the efforts 
of the Traffic Association revived traffic by 
the ocean route and cheapened isthmus 
transportation high local freights have 
robbed our merchants and their travel iug 
representatives of half their opportunities. 

Now there is about to be a change. It 
will not become operative to any great 
extent this season, but next year it will be 
an important factor in business. Then 
the San Francisco drummer who starts up 
the San Joaquin Valley will be able to 
make figures based on lower freight bills 
than have ever before prevailed. His 
Chicago competitor will no longer have a 
pull on him in that respect. The ocean 
route and the cheap tolls of the valley 
road for one. two or three hundred miles 
will constitute a formidable competition 
against 2000 miles of railroading from Chi- 
cago. 

Undoubtedly our commercial travelers 
will appreciate the benefit to their business 
of this change. They are bright and go- 
ahead men. who know a good thing when 
they see it in present or prospect. Every 
one of them will become a missionary in 
behalf of the new enterprise throughout 
the San Joaquin Valley — nor there alone. 
The drummer who strikes northward for 
the towns of the Sacramento Valley will 
say to his customers. "How long are you 
going to let the San Joaquin people have 
such an advantage over you?'' And the 
northern merchant will echo to himself, 
"How long? ' and the more he asks him- 
self that question the more eager he will 
be to co-operate with San Francisco in 
doing for his own section what has been 
done for the San Joaquin. 

It will also be the good fortune of our 
commercial travelers that when they thus 
put in a word for our new railroad develop- 
ment they are speaking for themselves, 
their principals, their customers and the 
general pnblic. If they will be as eloquent 
and energetic in talking up improved and 
cheapened transportation as in pushing 
their own proper business, they will exert 
a great influence throughout the State in 
behalf of our commercial progress. 



cherished ideals. It is solely for the sake 
of loyalty to genuine journalism we have 
turned our back on fakes and lotteries, and 
in our devotion to that principle we count 
it as nothing whether there is any pecuni- 
ary profit in it or not. 

POE BITER IMPROVEMENT, 

The Senate proposes to co-operate with 
the Governor in urging action by the War 
Department to improve our rivers. Its 
resolution recently adopted was timely and 
forcible. It is full of "reasons for the 
prompt initiation of the work. 

The Government has pursued a most 
niggardly policy toward California in this 
respect. For years it has done little more 
than to pull up a few snags in the Sacra- 
mento River. Congress has made in- 
adequate appropriations, and even of 
those a large part remains unex- 
pended. Government engineers have 
repeatedly reported in favor of ex- 
tensive works, and have set forth their 
plans. They have even gone somewhat be- 
yond their professional functions to show 
the commercial value of the proposed work. 
Memorials and representations without 
number have been addressed to Congress 
and the War Department without any ap- 
preciable effect. 

With what is now available in the hands 
of the department a good beginning can be 
made. The excuse can no longer be made 
that improvement is wasting money while 
hydraulic debris is being run into the 
rivers. That has been settled by the 
courts and the Government. Immediate 
action is needed. In a few months the grain 
movement will beirin. It will start on low 
water and every sand bank in the Sacra- 
mento and Feather rivers will be money 
out of the pockets of our farmers and into 
the treasury of the Southern Pacific. 

The Senate resolution is aimed merely at 
immediate expenditure of the amounts re- 
maining in the hands of the Secretary of 
War. but that is only a little of the amount 
needed. What is required is a general 
comprehensive scheme involving the clear- 
ing of the channels of the fivers, the regu- 
lation of their flow, and the handling of 
surplus flood water. The problem is 
large and difficult on account of the short 
and sharp descent of the mountain tribu- 
taries of the main rivers, but engineering 
science has prepared plans for its solution, 
and only money is needed to carry them 
out. 

When there was talk of the visit of a 
Congressional committee to examine the 
merits of San IYdro aud Santa Monica as 
deep-water harbors, it was intended to 
have the committee go up our rivers and 
see for themselves what we needed. The 
latest intimation from Washington is that 
the committee will not visit the coast as a 
body, but that several members will come 
and look around for themselves. In that 
event arrangements should be made 
to take them in hand and give 
them all possible information on this 
subject. 

No doubt our own delegation in Con- 
gress will do what they can to secure 
what is required in this matter, but they 
are only a few among many. Congress 
has been worked so much for minor and 
often unworthy schemes of river improve- 
ment that something of suspicion attaches 
to the efforts of members to secure appro- 
priations in the interest of their constitu- 
ents. The personal knowledge and in- 
fluence of a few Eastern Senators and 
Representatives would go far to set our 
case right. When a member from New 
York or Louisiana gets up to tell Congress 
that the rivers of California drain a valley 
capable of supporting ten million inhab- 
itants, and that they only need improve- 
ment to transport the bulk of its products, 
the statement will command consideration. 



creased about two millions over that of the 
previous year. Three leading mines show- 
ing the largest output are properties that 
were abandoned some years ago. The 
quartz-mining industry has improved and 
a number of hydraulic mines have be- 
gun producing under the new law. 

Altogether the prospects for the coming 
year are favorable. The outlook for crops 
was never 'better at this time of the year: 
the building of the valley road will stimu- 
late business in many wavs; confidence is 
reviving and there is a general disposition 
to put the best foot foremost, which is sure 
to tell in the record of the new year. 

The Boston Jferald exultingly claims 
that the Bostonians are growing warmer 
and more enthusiastic in their manners, 
and as a proof of it cites the fact that a few 
years ago audiences, however pleased, 
would content themselves with hand- 
clapping and stamping of feet, but now the 
noise has flown to their throats, and cries 
and shouts are common with the women 
as well as with the men. Being Bostonian 
this, of course, will be accounted as a de- 
velopment of culture, but if a San Fran- 
cisco audience should cheer at a theater it 
would be called wild and woolly and we 
should hear lectures on the manners of 
jay towns.

MAKING A HOME MAEKET. 

When the manufacturers of California I 
cjine to consider in detail the problem of j 
tihding at home a market for their goods 
they must not overlook the fundamental 
truth that there can never be a market for 
goods that are not known to the consumer. 
I,ocal patriotism and enlightened public 
sentiment can do much to foster, encour- 
age and support California industries, but 
the people must first know that the indus- 
tries exist. The Californian most loyal to 
California products can hardly be expected 
to order California goods if he does not 
know that there are any such goods. 

The trade journals of California show a 
rich array of Eastern advertising, but a 
very scant amount of advertising by Cali- 
fornia producers. The merchant must of 
necessity purchase those things that are 
advertised, for he does not know of the 
others, nor do his customers. In this way 
the Eastern dealers get the Pacific Coast 
market, not because Pacific Coast people 
prefer Eastern goods, but because they 
have no choice. The proposition is too 
plain to require extended argument. The 
simplest statement of the case is sufficient. 
No possible patriotism, no possible public 
sentiment, can get people to buy goods 
they never heard of. Our manufacturers 
must support their trade journals. They 
must advertise. 



SPIRIT OF THE PRESS. 

It undoubtedly is true that the Government 
was held up by the great foreign bankers in 
the late bond sale as a poor widow is held up 
by a pawnbroker when she is obliged to raisa 
money on her furniture. But it is irrational to 
rail at the banker. It is the trade of the money- 
lender to bleed persons in need, whether lie 
does business in a great international bank or 
a petty pawnshop. They who fall into hands 
of money-lenders should blame only their own 
imprudence.— Portland Oregonian. 

The libel bill now before the Cn'.iinrnia Legis- 
lature provides that a newspaper may publish, 
without liability for libel, a report of a com- 
plaint sworn to before a proper ofliciaL The 
justice of such a law seems too obvious for 
serious opposition. When an action is begun 
in the courts the allegations submitted under 
oath become public property, for the proceed- 
ings of courts arc open to the public and it is 
right that they should be so.— Albuquerque 
Citizen.

A BUSINESS EEVIEW. 

The San Francisco Commercial Herald 
and Market Review* has published its sum- 
mary of the business of San Francisco for 
1894. It lias been prepared with the care 
and fullness that the community has 
learned to expect of that journal. 

Comparatively speaking, it is a favorable 
statement. The year opens*) under the in- 
fluence of the panic of 1893 and closed with 
a long spell of bad weather, which had an 
unfavorable effect upon business. Still 
during the year there was an improvement 
in nearly all lines of trade. 

The agitation regarding the tariff and 
silver caused merchants to restrict their 
purchases, yet we have to chronicle an im- 
port trade of $38.ol4,686 from foreign and 
$38,000,000 from domestic sources. Prices 
of produce have been low, and there was a 
partial failure of the wheat and barley 
crops, despite which we exported by rail 
and sea to the value of $70,072,358. In this 
connection it may be noted that the total 
shipments from the State by rail were in 
excess of 645,000 tons, the largest ever 
known, and 20 percent greater than those 
of 1893. Fruit constituted about 42 per 
cent of the total. . 

Freight rates have been raised somewhat 
during the year, but the increase in certain 
westbound rates will help our manufac- 
turers. The output of San Francisco man- 
ufactures, valued at $104,000,000. shows in 
most lines an improvement over 1893, and 
is a fair exhibit for a dull year. 

Building in the city has been the lowest 
in many years, aggregating only $4,767,074 
in the value of contracts. 

Our savings banks show a decrease in re- 
sources of a million during the vear, which 
is accounted for by the fact that two banks 
have gone out of existence. Loans on real 
estate have been reduced about two millions 
from the same cause, but the banks are in 
excellent condition, the commercial banks 
have increased their resources about four 
millions and their deposits about six mil- 
lions, with a slight decrease in loans and 
discounts. 

Intimately connected with the interests 
of the city is the state of our mining indus- 
try. The output of gold for the State in-

"Iknow of no city in the country where the 
people so uncomplainingly endure the exac- 
tions of gas, telephone and water monopolies 
as in San Francisco." said E. B. Haight, an ex- 
tensive gaspipe manufacturer of Boston, at the 
Taloce yesterday. "The question of cheap gas 
is one which vitally interests every city, and 
where charges are exorbitant the only remedy 
possible is competition, and that lie's in the 
people. Sometimeago a numberof influential 
and determined citizens of Boston started a 
crusade for dollar gas, and that rate has been 
practically secured. The evidence that dollar 
gas is possible is supplied by. the companies 
themselves in several localities. On one street 
dividing two wards the people on one side pay 
$1 05 to one company, while just across the 
street the residents pay $1 to another. In 
Brighton, a suburb where the works of one 
company are located, that corporation charges 
*1 50 for gas, while it delivers it miles away at 
the dollar rate. Some day the people of San 
Francisco will awaken to' a realization that 
cheap gas is a possibility and they will then se- 
cure it." 

E. C. Bald, the favorite of the Press Cycling 
Club of Buffalo, X. Y'.,and one of the speediest 
riders that ever mounted a wheel, is at the 
Lick. "Eddie" is regarded somewhat in the 
light of a phenomenal in his native town. He 
first acquired national celebrity last summer 
in S[ ringCeld, Mass., when he was entered 
against some of the "crackerjacks," as the 
speedy riders are termed in wheeling parlance, 
and rede away from them in b spirited man- 
ner. When the handsome young cyclist re- 
turned home the whole town turned out to 
meet him. The schools took a vacation, bands 
played, the evening papers got out special 
editions commemorative of the wheelman's 
achievement, and the Mayor delivered a eulo- 
gistic address of welcome, in which the free- 
dom of the city and all it contained were laid 
at the feet of the youthtul prodigy who had 
brought fame to his native town.

E* B. Lupton, who own an orange and lemon 
orchard in the vicinity of Los Angeles, was at 
the Lick yesterday. In a general conversation 
upon fruit topics Mr. Lupton mentioned a new 
process for curing lemons, which recently came 
under his observation and which he believes is 
destined to come into general use among lemon- 
growers. "It was In Riverside that my atten- 
tion was called to the matter." said he, "and a 
gentleman named Devine is the first person to 
adopt the plan, although I believe it originated 
with his foreman. The lemons are carefully 
graded, after which they are placed in large 
bins to the depth of about three feet, and over 
the fruit is placed a thick layer of partially 
green alfalfa. The alfalfa is said to properly 
sweat the'lemons and give them a brilliant 
color, at the same time rendering the rind pit- 
aide. The method has been tested to the satis- 
faction of Mr. Devine, who think* it is the most 
satisfactory in results produced." 

Down In San Diego County is a new mining 
camp which, in the belief at least of B. M. Gib- 
son of that locality, who was in the city yester- 
day, is in a fair way to become famous. The 
locality is known as the Rice mining camp and 
was discovered about a year ago by two 
brothers of that name who went out thereto 
locate a bee ranch.

The Planet May Have an Atmos- 
phereThough Much Lighter 
Than Our Own. 



[The three concluding paragraphs of Pro- 
lessor Campbell s interesting and valuable ar- i 
tide naturally recall a brief contribution on 
the same subject by Professor Edward S. Holden 
to the March number of the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine. It will be noted on reading the 
following quotation from Professor Holden 
that his deductions from the Mount Hamilton 
observations do not exactly agree with the 
conclusions reached by Professor Campbell, 
who did the work. Professor Holden wrote: 

"The present opposition of Mars has been a 
very favorable one, and important observations 
have been made at Mount Hamilton. In the 
first place, Professor Campbell has shown that 
the spectra of Mars and the moon are 'identical 
in every respect.' His spectroscopic observa- 
tions exhibit no evidence of aqueous vapor on 
Mars any more than on tho moon, and prove 
that if Mars has an atmosphere at all it is very 
slight."] 

The white polar caps of Mars are by far 
the most significant features ever observed 



and disappear Moreover, dark regions 
and excessively bright regions within the 
caps are common facts of observation. It 
"certain that the melting of the caps >s 
affected by the local conditions existing 
there, and it is very important to know 
whether the conditions at any given point 
are such as to retard or to accelerate the 

"The" phenomena just described are illus- 
trated in figure I. fn the - rawing made 
Julv 19, 1892, an excessively bright spot 
(inclosed in a dotted line and marked with 
the letter X) is shown at the edge of the 
white cap. The spot lies mostly within 
the cap. Cut projecting slightly below the 
cdee. It was much more brilliant than 
the adjacent portions of the cap. II hen 
the same portion of the cap was observed 
in 1«94, Juh- 10, the southern summer was 
more advaiiced than it was when the 18BZ, 
July 19, drawing was made. [The length 
of the Martian year is 087 of our davs, or 
fortv-three days less than two of pur 
veafs. I Consequently the cap was smaller 
"on 1894, Julv 111, than on the 1892 date, but 
as the cap decreased ia size the bright spot 
X was left behind. The drawing of July 
10 shows X just detached from the main 
body bv a fine dark line. A month later, 
on August 13, the main body of thecal, 
had receded still further; the white spot X 
still remained, but had decreased in size. 
Two months later, on Octuber 12, the spot 
X had disappeared, the main body had be- 
come exceedingly small, and a little later 
that disappeared also. 

Aside from the caps, we may say the sur- 
face of Mars is made up of fairly bright and 
fairly dark regions, the contrasts between 
light and dark being about as strong as we 
see them on our moon. Now, the theory 
held by Inost astronomers II that the 
brighter regions are land and the darker 
regions are water. There are some astron- 
omers who hold exactly the op|rt>site opin- 
ion, viz.: that the brighter regions are 
water and the darker regions land. There 
are strong arguments for both tiieories and 
against both theories. The question of 
land and water is still open, though that 
is about the first question we would like to 
have definitely settled.

on that planet. They have an important I 
bearing upon the question of Martian tern- j 
peratures, upon the question of a Martian I 
atmosphere; in fact, upon all the questions i 
relating to the habitability of that interest- 
ing planet. 

The caps are likewise the easiest features 
to observe. They were discovered more 
than two centuries ago with the imperfect 
telescopes of that day. We have a drawing 
made at Paris in 1704, by Muraldi, which 
shows very plainly the white spots sur- 
rounding the north and south poles of 
Mars. Maraloi further called attention to 
the fact that they had been observed many 
times in the fifty years preceding 1704. 
Their snowy-white color and their location 
in the arctic and antarctic regions soon led 
astronomers to suspect that they were anal- 
ogous to the snow and ice caps which con- 
stantly cover the polar regions of the earth, 
llowever, it was not until the years 1781-83 
that the analogy was firmly established. 

At that time, more than a century ago. 
Sir William Herschel observed that the 
caps diminished in size as the Martian 
summer came on, and increased in size 
with the advent of the Martian winter, j 
In other words, he proved that they waxed | 
and waned with the seasons, just as the 
earth's polar snows do. He found in June, j 
1781, that the south polar cap covered all i 
the region lying between the pole and 00 | 
deg. south latitude: whereas, in the follow- I 
ing October the cap had melted away until I 
it extended only from the pole to latitude i 
85 deg. Herscliel's important discovery of | 
the waxing and waning of the caps was i 
quickly verified by other astronomers; and 
such is the ease with which the caps may 
be seen that any person possessing a good 
3-inch telescope can observe these impres- 
sive phenomena taking place. This wax- 



the melting of the polar caps have a bear- 
ing upon that question? They do. pro- 
vided we can get satisfactory answers to 
the following questions: 

First, do the excessively bright reeions 
within the caps— the hrieh't portions which 
project out beyond the edges of the caps— 
and the isolated white spot- just outside 
the edges, which are left behind as the 
caps grow smaller— do these lie at the 
same places year after year ? 

Second, are these bright regions located 
on the dark or light fixed areas on the 
planet? 

We have carefully examined the most 
important recent drawings of the south 
polar cap with reference to answering 
those questions. At the 1892 opposition of 
Mars the Lick observers noted four con- 
spicuous bright areas at the edge of the 
cap, at which the melting of the white 
material was manifestly retarded. At the 
opposition of 1894, just passed, we ob- 
served three similar areas, which occupied 
identically the same positions as three of 
the four* areas observed in 1892. The 
fourth one was not observed in 1S94, for 
the reason that when observations were be- 
gun the cap had already retreated much 
closer to the pole than the 1MB spot was. 
The regions on which the melting was 
most retarded in 1394 agree exactly in posi- 
tion with those observed in 1892, and I 
have no doubt that the same regions will 
similarly retard the melting when the 
planet is again oDserved in 1896. The posi- 
tions of the four regions observed in 1892 — 
the first, second and fourth of which were 
observed in 18*r4 — are indicated bv the fol- 
lowing longitudes and latitudes:

ing and waning of the caps with the sen- 
sons is one of the very few facts we reallv 
know about the planet. It was so well es"- 
tablished by Herschel and succeeding as- 
tronomers that observers of Mars no longer 
pay special attention to it. They devote 
themselves proj^erly to the unsettled prob- 
lems. It is an interesting fact, however, 
that at the opposition of Mars just past the 
south polar cap melted awav and disap- 
peared entirely. That fact, "noted by a 
score of observers, was never known to 
have occurred before. If the caps are com- 
posed of snow— which is probable but by 
no means certain— the Martian antarctic 
explorer would have had an easy time get- 
ting to the south pole and its environs. 

The purpose of this article is not to re- 
count the well-known facts concerning the 
caps, nor to discuss their bearing upon the 
problem of life on that planet, but to call 
attention to a very significant truth which 
the south polar cap. as observed at Lick 
Observatory in 1*92 and 1*94, has revealed 
to ns. 

Sir William Herschel found that the 
north cap of the planet lias its center ex- 
actly at the pole, whereas the south cap 
has its center six degrees or eight degrees 
from the pole. When the south cap It 
very small, as it always is during summer 
in that hemisphere of Mars, it does not 
cover the pole of the planet, but lies en- 
tirely to one side of the pole. That fact 
has been fully verified and established bv 
many astronomers. Evidently the melt- 
ing of the south cap is affected bv local 
conditions, otherwise the cap would be 
situated exactly at the pole. 

Again, in 1845, with the then "great'' 
Cincinnati telescope, Mitrljel detected an 
irregularity at the edge of the south cap 
which he suggested might be due to a 
mountain at that point. 

Every observer of Mars is now well ac- 
quainted with the fact that the caps in 
waning do not preserve an exactly circular

Do these four regions lie on bright or 
dark portions of the planet's surface? Let 
us compare them with a map of Mars. In 
Figure 2 we have reproduced Schiaparelli's 
map of the regions about the south pole, 
which is incomparably the best map that 
we possess. The pure white near the pole 
is the small remnant of the polar cap near 
the close of the Martian summer. It wiil 
be seen, bv the way. that it does not cover 
the pole, out is about six degrees to one 
side of it. The four fairly bright regions, 
supposed by some to be land and bv others 
to be water, are includedd between the 
following limits of longitude and latitude: 

J-Longltudea 18" 70=, latitudes 81- to 72' s. 
a-I/micltiides 140" to 1H6". latitude! 55" to 71" s

A comparison of this table and the pre- 
ceding one shows that the bright spots and 
projections seen at the edge of the polar 
cap in 1892 and again in 1S94 were located 
on Schiaparelli's four bright regions. The 
obvious conclusion is that on these bright 
regions, or at least on parts of them, the 
melting of the polar cap is most retarded. 
On the earth we are accustomed to see the 
snow linger longest on high land and in 
mountainous regions. AVhether the Mar- 
tian polar caps consist of snow or of some 
other chemical compounds which we know 
can be precipitated in the form of white 
Hakes, the conclusion to be drawn is that 
tn-hiaparelli's four oright regions, at least 
in part, are elevated or mountainons. 
Thus, if we can reason from analocv to the 
earth, the brighter areas on Mars are land. 

The results of my spectroscopic observa- 
tions of Mars have often been misunder- 
stood and incorrectly stated. I have even 
seen the statement that they disprove the) 
existence of an atmosphere on that planet. 
What my observations really proved is 
something very different from that ; and I 
take thi> opportunity to correct the mis- 
understanding. While the spectroscope 
did not detect an atmosphere. I said in my 
paper on the subject, "The observations 
do not prove that Mars has no atmosphere, 
but they set a superior limit to the rrfin? 
of such an atmosphere." and my final re- 
sult was that the atmosphere could not be 
more than "one-fourth as extensive as our 
own. ' 

I further expressed the belief "that the 
polar caps are conclusive evidence of an 
atmosphere and aqueous vapor." If the 
paper were to be written again, the word 
"aqueous would be omitted. The vapor 
may be "aqueous," but the observations do 
not prove that it is. 

If the Martian atmosphere is one-fourth 
as extensive as our owu. its density at the 
planet s surface is onlv one-teiith the 
density of our atmosphere at sea level.

NEW TO-DAY-DRY GOODS. 



At the meeting of the Doctor's Daughters' 
Society yesterday afternoon San Fran- 
cisco's society people showed their de- 
termination to reform the present system 
of carrying accidentally injured persons to 
the hospital in a patrol wagon, and further 
than that to establish a school for first aid 
to the injured that will do away with much 
of the suffering now endured as the result 
of the system in vogue. 

Between Polk street and Van Ness avenue 
a close rank of private carriages proved the 
strong interest taken by society in the 
matter. Within the doors of the Century 
Club rooms, which are used by the Doctor's 
Daughters, the heavy scent of violets and 
swish of silks told of the presence of the 
fashionable women of the city. They were 
crowded together, now and then exchang- 
ing whispers, but all the talk was of 
bandages, linanients, splints, tourniquets 
and the various accompaniments of a 
hospital ward or an ambulance. 

Two big D's in yellow flowers behind the 
presiding officer's chair made a basis for 
the rest of the very elaborate decorations 
that had been arranged by the young la- 
dies of the society. Lilies and trailing 
vines were at every point of vantage, and 
at the end of the hall was a well-equipped 
refreshment-room where tea, cocoa, choco- 
late and such things were in readiness for 
the tired or faint. 

When Kev. Dr. Mackenzie called the 
meeting to order he spoke strongly of the 
power of women in matters of illness or 
accident, and while complimenting the 
Doctor's Daughters on the inception oilheir 
work urged them to further etforts. As a 
practical example of what should first be 
done in matters of accidental injurv Or. 
Mackenzie referred the members of the 
society to Dr. G. B. Somers, who would 
show "what could be done with the mysteri- 
ous "emergency-box," concerning 'which 
soft whispers had been floating around 
ever since the meeting had opened. 

Dr. Somers then told the ladies what 
they ought to do in certain cases of acci- 
dental injury, aud had an assistant about 
12 years old, whom he said, "We will call 
Dr. Merrill." Then Dr. Somers told how 
horribly the injured were tortured by being 
carted around town in a patrol wagon, 
without medical attendance until the hos- 
pital was reached. The young assistant 
was a rosy-cheeked, big-eyed hoy when 
Dr. Somers started with him, but when 
the Receiving Hospital phvsician had 
finished showing what might be done with 
the box and an energetic mother the boy 
looked like a mummy. 

There were bandages and plasters all 
over his diminutive anatomy, and as he 
posed as an example of what could be done 
with the "box" the ladies burst into 
hearty laughter at the sight presented. 
"Kemcmber," said Dr. homers, "that 
when a boy is hurt the old paternal advice 
still is good, and he is 'taken to his 
mother.' If mothers have these boxes and 
know how to use them young lives may be 
saved." And when the physician said 
this it was writ plain in every woman's 
face that she was going to have and use 
when necessary an "emergency-box" with 
all the bandages, lotions and plasters 
necessary for half a dozen injured boys. 

When Dr. Somers had shown what could 
be done by an enthusiastic Doctor's Daugh- 
ter and the weaknesses of the present sys- 
tem of transferring the accidentally in- 
jured to the hospital, Dr. Greenleaf of the 
United States army chatted to the ladies 
about the ambulance system in the army. 
"Dr. Somers has told you," said Dr. Green- 
leaf, "that the average number of daily 
accidents is thirty or forty. Therefore in 
a year you practically deal with the 
wounded of the most disastrous battles 
known in history. To do that in any form 
nothing less than a perfected ambulance 
system is competent." 

Dr. Greenleaf told of the excellence of 
the American ambulance service, and 
showed that it has practically been adopted 
by the armies of the world. The conclu- 
sion was logical. San Francisco should 
have an ambulance service proportionate 
to her standing as a city. 

When Dr. Greenleaf had concluded Dr. 
DeWitt Bpoke to the society on the neces- 
sity for compact organization. By this 
time all the ladies present were so en- 
thusiastic that it seemed likely that Doc- 
tor's Daughters with "emergency-boxes" 
would to-day be more numerous than 
mendicants. Pretty women talked of im- 
mediate aid to the injured with all the 
facility of old hospital practitioners, and 
then there was a rustle of silk gowns and 
the rooms that had echoed with surgical 
terms were filled with melodv, while Frank 
Coffin, Mrs. McKee and Miss Tonillou 
rendered clear music to the ladies, who 
sipped tea or chocolate. There were 
present:

They have made up their minds to have 
an ambulance service in San Francisco fit 
to meet the daily requirements. 

"We will furnish thefambulance," said 
Miss Crocker, "if the city will adopt its 
use. If not we will do "the best we can 
with our emergency-boxes, which we hope 
will be used in every place where acci- 
dents are apt to happen.

Th? settlement of the war between China 
and Japan is likely to result in a decided 
change in the geography of Asia. So far 
neither England nor Kussia has made any 
open claims as to what thev wantof China, 
but the ports of Asia are full of all sorts of 
rumors. It is well known that the Rus- 
sians are making their surveys of the har- 
bors on the east coast of Korea, with an 
i ii a of making one of them the terminus 
of the trans-Siberian road, and the latest 
inside news is that the English have 
offered the Chinese a large sum of money 
in exchange for the island of Formosa. 
China can hardly hope to raise money 
from her own people without a revolution 
and the consequent establishment of a 
new Government. The empire, in fact, is 
tottering, and the people neither care for 
the war nor for the Government. In the 
word? of a leading business man of Shang- 
hai, in a letter which I have received dur- 
ing the past w«-ek, thev consider the 
trouble wi'h the Japanese" the Emperor's 
"pigeon'' or business. He has got into 
it. th. y gay. now let him get out of it. 
There is no land in the world where taxes 
ar. so low, nor, strange as it mav seem to 
s:iy si>. w here the people have "so much 
power, and where the Government is to 
such a large extent republican. The Chi- 
nese will not be able to pay the indemnity 
demanded by Japan except by givinir up 
>t mortgaging some of their territory. The 
result ia, the outlying provinces of China 
» ill be in the market. 

Few people have any idea of the im- 
mense extent of territory which China has 
outside of the empire proper. It is larger 
•hail the whole United States, and it is 
more than all Europe. Manchuria, which 
lies to the northeast of China, and on the 
edge of which the Japanese troops have 
bl i a fighting, is equal to ten States the size 
of Ohio, or eight the size of New York. 
Mongolia, further to the westward, isabout 
half as big as the whole United States, and 
the imn.ense province of Hi is about as 
large as one-third of our whole territory. 
Thibet practically belongs to China, and it 
is about twelve times as big as New York 
State. The Japanese got into Manchuria 
when they fonght at the mouth of the 
Yaloo River, and they have been march- 
ing through the couatry and pushing 
their way up to the capital — the city 
of Moukden. It is by no means an im- 
JK)ssibility that the Japanese may ask 
for a slice of Manchuria, and if so 
some wonders in the way of mineral wealth 
may be expected through its development. 
The gold mines of Russia undoubtedly run 
down to the mountains of Manchuria and 
Mongolia. There was quite a gold excite- 
ment in the Manchurian mountains about 
four years ago, and both gold and silver 
have been found. The country is fertile, 
and it surprised me to find that opium 
could profitably be raised so far north. It 
was introduced about thirty years ago. and 
the country now produces" more than a 
million pounds of opium a vear. It also 
produces good tobacco, and it has vast 
areas of fine forests. Japan has practically 
no timber left, and the country would be 
of great value to her. It would act as a 
bulwark between China and Korea, and the 
Mikado would no longer need to fear that 
the Emperor might form an alliance with 
the King of Korea. 

The inhabitants of both Manchuria and 
Mongolia care but little for China. They 
are of a different race, and they would ac- 
cept tbe government of the Japanese quite 
as readily as that of Peking. I met many 
of these men during my stay in Asia. I 
first came in contact with them in the 
Chinese capital. I traveled with them on 
my way to the great wall, and 1 saw hun- 
dreds of them in my journeys through 
Siberia. The Mongols have a market in 
Peking. It is just hack of the English lega- 
tion, and the houses surrounding a great 
square here are owned by them, and the 
court is rilled with camels and greasy Man- 
churians. All of the trade of Manchuria 
and Mongolia is carried on camels. They 
bring coal, skins and bean cake from the 
imrth down through the great wall into 
< hina, and carry brick, tea and all kinds 
of merchandise back. I have seen 500 
( amels in a single caravan slowly moving 
along in single tile over the country. I 
have traveled for miles side by side with 
these camels, talking through an interpeter 
with the copper-faced men and women who 
rode them, and I have again and again 
been threatened by the fiercer of the lead- 
ers as I passed them on my way through 
the country. 

I was surprised at the size of the Tartars. 
They are big men. many of them six feet 
in height, and their features are for all the 
world like those of our American Indians. 
Their complexion is about the same, and 
their ej'es are less almond in shape than 
those of the Chinese. They have fierce 
eyes, which look out at you over high 
cheekbones and under thick fur caps. 
They dress in sheepskin, and both women 
and men wear pantaloons, and the women 
ride astride. I remember one girl who 
passed me on a camel. Her divided skirt 
was made of sheepskin with the fur turned 
Inward, and her fur cap was pulled well 
down over her eyes. I said "Good-day" to 
her as we passeu, and her old Tartar hus- 
band whipped up his camel and put his 
hand on his knife as I came up. I looked 
him in the eye and said, "How do you do ?" 
He answered by mocking me and gave me 
to understand that I had better keepaway. 
Had I not had a good party of men around 
me I doubt not that he would have as- 
tauited me. 

There are no camels in the world like 
these Mongolian beasts. The camels of 
Africa and India have short hair like that 
of a fairly well groomed horse. The 
climate is warm, and they need little pro- 
tection. These camels of Mongolia are 
covered w ith wool which hangs in great 
locks down from all parts of their bodies.

country of temples. I was within ninety 
miles of Thibet during my stay in Harjil- 
ling, in the Himalaya mountains, and the 
Thibetans whom I saw both here and in 
Peking were about the same as the Mon- 
gols. I am told that the people of both 
countries do little but swing prayer wheels, 
drink whisky and keep themselves dirty. 
I heard great stories about their monaster- 
ies and temples. Some of the Thibetan 
towns are a mere collection of temples, and 
some of their monasteries have copper 
roofs plated with gold. Lhassa, the Thib- 
etan capital, has about 15,000 people, and 
the most of these are priests. The Chinese 
bulldoze the Thibetans and the Mongol- 
ians, and they bluff them into a sort of 
dependence on* them. The Thibetans and 
Mongolian priests whom I saw in Thibet 
were dressed in bright yellow gowns. They 
were, as a rule, broad-shouldered, thick- 
nosed, high-chcek-boned fellows, with 
small twinkling black eyes. They are 
shrouded in ignorance and superstition 
and they are intolerant in the extreme. 

There are a number of Buddhist book- 
stores in Peking, and the Chinese capital 
has one street which is devoted to nothing 
else but bookstores. There are publishing- 
houses there which are devoted to the pub- 
lishing of Buddhist books. The books are 
cut out on blocks, and are not set up from 
type. Some of the editions are costly, 
and some of the richer priests prefer to 
have their books written out bv hand. 

The Mongols have but one wife, though 
the richer of them often have concubines. 
It is far different in Thibet, as I learned

The chief business of the Tartars is cat- 
tle-breeding, and they have large flocks of 
sheep. These sheep have fat tails, and I 
saw some tails which weighed. I was told, 
from thirty to forty pounds. When a sheep 
is very fat it is sometimes necessary to tie 
a little sled under his tail in order that it

The province 
of Hi is ruled by a military governor, and 
in outer Mongolia there is a great llama, 
much like the one at Thibet, who 
is a sort of a living Buddha, and 
who rules the country.

His capital is known 
as Urga, and it is the biggest city in Mon- 
golia. It contains about .'50,000 people, and 
these are priests. The big llama or living 
Buddha is said to have 150,000 slaves, and 
he has quite an imposing palace. The 
people reverence him, and the Chinese rule 
this part of the country through him.

Within the 
past few years, however, it has become 
an article of commerce, and great bales 
of it are shipped to London. I saw some 
overcoats in China which were made from 
it. They looked like chinchilla coats, but 
they were wonderfully light and very 
warm. The natural color of the wool is 
a rich dark brown. It is now being used 
bv the Chinese in making rugs and beauti- 
ful carpets so soft that you seem to be 
walking on velvety moss when you pass 
over them are made from it. The rugs are 
wonderfully cheap, and I am surprised that 
they are not shipped to the United States. 
These camels have, as a rule, two humps, 
which are said to be pure fat and are de- 
licious, if properly cooked. Their feet are 
soft and spongy, and they become worn 
out in traveling over the rough roads of 
North China. In going through the Nan- 
kow Pass, about 100 miles north of Peking. 
I passed over the road which has formed 
the leading highway between Manchuria 
and Mongolia for centuries. It is filled 
with ragged granite rock and is terribly 
hard on the tender-footed camels. Some 
of the beasts I saw bad their feet worn to 
shreds, and some of them limped terribly. 
The Mongols let them go as long as 
they can, and when their feet become 
raw, they wiU patch them. They do this 
by throwing the animal on its side and 
tying its feet together. They next bind 



the tea is made are about ten inches 
square, seven inches wide and three inches 
thick. They look like chocolate and are 
sometimes made in smaller sizes. In ad- 
dition to this, they eat buttermilk, curds 
and whey. They are very foiid of intox- 
icating liquors, and thev have a beer made 
of marcs' milk upon which they keep them- 
selves about half drunk. Their mutton is 
frozen at the beginning of winter, and the 
weather is so cold that it will keep until 
spring. It is said in Thibet that mutton 
can be kept for years. The air -is very dry 
and very cold, and after a few days the 
flesh becomes so dry that it can be pow- 
dered with the hand and be stored away I 
like flour. The Thibetans use this mutton 
without cooking, and it is said not to need 
salt. 

The Mongols are more religious than the 
Chinese. They may be calk- 1 almost a na- 
tion of Buddhists, though there are a few 
Mohammedans among them. They have 
a number of temples inside of Peking and 
there are about 1500 of these people who 
live in the Chinese capital. The biggest 
monastery in Peking is owned by the 
Mongols and the Thibetans. It has hun- 
dreds of priests, and they are the most 
intolerant and superstitious of their kind. 
Foreigners arc by no means safe in going 
through it. They are liable to be mobbed, 
and it is only by bribing anil fighting that

of leprosy cases and a minute descrip- 
tion of the same, the little book 
was taken back to the Health Olfice and 
further information asked regarding our 
annual birth rate. With a kind but pitying 
glance the official opened the little volume 
and showed three pages of statistics of 
births under the page-headings "Mortuary 
Statistics." Here it was ascertained that 
during the fiscal year ending June. 1894, 
there were 3WH births recorded; that for 
five years ending June, 18!H, the annual 
oirth rate had averaged 3015. 

But. taken in connection with the average 
recorded death rate of something over 
0000, these figures are not much more 
agreeable reading than the list of diseases 
treated at the Almshouse and hospitals 
during the same period. 

The Half-million Club need not despair, 
however, in spite of appearances. The 
trouble is not that there are notasuilicient 
number of births, presumably, but that 
the law ordering the reporting of births to 
the authorities is disregarded and neg- 
lected. The deaths are all reported, of 
necessity, and the statistics regarding mar- 
riages art easy to obtain. But as to the 
births, the officials state that residents, and 
even physicians, are very remiss and care- 
less in the matter of reporting them. An 
exception to this must be made in favor of 
foreigners, especially natives of countries

Above me, on the mountain-top, my 
neighbor, the poet, has a garden of roses. 

He has terraced the mountain for iMOfcet 
or more, and has converted the terraces 
into masses of beautiful blossoms. There 
are red roses, pink roses, white, yellow, and 
sonic, indeed, that are almost black. The' 
humming-birds, the bees, the butter- 
flies all revel in their sweetness. Tiicir 
fragrance tills the air, and their beauty de- 
lights the eye. 1 love to go and sit in the 
garden of my neighbor, the poet. 

But just below me, in a warm, sheltered 
nook, where the mountain seems to have 
sat down and "made a lap" to hold it, my 
neighbor, the farmer, has also a garden of 
roses. It covers many acres of goodly brown 
soil, which he keeps free from every 
weed or blade of grass that might 
filch a bit of moisture or food 
from his garden. Just now, too, it is a 
nia>s 01 iragrant bloom, a pink and white 
sea that tosses and ripples in the breeze, as 
though the papers were not full of stories of 
blizzards and storms and March winds 
blowing elsewhere. 

Not to be outdone by either neighbor, I, 
too, have a garden of roses. I give it 
neither thought nor care, save to enjov it, 
as it grows, freely as the winds blow. The 
birds nave the freedom of it, and it is the 
gftthtrine place, daily, of a feathered mob, 
who flutter in and out among the leaves of 
the "pussy willows" surrounding it, but 
do not molest my tiny white roses. 

My poet neighbor calls his r'<ses by beau- 
tiful names. La France. liold of Ophir, 
filoire de Dijon, Clolh of Gold. My farmer 
neighbor knows his as poaches and pears, 
apples, cherries, plums and almonds, and 
his garden is an orchard. 

My rMCS are berries, wild blackberries 
and strawberries glowing in the ravine 
amid a tangle of swamp-willow and hazel, 
watercress and brakes. 

Each of us is right in the names we give 
our growing treasures, but L also, am right 
in calling them all rases. They are all one 
family, springing from a common stock, 
differing only as a family of children differ, 
John becoming a lawyer, Henry an editor, 
Eliza a school-teacher'and Katea musician, 
though they are all still the Browns or 
the Smiths. 

This numerous family, aristocratic I 
thougii some of its members have grown to 
be considered, is of quite humble origin. 
The type and ancestor of them all is the , 
modest brier rose of the hedgerow. 

Just what family jars (there are rose- 
jars, you know) may have induced to the ; 
many varieties in our three gardens we 
cannot say. We can only guess at the long 
Chain of events connecting the rose-nip of 
the Wayside doc-xoae bush with the golden 
pippin or the Moorpark apricot in the or- 
chard. Gray describes the rose-hip as "a ! 
strawberry turned inside out," but from 
the rose-hip to the almond seems a longer 
stride, while the almond and the straw- 
berry seem as far removed as the east is | 
from the west, although the connection is j 
very close. The whole story hinges on the : 
common instinct of all created things to : 
reproduce their kind and the struggles of I 
each to adapt itself to its environment. In j 
a wr*d, each member of this great family j 
is an example of the survival of the fittest. I

you will have other rosebushes.

vive the perils that surround the vines, 
lying as they do, on the ground, threat- 
ened by even* passing tread. 

The blackberry and the raspberry are 
near relatives of the strawberry, but in- 
stead of the seeds being imbedded in the 
fleshy receptacle they surround it, each 
seed in its separate covering. In the black- 
berry the seeds adhere to this fleshy recep- 
tacle, but in the case of the raspberries they 
come away from it in a thimble-shaped 
mass, leaving the white "hull" behind. 

This much natural selection has done for 
the rose familv. Man, carrying the select- 
ive process still further, has differentiated 
the varieties still more. He has even pro- 
duced new varieties. The nut-bearing 
almond, grafted with the peach, has pro- 
duced the nectarine, which is not a nut 
at all. 

But it is among the roses proper that 
artificial selection has produced the great- 
est number 01 changes. The varieties run 
up into the hundreds. The roses in the 
garden of my neighbor, the poet, bear 
scarcely any resemblance to the dog-roses 
that 1 find by the roadside. They are glo- 
riously double; ncarlv all their" stamens 
have turned to petioles, and they are a 
hundred fold more beautiful, more fra- 
grant. They do not reproduce their kind, 
lyeft alone they will eventually revert to 
primitive forms", but under man's fostering 
care they have become more than ever 
they eould be by the wayside, things of 
beauty and joy. 

Their meaning, their office is purely 
esthetic. They gratify our love for the 
beautiful. 

And who shall say that the garden of my 
neighbor, the poet, is less useful than that 
of my neighbor, the farmer?

GOING TO THE ALMSHOUSE. 

Destitution of a Woman Who 
Nursed Union Soldiers in 
the War. 



Harrassed by a Wound and Pov- 
erty, She Is Seeking a 
Refuge. 



After many years of disheartening battle 
with the world— old and feeble— Mrs. Nel- 
lie E. Butler, an army nurse during the 
Civil War and the widow of a Union sol- 
dier, has decided that her only refuge dur- 
ing her declining years is the Almshouse. 
She appeared at the Mayor's office yester- 
day and requested a permit to enter that 
institution. A month ago a rebel bullet, 
which had made her lame for the past 
thirty years, was extracted from her leg by 
a surgeon at the City and County Hospitai. 

When the Civil War broke out she was 
a bright, handsome young woman, and like 
many of her fair sisters in Boston, burn- 
ing to do something for the wounded sol- 
diers of the republic who suffered for want 
of care in the field hospitals of the South, 
with two other young ladies she went to 
the front and nursed the sick soldiers for 
several months. 

At Port Royal a stray bullet pierced her 
leg and she was compelled to give up her 
chosen vocation. A patient in the hospital 
named Butler had taken a deep liking to 
his gentle nurse and when she left for her 
home she had promised to become his 
wife if he should return alive. When the 
war was over thev were united and moved

Thus the family was broken up and 
separated. The flowers, the leaves, the 
order of growth all bespeak a common 
stock, and one great characteristic of the 
entire family is the tendency to produce a 
fleshy receptacle for its seeds. We saw 
this In the hard red "hip" of the dog-rose. 
We see it in the delicious white "fruit" of 
the nectarine. 

But the fruits differ widely. First, be- 
cause of natural selection ; second, through 
artificial selection on the part of man. 

Something in the soil and the surround- 
ings where the seed fell produced from the 
rose seed the primitive cherry. In the be- 
ginning those cherries that were brightest 
and most attractive in color canght the 
eyes of the creatures, birds and small 
arboreal animals, that ate them. When 
the cherries were eaten the pits were scat- 
tered abroad. These produced their kind. 
They intensified the tendency to redness 
and attractiveness. The green, the hard, 
the unattractive drupes did not get eaten

Climatic influences werealsoat work. In 
the colder northern climes the seeds had a 
smaller chance for life. So, following a 
law of nature that holds in every form of 
life, greater provision was made for repro- 
duction. The apple, the pear and the 
quince have numerous seeds where the 
plum, the peach and the apricot have but 
one. These seeds, too, are encased in a 
much warmer protective covering, a swol- 
len mass of the fruit stalks, the better to 
withstand the frosts that ripen and mellow 
the outside envelope and make it juicy and 
attractive for the distributing birds" and 
creatures that devour it. 

For this outer envelope which we call 
fruit is not the fruit at all. It is only a 
receptacle for the fruit which is hidden 
away in its heart, and to save and dis- 
tribute which the tree or vine expends much 
energy and vitality in producing these soft 
blankets. 

Sometimes these blankets are made the 
reverse of attractive, as in the case of the 
almond. By some chance fortune it came 
about that the pit of the almond, which is 
just as truly a pit as is the stone of the 
peach or the plum, drew from its surround- 
ings that which made it, instead of bitter 
and poisonous, like the others, sweet and 
toothsome. It was good to eat, and preda- 
ceous creatures soon found it out. So the 
attractiveness which was the reproductive 
salvation of the cherry, for instance. De- 
came the destruction of'tue almond. Those 
nuts fairest to look upon were seen and 
eaten. The green, hard, unattractive ones 
alone were left. These did not get very 
■widely distributed, and they onlv grew in 
very favoring places. They relied upon 
the wind and the chances that rolled them 
about, but they did reproduce their kind, 
which was extremely green and hard and 
bitter, with a comparatively hard inner 
shell to protect the toothsome meat, until 
in time we had the only true nut in the 
whole rose family. 

Technically speaking, however, they are 
all nnts. The strawberry is just as truly a 
nut as is the almond. "The strawberry is 
perhaps the most attractive of the whole 
family. What we call the berrv, however, 
is merely a receptacle for the fruit, which 
is the innumerable little hard yellow nuts, 
which we call the seeds, that defy even the 
bills of the birds, and when the berry is 
eaten pass through the creatures and are 
widely distributed, as they must be to sur- 



city's garbage 

The petition reeites that the present sys- 
tem of dumping garbage on vacant lands 
is detrimental to the public health and the 
garbage heaps are an eyesore to the com- 
munity.

The petitioners ask that the life of the 
franchise be set at fifty years as a shorter 
period would deter bidders from entering 
into competition inasmuch as a plant 
adequate for the purpose would cost in the 
neighborhood of $250,000. 

They state that if the board will order 
the bids they will enter into the competi- 
tion. 

A LAUNCH TOR ALASKA. 

Trial Trip of a Swift Little Craft to Bs 
Made To-Morrow. M 

A steam launch has just been completed 
at the National Iron Works for the Alaska 
Improvement Company, and the little 
craft will be given her trial trip to-morrow 
from Howard-street wharf. The vessel is 
40 feet in length, 9 feet beam and has a 
depth of hold of 3 feet. Her engine will be 
30 horsepower, capable of developing a 
speed of from 12 to 14 knots an hour. The 
launch goes to Alaska on the bark Har- 
vester. 

The missionary bark Hiram Bingham, 
Captain Walkup, arrived from the Mar- 
shall Islands yesterday morning. The 
vessel was built at this port, and left here 
with a party of missionaries for Jalult a 
little over a year ago. Her crew is com- 
posed of Marshall Islanders who have 
joined the church.

Prince Alberts will be short- 
ened ut least three inches, reaching only 
about an inch below the knee, while cut- 
aways will not fall lower than the knee 
joint on tall men and two inches above it 
on short men. 

It is not generally understood, even by 
tailors, that the skirts of a coat may he 
made to seem longer or shorter according 
to the position of the waist. Short men 
have been made very ridiculous these last 
months by trying to follow the craze for 
long skirts not at all adapted to their di- 
minutive persons. An artist tailor makes 
a short man seem to wear a coat with long 
skirts by merely heightening the waist, and 
does the reverse for tall men bv lowering 
the waist. 

The general tendency this spring will be 
toward coats with the waists cut lower, the 
measurements of the cutaway for a man of 
fashion-plate height, that is 5 feet 8 inches 
being 1714 inches for the waist and 36 
inches for the entire length. Covert coat 
will still be worn, but only over sack coats. 

The new designs for trousers make them 
smaller, it being generally admitted among 
men who study dress, that the majority of 
their sex are not seen to the best advantage 
in trousers of such ample dimensions as 
have been worn. Only tall, finely-made 
men with shapely legs can support the test 
of the mealbag cut, and such men in this 
country are felt to be in a minority. 80 the 
best tailors are using less materia"l and fit- 
ting the trousers more closely to the legs, 
especially below the knee. 

bpeaking of fancy waistcoats or vests, 
the latter being now the more approved 
word, those who do not care to go in for 
the extreme buckskin quality and yet wish 
to be in the fashion, will lay in for spring 
and early summer a dozen or so fancy 
vests, which will be worn in a great variety 
of patterns with a prevalence of high- 
colored reds. These vests will be worn 
with all styles of coats and will be changed 
several times a day.

Prince Alberts will be made of rough 
cheviots and vicunas, but not so the 
dress suits, the fashionable material 
here being a dull finish diagonal of fine 
wale. The statement in some recent 
fashion articles that broadcloth is com- 
ing into vogue f,, r dress suits is absolutely 
In accurate. Mr. Bell, the Fifth-avenue 
authority, who is now in London purchas- 
ing spring goods, cabled the otherday that 
there is not a yard of broadcloth in the 
English capital'fit for use. This expensive 
material rots away very quickly unless it 
is presen-ed with unusual care, zinc cases 
being necessary to protect it from de- 
teriorating. 

"This is a beautiful piece of goods, isn't 
it ?" said la Fifth-avenue tailor, showing 
me some broadcloth that seemed of the 
finest quality. "Well, look at it now," 
and giving the goods a snap he tore it in 
two Hke so much paper. "That cost us 
$9 50 a yard and it isn't worth a cent as 
you see it. It is almost impossible to get 
good broadcloth at present." 

Another point is that the velvet collar 
for dress suits has sunk back into oblivion, 
and will no longer be seen on the neck of 
any man who would be considered well 
dressed. 

After talking with many authorities on 
men's dress, I found a consensus of opinion 
that Americans, in spite of the money they 
spend on clothes, do not make as good an 
appearance as Englishmen, for the suffi- 
cient reason that the latter take more 
pains to study what becomes them and 
spend more time every day, not only in 
dressing, but in taking care of their 
clothes.

A SAILOR^ TRIBULATIONS, 

Ho Quarrels XVith His Master and Then 
Is Shipped Home as h Prisoner, 

011a Christian, who claims to be an 
American citizen, and who shipped as a 
seaman on the schooner Kmma 1.'. Knowles, 
which sailed two months ago from Phila- 
delphia for Sagua, was brought back a 
prisoner to this port on Saturday by the 
bark Nellie Smith, which left Sagua on the 
6th inst. It is claimed that Christian 
acted in an insubordinate manner 10 his 
master. Captain Mayhew, but Cnrlstian, 
in defense, s.tys that while very ill he was 
compelled bv the mate of the schooner to 
do hard work, and upon appealing to the 
captain, a son of the latter, who was stand- 
ing by, is said to have struck him. Chris- 
tian then laid his case before the American 
Consul at Sagua, who turned him over to 
a physician, who had him taken to a hos- 
pital. After being four days in the hos- 
pital Christian charges that he was dragged 
from the institution and thrown into 
prison at Tobasco, where he remained for 
nine days, .lust at this time the American 
Consul is said to have offered Christian 
one month's extra pay if he would relin- 
quish all claims on Captain Mayhew, but 
tnis Christian refused to do and then the 
Consul decided to send him back to Phila- 
delphia. The matter is now in the hands 
of the United States Commissioners, who, 
on the arrival here of Captain Mayhew of 
the Knowlcs, now on her way to this port, 
will hold a court of inquiry. Christian 
worked on the Nellie Smith on her voyage 
here and seven days ago he claims that 
Chief Officer Brown of that vessel cut him 
over the right eye for refusing to go aloft. — 
Philadelphia Ledger.

COUNT MUNSTER'S RECEPTION 



The PaMs Embassy a Miniature 
Fatherland for the Gay 
Occasion. 



Paris, Feb. R. 1S9.">.— The Germans in 
Paris celebrated last Sunday the birthday 
anniversary of their Emperor. There was 
a banquet at the German embassy, and in 
the evening the Kmhassu'lor, Count von 
Monster, held an official reception, in the 



Here, on a console, is a small copy of the 
Luxor obelisk. 

The tliroiieroom is usually called Salon 
iles Qaatre Saisons, or Hall of the Pour 
Seasons, because of the panels on the walls. 
Only for extraordinary receptions is the 
throne placed in this room. Ordinarily the 
throne is in a smaller room lioside this one, 
uniler a baldaquin of crimson velvet, the 
gold fringe of which fall upon Wintorhal- 
ter's portrait of William L Draped in a 
mantle of blue velvet and ermine, the old 
Emperor looks severe and warlike. 

The Salon des ljuatre Saisons is blue 
and gold, and besides Robert's four alle- 
gorical pictures, of which I have already 
spoken, it is laden with decorations of the 
purest empire style. 

Two drawing-rooms, also used for official 
receptions, are near the throneroom. The 
first is furnished in green and gold, the 
second decorated with marble and jasper. 
On the doors are bas-reliefs of eagles and 
swans, medalions of musicians — Gluck, 
Ramaeu, Zucchini — and everywhere are 
dolphins, disporting themselves in the 
midst of little cupids. Passing through 
two more drawing-rooms — one furnished 
in red, the other in yellow, both decorated 
with mosaic mantelpieces — we reach the 
bedroom of Prince Eugene, now occupied 
by the Embassador. This is upholstered 
in blue satin, and the bedstead has won- 
derfully carved columns decorated with 
bronze. The curtains at the foot of the 
bed conceal a large Venetian glass pierced 
in the center by a cannon-shot. The hole 



is said to be a handsome one, has signed 
more important state papers and been 
kissed by more important men than the 
hand of any other (jueen that ever lived. 
The Queen does a great deal of political 
work of which the public rarely hears.

Motion- and Substitute— J. R. S., City. If in 
an assembly a member makes a motion. .it re- 
ceives a second, is voted upon and is declared 
carried, it stands, and that is the end of the 
proceeding unless some one who voted with 
the majority moved to reconsider it and it is 
reconsidered. After a motion has been carried 
a substitute for it is not in order and cannot be 
entertained, as that is not according to parlia- 
mentary usage. When a motion is made, be- 
fore a vote Is taken, an amendment may be 
offered; and if that is not satisfactory an 
amendment may be offered to the amendment, 
but no two amendments to an amendment 
can be entertained. If the amendment to an 
amendment is not satisfactory it must be voted 
down and then o new amendment offered. If, 
however, a number of these amendments to 
amendments are not satisfactory a memt»er 
may move a substitute for the whole, provided 
the subject of it isgermane tothe ether. There 
is no such thing recognized as a substitute for 
a motion just previously offered and regularly 
carried. A chairman that rules that a so- 
called substitute takes the place of an unre- 
consldered motion would do well to read up 
some of the many books on parliamentary law. 
A motion to declare the previous motion illegal 
would certainly be ruled out of order bv any 
presiding officer who knows anything about 
parliamentary rulings.

The German Embassador was assisted in 
receiving by his daughter. Countess Marie 
von Mtinster. who wore a very becoming 
blue and white toilet. The Countess Marie 
is one of the most interesting personalities 
of the diplomatic corps in Paris. As the 
Count von Munster is a widower the Coun- 
tess Marie is her father's constant com- 
panion—she presides at his table and en- 
tertains his friends. She does not care for 
ttie gayeties of Parisian life, but never fails 
in any of the duties which devolve upon 
her position. The Countess Marie is very 
fond of pets and is always accompanied by 
beautiful dogs. Her kindness of heart, her 
sweet disposition are proverbial. She is a

regular attendant of the American Church, 
in the Avenue de 1'Alma. and much in- 
terested in the charitable work of the con- 
gregation. 

The Countess Marie speaks English with- 
out the slightest accent. Shcisan especial 
favorite of the Empress Frederick, who, in 
1892, spent ten days at the German em- 
bassy in Paris. Count von Munster be- 
longs to an old Hanoverian family, and his 
first services were given to the little king- 
dom of Hanover. He represented King 
George at St. Petersburg, when war was 
declared between Prussia and Austria. 
Afterward (1886) Hanover was incorpo- 
rated with Prussia and Count von Mun- ' 
ster entered the Prussian diplomatic serv- 
ice. For twelve years he was German Em- 
bassador in London, and when, in 1885, 
Prince von Hohenlohe was named Statt- 
halter of Alsace- Lorraine, Count von 
M inster was appointed to succeed bin) at 
the embassy in Paris. His manner is 
very agreeable, and by prudence and re- 
serve he seeks to surmount all obstacles. 
He is conciliatory and pre-eminently a 
peacemaker. Never has he countenanced 
the German spies established throughout 
France, and if war were to be declared be- 
tween France and Germany Count von 
Munster would have the satisfaction of 
knowing he had done all in bis power to 
avoid such a catastrophe. 

The German embassy occupies the 
house 78 Paie de Lille, near the Seine em- 
bankment. It was constructed by Napo- 
leon, after the Egyptian campaign, for 
Eugene de Beauhamais, and is one 
of the most curious types of French 
art at the beginning' of the • cen- 
tury. Over the German escutcheon are 
two immense eagles, placed there by Na- 
poleon, and in the courtyard is an 
antrium, supported by heavy columns, 
representing Egyptian figures. Two ser- 
pents coil around the symbolical egg in the 
atrium, and the lotus-ilower twines about 
Hhamescs and Osiris, seated with hands 
upon their knees. 

The magnificent staircase with wrought- 
lron balustrade and bronze torches, sup- 
ported by small gilded cupids, leads to the 
reception-rooms. At the top of the stair- 
case is a splendid picture by Lapite. From 
an immense hall, furnished in blue and 
yellow and decorated with mirrors, opens 
the library, with floor of yellow and white 
marble. This is used as a waiting-room. 
Opposite the library three doors lead to the 
throneroom, but this is preceded by an 
•JBpixe sadou, furnished in greeu and gold. 



is cut as though by a knife, and the hall 
remains in the masonry. This dates from 
the Commune. 

When the Emperor and Empress Fred- 
erick visited the Paris Exposition of 1867 
this was the room assigned them. The 
oriental dressing-room, attached to this 
bedroom, is exquisite, and nothing can be 
more beautiful than the bathroom in 
Parian marble, surrounded with Vene- 
tian mirrors. 

On the ground floor are the offices for 
secretaries and attaches. These have a view 
on the garden, which borders the Quai 
d'Orsay, and is planted with trees lOOyears 
old. When Count von Munster gives din- 
ner parties he uses silver and porcelain 
which dates from Frederick the Great, and 
his table appointmentsare considered more 
magnificent than those used by anv other 
diplomatist in Paris. But since the war 
of 1H70 grand fetes are very rare at the 
German embassy. In Count d'Arnim's 
time M. Thiers was the guest of 
the Embassador. Prince von Hohen- 
lohe entertained the Marechal de 
HacMahon, and in 1889 President 
Carnot dined with Count von Minister. 
That dinner was a memorable one. but in 
no way was it of political importance. The 
house occupied by the embassy was that 
evening most imposing in appearance. 
Liveried servants were stationed on the 
grand staircase, and two hallcbardiers. 
stood before the atrium. Count von Mun- 
ster, wearing the decoration of the lied 
Eagle and the Hohenzollern collar, with 
Countess Marie and the secretaries and 
attaches, stood at the foot of the grand 
staircase to receive the Chief of S».ate 
and Mme. Carnot. Counters Marie gave 
to Mme. Carnot a bouquet of red, white 
and blue flowers, the French colors. 
Thirty guests were seated at dinner, and 
the table-cloth was entirely hidden by 
roses. 

After dinner a reception was given to 
six hundred persons. Mme. Carnot evi- 
dently determined to honor the German 
embassy with her most splendid toilette, 
for never have I seen a gown more mag- 
nificent than Hers — of gray, brocaded with 
silver leaves, the train trimmed with a 
band of gray plumes. The front of the 
skirt was embroidered in silver pendants 
and the effect was bcwilderingly beautiful. 
Count von Minister and his daughter at- 
tend the official and diplomr^ic recep- 
tions, but are seldom seen in the salons of 
French Royalists. 

During the winter, almost each day, 
they give dinners of from six to twelve 
covers, and to these are invited members 
of the Government and of the diplomatic 



Oregon's Senator — C. B. I.. Salem, Or. Ac- 
cording to the law of Oregon in relation to the 
election of a United States Senator it appears 
that a vote is taken in each house oi the Legis- 
lature and if a majority of each house votes 
for the same candidate then, at the joint ses- 
sion to be held the following day, these votes 
are cast for the candidate and he is declared 
the Senator. If, however, there is a failure of 
agreement on the one candidate in both 
houses then, w hen the two houses come togeth- 
er, at which session there must be a majority 
of members elected to each house, the mem- 
bers are viva voce to dec lare their choice for 
Senator. The candidate who receives a major- 
ity of such viva voce votes is declared elected. 
The quotation from the law, "A person having 
a majority of all the votes of the said joint as- 
semble, a majority of all the members elected 
to both house- being present and voting," un- 
doubtedly means that a majority of all the 
members elected to each house must he present 
before an election can be had, that all such 
members present must vote and that a majority 
of the votes elects the Senator. 



Declaration of Independence— l B. R., Los 
i Gatos, Santa Clara County, Oal.

[ be answered in any other way than to state 
that it was not signed on that day. The docu- 
ment was adopted in Continental Congress on

! dent Harrison reported that the declara- 
I tion, which had been under consideration 
for several days, had been agreed upon, and 
it was then adopted. There is no record of 
the exact hour of the adoption of this im- 
portant document. On the 19th of July Con- 
gress ordered the declaration engrossed, and 
| on the 2d of August following, the instrument 
I having been engrossed on parchment, was pre- 
sented to Congress and signed, but whether 
signed by the members in a body or not is not 
recorded. It is fair to suppose" that so Im- 
portant a document was presented at the 
morning session, which was held at lOo'clock, 
and was, without delay, signed.

Cold Feet-.i. D. II., City. The following Is 
given as a remedy for cold feet: "Draw ofl your 
stockings just before undressing and rub your 
ankles and lect well with your hand, as hard 
as you can bear the pressure, for five or ten 
minutes and you will never have to complain 
of cold feet in bed." The following is given as 
a powder for the absorption of excessive per- 
spiration of the feet: Mix together 7 ounces 
of carbonate of magnesia, 2 ounces of powdered 
calcined alum, 7 ounces of orris root and half 
a dram of powdered cloves. Hub the feet with 
this powder. 

The Ballot— F. A. B., Point Arena, Mendo- 
cino County, Cal. The purity of election law 
passed by the Legislature of 1893 and approved 
on the 23d of February of that year makes it a 
misdemeanor for any one to intimidate an 
elector or for an employer to make any threats, 
expressed or implied, intended or calculated 
to influence the political opinions or actions of 
his workmen or employes.

Multiply the number of 
widths by the length and the" result will be the 
number of yards required. Oilcloth is measured 
in the same way. 

Private Road— O. S., Plainsburg, Merced 
County, Cal. Section 2692 of the codesof the 
State on the subject of private roads says: 

Private roads or by-roads may be opened, laid out 
or altered for the convenience of one or more resi- 
dents or freeholders in anv road district in the 
same manner as puhlic roads are opened, altered or 
laid nut, except that only one petitioner shall be 
necessary, who must be a resident or a freeholder 
in said road district; the Supervfacrs may for like 
cause order the same to be viewed, opened, laid out 
or altered, the person for whose benefit It Is re- 
quired paying for the damage awarded the land- 
owners and keeping the same in repair.

If afterward he incloses It. he must re- 
fund to the other a just proportion of the value, 
at the time, of any division fence made by the latter.

Boats on the Lake — F. C, City. The pleasure 
boats on Stow Lake in Golden Gate Park are 
the property of ex-Supervisor Sands W. For- 
man. The revenue derived from the hire of 
these goes to the owner, "but." said the secre- 
tary of the Board of Park Commissioners, 
"when the owner of the boats shall have earned 
the money he expended the boats will revert 
to the park and the money collected for the use 
of them will go into the park fund." 

Lawful Interest— A. S., City. Section 340 of 
the Penal Code of California has the following 
in regard to the rate of interest a pawnbroker 
in this State may charge: 

Every pawnbroker who charges or receives In- 
terest at the rate of more than 2 per cent per 
month, or, who by charging commission, discount, 
storage or other charges, or by compounding In- 
creases or attempts to increase such interest, Is 
guilty of misdemeanor. 

Prisoners— Mrs. S., City. A convict serving 
a term in the penitentiary of California is not 
allowed any pay for work that he performs 
while a prisoner, but when he is discharged he 
is allowed a small sum of money to enable him 



to leave the prison grounds. During his in- 
carceration he is permitted to correspond bv 
letter witn people outside of the prison, but afl 
correspondence is inspected by the prison offi- 
cials. 



Undertaking — I. D. N., City. There are two 
or three places in San Francisco where a young 
woman can learn to become an undertaker. 
One place in particular teaches young women 
how to trim coftins. and others have women 
w ho are instructed how to dress and prepare 
bodies for the tomb, particularly bodies of fe- 
males. The Query Column, however, cannot 
advertise such places. 

Tenbroeck's Record— r. L. D., City. The 
record of Tenbroeck, the running horse, is:

A Mechanic's Tools— A. 8., City. Paragraph 4 
of section 690 id the Code of Civil Procedure of 
this State says that "the tools or implements of 
a mechanic or artisan necessary to carry on his 
trade are exempt from execution." If the 
Sheriff cannot levy on such it follows that a 
landlord cannot legally hold such for non-pay- 
ment oi rent. 



No Such Right— C. R., City. The franchises 
on file in the office oi the Board of Supervisors 
fail to show that the Market-street Railway 
Company has been granted permission to 
change its main line from a cable to an electric 
ot a steam line.' The company has a right to 
use electricity on a number of its branches and 
steam on one.

"or" in the sentence quoted from Chambers' 
Encyclopedia is certainly incorrect and is no 
doubt there by neglect to correct a marked 
proof. The sentence should read, as it does in 
some other editions of the same work, "hung 
his own son from a window, in the spirit of 
Brutus." 

New Ferry Depot-F. C, City. In view of 
the fact that no contract for building the new 
ferry depot has yet been let, It cannot be 
stated how much it will cost nor how long the 
contractors will be allowed In which to finish 
it. The cost of the depot will be paid out of 
the State's earnings along the city front. 

The Owner's Neglect — A. C, City. The 
owner of a piece of property in California 
who neglects the same is likely to learn that it 



has been sold for taxes. The law requires that 
property so sold must be redeemed within one 
year and if not so redeemed the Tax Collector 
must give the purchaser a title to the same. 

A QuESTtos op Law— L. J., City. The ques- 
tion as to your rights in regard to property on 
which your late hnshaud loaned money is one 
that ought to bo submitted to a lawyer well 
versed in land laws, and it Is one that cannot 
be well answered thruugh the columns oi a 
newspaper. 

The Income Tai-G. L. R., City. Persons 
whose income during the year is less than 
fr3500 are exempt from taxation under the 
provisions of the income tax law. The amount 
of tax is 2 per cent on all incomes above the 
amount named.
